That before said railroad shall be constructed through any 
land, claim, or improvement held by individual occupants according to 
any treaties or laws of the United States, compensation shall be made 
such occupant or claimant for all property to be taken or damage done 
by reason of the construction of such railroad. In case of failure to 
make satisfactory settlement with any such claimant, the United States 
district court at Saint Paul or Duluth, Minnesota, shall have jurisdic- 
tion, upon petition of either party, to determine such just compensa- 
tion in accordance with the laws of Minnesota provided for determining 
Bamages to tribes, the damage when property is taken for railroad purposes; and the 

amount of damages resulting to the tribe or tribes of Indians pertain- 
ing to said reservation in their tribal capacity, by reason of the con- 
struction of said railroad through such lands of the reservation as are 
not occupied in severalty, shall be ascertained and determined in such 
manner as the Secretary of the Interior may direct, and be- subject to

States of America in Congress assembled. That the Arkansas and Choctaw 
Eaiiway Com])any, a corporation created under and by virtue of the 
laws of the State of Arkansas, be, and the same is hereby, invested 
and empowered with the right of locating, constructing, owning, equip- 
ping, operating, using, and maintaining a railway and telegraph and 
telephone line through the Choctaw ISrutioti, in the Indian Territory, 
beginning at the point on the boundary line between the said Choctaw 
Nation and the county of Little Kiver,*^in the State of Arkansas, where 
the said railway may run, when constructed in the State of Arkansas, 
thence running, by the most feasible and practicable route, in a north- 
westerly direction through the said Choctaw ifation, to such point at or 
near the town of Atoka, in said nation, as said corporation may select, 
witli the right to construct, use, and maintain such tracks, turn-outs, 
and sidings as said company may deem it to their interest to construct 
along and upon the right of way and depot grounds herein provided for. 

Sec. i\ That said corporation is authorized to take and use for all 
purposes of a railway aJid teicgrap]i and telephone line, and for no other 
purpose, a right of way one liundred feet in w^idth through the said 
Choctaw Xation, ibr the said Arkansas and Choctaw Eailw^iy Company, 
the same to be hfty feet on either side of the track of said railway from 
the center thereof, and, in addition to the above right of way, to take 
and use a strip of laud one liundred feet in width, w^ith a length of two 
thousand feet, for stations at such points as the said railway eomi^any 
may deem to their interest to erect, with the right tn use such addi- 
tional grounds, where tijere are heavy cuts or fills, as u ay be necessary 
for the constructior. and maintenance of the roadbe'i. and track, not 
exceeding fifty feet in widtli on each side of the said right of way, or as 
much thereof a« maybe included in said cut or fill: Provided^ That no 
more than said addition of land shall be taken for any one station: 
Provided further. That no part of the lands herein authorized to be 
taken shall be leased or sold by the company, and they shall not be used 
except in such nianner and for such purposes only as shall be necessary 
for the construction ami convenient operation of said railroad, telegraph, 
and telephone lines; and when any portion thereof shall cease to be so 
used, such portion shall revert to the Choctaw JSTation. 

Sec. 3, That before said railway and telegraph and telephone line 
shall be constructed through any lands held by individual occupants, 
according to the laws, usages, and custom of the Choctaw Kation, full 
compensation shall be made to such occupants for all property to be 
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taken or damage done by reason of the construction of such railway 
and telegraph and telephone line. In case of failure to make amicable 
settlement with any occupant, such compensation shall be determined 
by the appraisement of disinterested referees, to be appointed, one (who 
shall act as chairman) by the President, one by the principal chief of 
the Choctaw Nation, and one by said railway company, who, before 
entering upon the duties of their appointment, shall take and subscribe, 
before a judge or clerk of a United States court, or United States com- 
missioner, an oath that they will faithfully and impartially discharge the 
duties of their appointinent, which oath, duly certified, shall be returned 
with their award to and filed with, the Secretary of the Interior within 
sixty days from the completion thereof; and upon the failure of either 
party to make such appointment within thirty days after the appoint- 
ment made by the President, the vacancy shall be filled by the judge 
of the United States court for the central district of the Indian Terri- 
tory upon the application of the other x)arty. A majority of said referees 
shall be competent to act in case of the absence of a member, after due 
notice. The chairman of such board shall appoint the time and i)lace 
for all hearings: Provided, That the bearings shall be within the county 
where the property is situated for which compensation is being assessed 
for the taking tliereof or damage thereto, and at a place as convenient 
as may be for said occupant, unless the said occupant and said railway 
company agree to have the hearing at another place. Each of said 
referees shall receive for his services the sum of four dollars per day for 
each day he is engaged in assessing compensation, with mileage of five 
cents per mile for each mile necessarily traveled in the discharge of his 
duties. Said board of referees shall have power to call for and examine 
witnesses under oath, and said witnesses shall receive the usual fees 
allowed witnesses by the laws of the Choctaw Nation, Costs, includ- 
ing compensation of the referees, shall be made a part of the award and 
be paid by the said railway company. In case the referees can not 
agree, then any two of them are authorized to mai^e the award. 

Sec. 4, That either party being dissatisfied with the findings and 
award of the referees shall have the right, within sixty days after the 
filing of the award, as hereinbefore provided, and notice of the same, 
to appeal by original petition to the United States district court for the 
central district of the Indian Territory sitting at the place nearest and 
most convenient to the land and property which is sought to be con- 
demned; and said suit shall then proceed for determining the damage 
done to the property in the same and like manner as other civil ac- 
tions in the said court. The said court shall have jurisdiction to hear 
and deter] nine the subject-matter of said petition, and the same shall 
be heard and determined by said court in accordance with tbe laws now 
in force or hereafter enacted for the government of said court; and the 
measure of damages in condemning property authorized by this Act 
shall be that prescribed by the laws of the State of Arkansas, in so far 
as the same are not inconsistent with the laws now in force or hereafter 
enacted for the govertimentof the United States courts in said Choctaw 
Nation in such cases. If the judgment of the court shall be for a larger 
sum than the award of the referees, the costs of the litigation sltall be 
adjudged against the railway company, and if the judgment of the court 
shall be for the same as the award of the referees, then the costs shall 
be adjudged against the appellant. If the judgment of the court shall be 
for a smaller sum than the award of the referees, then the costs shall be 
adjudged against the party claiming dam ages. When proceerlings shall 
have been commenced in court the railway company shall pay double 
the amount of the award into court to abide the judgment thereof, 
and then shall have the right to enter upon the property sought to be 
condemned and proceed with the construction of the railroad and tele- 
grai)h and telephone liitc. If sucli appeal is not taken as hereinbefore' 
set forth, the award shall be conclusive and final, and shall have the same 
fov<^e and efi'ect as a judgment of a court of competent jurisdiction. 

Sec. o. That said raiiway company is authorized and hereby given 
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the right to connect or cross with its tracks the tracks aud railroad of 
auy other company or person owning or operating' a railway in the said 
Choctaw l^ation. In case of failure to make amicable settlement with 
any such corporation or person for such crossing, such compensation 
shalJ be determined in the same manner as hereinbefore provided for 
determining the compensation for land and other property taken and 
damaged. 

Sec, 6. That said railway company shall not charge the inhabitants Freight chargea. 
of said nation a greater rate of freight than the rate authorized by 
the laws of the State of Arkansas for services or transportation of the 
same kind: Provided^ That passenger i^ates on said railway shall not Provisos. 
exceed three cents per mile. Congress hereby reserves the right to R|t^uiati^m^eta 
regulate the charges for freight and passengers on said railway and 
messages on said telegraph aud telephone lines until a State govern- 
ment or governments shall exist in said nation within the limits of 
which said railway or a part thereof shall be located, and then such 
State government or governments shall be authorized to fix and regu- 
late the cost of transportation of persons and freights within their 
respective limits of said railway; but CongTess expressly reserves the 
right to ftx and regulate at all times the cost of such transportation by 
said railway or said company whenever such transportation shall extend 
from one State into another or shall extend into more than one State: 
Provided^ kou'ever. That tlie rate of such transportation of i)assengers, -imit. 
local or interstate, shall not exceed the rate above expressed: And 
prorided further ^ That said railway company shall carry the mail at 
such prices as Congress may by law provide ; and until such rate is fixed 
by law the Postmaster- General may fix the rate of compensation. 

Sec. 7. That said railway company shall pay to the Secretary of the ta^Sion^^*** 
Interior, for tbe benefit of the Choctaw Nation, the sum of fifty dollars, 
in addition to the compensation provided for in this Act, for property 
taken and damages done to individual occupants by the construction of 
the railway, for each mile of railway that it may construct in said 
nation, said payments to be made in installments of live hundred dol- 
lars as each ten miles of road is graded: Provided, That if the general Ai^peai^to secretary 
council of the Choctaw Nation, within four months after the filing of of the interior, 
maps of definite location, as hereinafter set forth, dissents from the 
allowance hereinbefore provided for, and shall certify the same to the 
Secretary of the Interior, then all compensation to be paid to said 
nation under the provisions of this Act shall be determined as provided 
in section three for the determination of the compensation to be paid 
to the individual occupant of lands, with the right of appeal to the 
courts upon the same terms, conditions, and requirements as therein 
provided: Provided further. That the amount awarded or adjudged to /^^^^rd toi>einiieu 
be paid by said railway company for said dissenting nation shall be m 
lieu of the compensation said nation would be entitled to receive under 
the foregoing provision. Said company shall aLso pay, so long as said 
Territory is owned and occupied by the Choctaw Indians, to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior the sum of fifteen dollars per annum for each mile Annual rental, 
of railway it shall construct in the said nation. The money paid to the 
Secretary of the Interior under the provisions of this Act shall be dis- 
bursed by him in accordance with the laws and treaties now in force 
within said nation: Providcds That Congress sliall have the right, so xaxea. 
long as said lands are occupied and possessed by said nation, to impose 
such additional taxes upon said railway as it may deem just and proper 
for the benefit of said nation, and any Territory or State hereafter 
fonned through which said railway vShall have been established may 
exercise the like power as to such part of said railway as may lie within 
its limits. Said railway company shall have the right to survey aud ^^^^'*^y^- 
locate its railway immediately after the passage of this Act. 

Sec. 8. That said company shall cause maps showing the route of its ^^aps. 
located lines through said nation to be filed in the ofiice ot* the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, and also to be tiled in the ofiice of the principal 
chief of the said nation; and after the tiling of said maps no claim for 
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a subsequent settlement and improvement upon the right of way shown 
by said maps shall be valid as against said company: Provided, That 
a map showing the entire line of the road in the Indian Territory shall 
be filed with and approved by the Secretary of the Interior before the 
construction of the same shall be commenced. 

Sec, 9. That the officers, servants, and employees of said company 
necessary to the construction and management of said railroad shall be 
allowed to reside, while so engaged, upon such right of way, but sub- 
ject to the provisions of the Indian intercourse laws and such rules and 
regulations as may be established by the Secretary of the Interior in 
accordance with said intercourse laws. 

Sec. 10. That said railway company shall build at least seventy-five 
miles of its railway in said nation within three years after the passage 
of this Act, or the rights herein granted shall be forfeited as to that 
portion not built; that said railway company shall construct and maiti- 
taiu continually all roads and highway crossings and necessary bridges 
over said railway wherever said roads and highways do now or u)ay 
hereafter cross said railway's right of way or may be by the proper 
authorities laid out across the same. 

Sec. 11. That the said Arkansas and Choctaw Eailway Company 
shall accept this right of way upon the express condition, binding upon 
itself, its successors and assigns, that they will neither aid, advise, nor 
assist any effort looking toward the changing or extinguishing the pres- 
ent tenure of the Choctaw Indians in their land, and will not attempt 
to secure from the Choctaw IsTation any further grant of land or its 
occupancy than is hereinbefore provided: Provided, That any violation 
of the condition mentioned in this section shall operate as a forfeiture of 
all the rights and privileges of said railway company under this Act. 

Seo. lli. That all mortgages, deeds of trust, and other conveyances 
executed by said railway company, conveying any portion of its rail- 
road, telegraph and telephone lines, with its franchises, that may be 
constructed in said Choctaw Nation shall be recorded in the Department 
of the Interior, and the record tliereof shall be evidence and notice of 
their execution and shall convey all rights and property of said com- 
pany as therein expressed. 

Sec. 13. That Congress may at any time amend, add to, alter, or 
repeal this Act. 

Sec. 14. That the right of way herein and hereby granted shall not 
be assigned or transferred in any form whatever prior to the construc- 
tion and completion of the road except as to mortgages or other liens 
that may be given or secured thereon to aid in the construction thereof.

his land and date of settlement thereon, which notice shall be signed 
by the settler and attested by the register of the land office. 

Sec, 3, That the time for making fiual j>roof and payment for all lands for final proof, 
located under the homestead laws of the United States upon any lands fx^iended on^e y^S**^ 
of any former Indian reservation in the State of South Dakota, be, and 
the same is hereby, extended for the period of one year from the time 
proof and payment would become due under existing laws.

^ CHAP. 32.— An Act To amend an Act entitled "An Act for the relief and civiliza- 
tion of the Chippewa Indians in the State of Minnesota,^' 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Eepresentatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled^ T}i'd,t the fifth section of the 
Act of Congress passed January fourteenth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty-nine, providing for the relief and civilization of the Chippewa 
Indians in the State of Minnesota, be, and the same is, amended so far 
as the same relates to the White Earth and Red Lake reservations, 
and as to the other reservations mentioned in said Act whenever all 
the allotments of laud in severalty shall have been made to the Indians 
of each reservation, respectively, therein provided, so as to read as 
follows: 

" Sec. 5, That whenever, and as often as the survey, examination, 
and appraisal of one hundred thousand acres of said pine lauds, or of a 
less quantity, in the discretion of the Secretary of the Interior, have 
been made, the portion so surveyed, examined, and appraised shall be 
proclaimed as in market and offered for sale in the followii}g manner: 
The Commissioner of the General Land Office, under the direction of 
the Secretary of the Interior, shall cause notices to be inserted once in 
each week, for four consecutive weeks, in one newspaper of general 
circulation published in Minneapolis, Saint Paul, Duluth, Stillwater, 
Taylors Falls, Fosston, Saint Cloud, Brainerd, Crookston, and Thief 
Eiver Falls, Minnesota; Chicago, Illinoisj Milwaukee, Wisconsin^ 
Detroit, Michigan; Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; and Boston, Massa- 
chusetts, of the sale of said land at public auction to the highest bid- 
der for cash at the local land office of the district within which said 
lands are located, said notice to state the time and place and terms of 
such sale. At such sale said lands shall be offered in forty- acre parcels, 
except in case of fractions containing either more or less than forty 
acres, which shall be sold entire. In no event shall any parcel be sold 
for a less sum than its appraised value. Tlie residue of such lands 
remaining unsold after such public offering shall thereafter be subject 
to private sale for cash at the appraised value of the same, upon appli- 
cation at the local land office: Provided^ That sections numbered six- 
teen and thirty-six in each township so surveyed shall not be sold until 
the claim of the State of Minnesota to the ownership of said sections 
as part of the school lands of said State, shall have been determined."

The Secretary of the Treasury may, upon application et?^™Jn^*veaseis^'^^x 
therefor, remit or mitigate any fine, penalty, or forfeiture provided for tenUed^to forfeituree' 
in laws relating to vessels or discontinue any prosecution to recover 
penalties or relating to forfeitures denounced in such laws, excepting 
the penalty of imprisonment or of removal from office, upon such terms 
as he, in his discretion, shall tliink proper; and all rights granted to 
informers by such laws shall be held subject to the Secretary's powers 
of remission, except in cases where the claims of any informer to the 
share of any penalty shall have been determined by a court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction prior to the application for the remission of the pen- 
alty or forfeiture; and the Secretary shall have authority to ascertain 
the facts upon all such applications in such mariner and under such 
regulations as he may deem proper."

CHAP. 38. — An Act To graat the B'ort Smith and Western Coal Kail road Com- 
pauv a ri^ht of way through tlie Indiau Territurjv , and lor other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Etpresentatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled^ That tlie Fort Stuitli and West- 
ern Coal Railroad Coiiii)a''y, a corporation created under and by virtue 
of the laws of the JState of Arkansas, be, and the same is hereby, vested 
and empowered with the rig'ht of locating, constructing, ei] nipping, 
operating, using, and maintaining a railway, telegra])h, and telephone 
line through the Indian Terrirory, beginning at a point to be selected 
by said company on the Western boundary line ot* the State of Arkan- 
sas, at or near the city of Fort Sniitli, Sebastian County, and running 
thence by the most practicable route through that part of the Indian 
Territory occupied by and known as the Choctaw Nation, in a south - 
westeily direction through the counties of Scully ville, SansBois, Gaines, 
and Tobueksy, to a point on the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Kail way, 
in said Choctaw Nation, between McAlester and South Canadian, with 
a switch from a point on said line to form a connection with the Saint 
Louis and San Francisco Railway at a point on that railroad, to be 
located between Cedars Station and the Backbone Tunnel. And with 
the right to build in the line of said railroad, a bridge across the Foteau 
River, whose plan of construction shall be first approved by the Secre- 
tary of War. 

Sec. 2. That a right of way of one hundred feet in width through 
said Indian Territory is hereby granted to the said Fort Smith and 
Western Coal Railroad Company, and a strip of land one hundred feet 
in width with a length of two thousand feet in addition to the right of 
way is granted tor such stations as may be established, but no such 
grant shall be allowed but once in every ten miles of the road, no por- 
tion of which shall be sold or leased by the company, with the right to 
use such additional grants where there are heavy cuts or fills as may 
be necessary for the construction and maintenance of the roadbed, not 
exceeding fifty feet in width on each side of the right of way, or as 
much thereof as may be included in said cut or fill : Provided^ That no 
more than such addition of land shall be taken for anyone station: 
Provided further^ That no part of the lands herein granted shall be 
used except in such manner and for such purposes only as shall be nec- 
essary for the construction and convenient operation of said railway, 
telegraph, and telephone lines, and when any portion thereof shall cease 
to be used such portion shall revert to the said Choctaw Nation. 

Sec. 3, That before said railway shall be constructed through any 
lands held by individual occupants according to laws, customs, or 
usages of the Choctaw Nation through which it may be constructed, 
full compensation shall be made to such occupant for all property to be 
taken or damage done by reason of the construction of said railway* 
In case of failure to make amicable settlement with any occupant, such 
compensation shall be determined by the appraisement of three disinter- 
ested referees, to be appointed by the President of the United States, 
who, before entering upon the duties of their appointment, shall take 
and subscribe before competent authority an oath that they will faith- 
fully and impartially discharge the duties of their appointment, which 
oath, duly certified, shall be returned with their award. In caSe the 
referees can not agree, then any two of them are authorized to make the 
award. Either party being dissatisfied with the finding of the referees 
shall have the right, within ninety days after the making of the award 
and notice of the same, to appeal by original petition to the United 
States district court for the central district of the Indian Territory, 
sitting at the place nearest and most convenient to the propertj^ sought 
to be condemned, where the case shall be tried de novo. When proceed- 
ings have been commenced in court the railway shall pay double the 
amount of the award into court to abide the judgment thereof, and then 
have the right tO enter upon the property sought to be condemned, and 
proceed with the construction of the railway. Each of said referees 
shiiU receive for his services the sum of four dollars per day for each 
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dny they are engajied in the trial of any case submitted to them under 
tins Act, Witnesses sliall rec^eive the usual fees allowed by the courts 
of said Choctaw Nation. Costs, inchKliug* compensation of tlie referees, 
shall be made a [>art of the award and be paid b> said railway com- 
pany. 

Sec. 4. Tliat sai<l railway co]n5)any shall not charge the inhabitants 
of said Territory a greater rate of freight than the rate authorized by 
the laws ot the Suite of Arkansas for services or transportation of the 
same kind: PrnviiJed^ That the passciiger rates on said railway shall 
not exceed three cents a mile. Congress hereby reserves the right to 
regulate the charges for freight and i)assengers on said railway and 
messages on said telegraph and telephone lines until a State gov- 
ernment shall exist in snid Territory, within the limits of which said 
railway or part thereof shall be located, then such State government 
shall be authorized to fix and regulate the cost of transportation of 
l)ersons and freight within their respective limits by said railway. 
Congress expressly reserves the right to fix and regulate at all times 
the cost of all transportation by said railway whenever such transpor 
tation shall extend into more than one State: Provided^ however^ That 
the rate of such transportation of passengers, local or interstate, shall 
not exceed those above expressed: And provided further^ That said 
railway company shall carry the mail at such price as Congress may 
by law provide, and until such rate is fixed by law the Postmaster- 
General may tix the rate of eomi>ensation. 

Sec. Tj. That said railway company shall pay to the Secretary of the 
Interior, for the benefit of the Choctaw Nation, through whose lands 
said railway may be located, the sum of fifty dollars, in addition to the 
compensation i)rovided for by this Act, for property taken or damaged 
by the construction of the railway for each mile of railway that it may 
construct in said Territory, saicl payment to be made in installments of 
five hundred dollars as each ten utiles of road is graded. Said com- 
pany shall also pay, as long as said Territory is owned and occupied 
by the Indians in common, to the Secretary of the Interior the sum of 
fifteen dollars ])er annum for each mile of railway it may construct in 
said Territory. The money paid to the Secretary of the interior under 
the provisions of this Act shall be paid over to the Choctaw Nation: 
Provided^ That Congress shall have the right, so long as their lands are 
occupied or possessed by the citizens of the Choctaw Nation in com- 
mon, to impose such additional taxes upon said railway as it may deem 
just and proper for their benefit: Provided fitrther, That if the general 
council of the Choctaw Nation shall, within two months after the filing 
of maps of definite location, as set forth in section six of this Act, dis- 
sent from the allowances provided for in this section, and shall certify 
the same to the Secretary of the Interior, then all compensation to be 
paid to said Choctaw Nation under the provisions ]>rovided in this Act 
shall be determined as provided in section three for the determination 
of the compensati<ui to be paid to the individual octaipants of the land, 
with the i-ight to appeal to the courts upon the same terms, conditions, 
and requirements as therein provided: Provided 'further^ That the 
amonnt awarded or adjudged to be paid by said railway company to 
said Choctaw Nation shall be in lieu of the compensation the said nation 
will be entitled to receive under the provisions of this section. Noth- 
ing in this Act shall be construed to prohibit Congress from imposing 
taxes upon said railway, or any Territory or State hereafter formed 
through which said railway shall have been established, from exercis- 
ing the same ]iower as to such ]>artof said railway as may lie within its 
limits. Said railway company shnll have the j-ight to survey and locate 
its railway immediately after the passage <d" this Act: Provided^ hoic- 
ever. That if said l ight of way shall pass over or through any land 
y Wotted to an Indian in accordance with any !aw or treaty, it shall be 
fhe duty of the Secretary of the Interior to"]jrovide for obtaining the 
consent of said allottee or allottees to said right of way, and to fix the 
am<Mnit of compensation to be ])aid said allottees for the right of way 
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and <lainages sustained by them by reason of the construction of the 
road; but no right of any Isind shall vest in said railway company to 
any portion of said right of way passing over or through any such 
allotted lands until the compensation herein provided for shall be fixed 
and paid. 

Sec. 6. That said railway company shall cause maps, showing route 
of its located line through said Territory, to be filed in the office of the 
Secretary of the Interior, and also to be filed in the office of the prin- 
cipal chief of the Ohoctaw Kation; and after the filing of said maps 
no claim for subsequent settlement or improvements of right of way 
shown by said maps shall be valid as against said company: Frovided, 
That a map when showing any portion of said railway company's located 
line is filed as herein provided for, said company shall commence grad- 
ing said located line within six months thereafter or such location shall 
be void as to any occupant thereof. 

Sec, 7, That the officers, servants, and employees of said company 
necessary to the construction, operation, and management of said rail- 
way and telegTaph and telephone lines shall be allowed to reside, while 
so engaged, upon the right of way, but subject to the provisions of the 
Indian intercourse laws and such rules and regulations as may be estab- 
lished by the Secretary of the Interior in accordance with such inter- 
course laws. 

Sec. 8, That said railway company shall build and complete its said 
railway within three years after the passage of this Act, or this grant 
shall be forfeited ; that said railway company shall construct and main- 
tain continually all road and highway crossings and necessary bridges 
over said railway wherever said roads and highways do now or may 
hereafter cross said railway's right of way, or may be by the proper 
authorities laid out across the same. 

Sec. 9. That th^ Fort Smith and Western Coal Railroad Company 
shall accept this right of way upon the expressed condition, binding 
upon itself, its successors and assigns, that they will neither aid, advise, 
or assist toward any eiJbrt looking to the changing of or extinguishing 
the present tenure of the Indians in their lauds, and will not attempt 
to secure from the Indians for the purposes of said railway any further 
grant of land, or its occupancy, than herein provided, except for the 
purpose of mining coal: Provided^ That any violation of the conditions 
named in this section shall operate as a forfeiture of all the rights and 
privileges of said railway company under this Act: Provided fitriher, 
That the entire line of said road shall be surveyed and located and said 
location approved by the Secretary of the Interior before the work of 
construction shall commence. 

Sec, 10. That all mortgages executed by said railway company con- 
veying any portion of its railway, with its franchises, that may be 
constructed in the Indian Territory .shall be recorded in the Depart- 
ment of the Iii'^rior, and a record thereof shall be evidence and notice 
of their execution, and shall convey all rights and property of said 
company as therein expressed. 

Sec. 11. That Congress may at any time amend, add to, or alter, or 
repeal this Act.

CHAP. 53.-^ An Act To authorize the construction of a bridgfe across the Missouri March 13. 1896, 
River at or near Chamberlain, South Dakota. 



Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United Br^i^e Com^n?mlv 
States of America in Congress assembled, That it shall be lawful for the Dndje Missouri KxveV 
Dakota Pacific Bridge Company, a corporation now being organized for If^^chamberiain, s 
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that purpose under the general corporation laws of the State of South 
Dakota, or its assigns, to construct u«ider and subject to the conditions 
Raiiroaciwagon.and and limitations hereinafter provided, a combined railroad, wasron, and 

foot-passenger bridge across the Missouri Eiver, at a point suitable to 
the interests of navigation, within £ivo miles above or below the city of 
Chamberlain, South Dakota, and lay on and over said bridge railway 
tracks for the more perfect connection of any and all railroads that are 
now or which may hereafter be constructed to the Missouri River at or 
within five miles above or below the city of Chamberlain, South Dakota, 
or to the river on the opposite side of the same, near the city of Cham- 
berlain, South Dakota, and build, erect, and lay on and over said bridge 
ways for wagons, vehicles of all kinds, and for the transit of animals, 
and to provide ways for foot passengers, and to maintain and operate 
said bridge for the purposes aforesaid ; and*thatwhen said bridge is 
constructed all trains of railroads terminating at said river and on the 
opposite side thereof, at or within five miles above or below the city of 
Chamberlain, South Dakota, shall be allowed to cross said bridge and 
its approaches for reasonable compensation to be made to the owners of 
the same; and if the amount of said compensation can not be agreed 
upon by the parties, the same shall be fixed by the Secretary of War. 
The owners of said bridge may also charge and receive reasonable com- 
pensation or toils for the transit over said bridge of all wagons, car- 
riages, vehicles, animals, and foot passengers: Provided, That the 
Secretary of War may at any time prescribe such rules, regulations, 
and rates of toll for transit and transportation over said bridge as may 
be deemed proper and reasonable. 

Sec. 2, That any bridge built under the provisions of this Act may, 
at the option of the corporation building the same, be built as a draw- 
bridge, or witb unbrnken or continuous spans: Provided^ That if the 
same shall be made of unbroken or continuous spans, it shall not be in 
any case of less elevation than fifty feet above extreme high- water 
mark as understood at the point of location, to the lowest part of the 
superstructure, with straight girders, nor shall the spans of said bridge 
be less than three hundred feet in the clear at low-water mark ; and the 
piers of said bridge shall be parallel with the current of the river at 
high water, and the main spans shall be over the main channels of the 
river : And provided also^ That if a bridge shall be built under this Act 
as a drawbridge the same shall be constructed as a pivot drawbridge, 
with one or more draws, as tht*. Secretary of War may prescribe, and 
with spans of not less than two hundred feet in length in the clear on 
each side of the central or pivot piers of the draws, and the next adjoin- 
ing spans over the river to the draw shall not be less than two hundred 
and fifty feet in the clear, measured at low water; and said span shall 
not be less than ten feet above extreme high water mark, measuring to 
the lowest part of the superstnicture of the bridge; and the piers of 
said bridge shall be parallel with the current of the river at high water : 
And provided also, That said draw shall be o]>ened promptly, upon 
reasonable signal, without unnecessary delay, for the passage of boats 
and rafts; and said company or corporation shall maintain, at its own 
expense, from sunset till sunrise, such lights or other signals ou said 
bridge as the Light- House Board shall prescribe, and such sheer booms 
or other structures as may be necessary to safely guide vessels, rafts, or 
other water craft safely through said channel spans or draw openings, 
and as shall be designated and required by the vSecretary of War : And 
provided further, That the corporation building said bridge may, subject 
to the approval of the Secretary of W^ar, enter upon the banks of said 
river, either above or below the point of location of said bridge, and 
confine the flow of the water to a permanent channel, and to do whatever 
may be necessary to accomplish said object, but shall not impede or 
obstruct the navigation of said river, and shall be liable in damages for 
all injuries to private property, and all plans for such works or erec- 
tions upon the banks of the river shall first be submitted to the Secre- 
tary of War for his approval: And provided further, That any bridge 
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built under tbe provisions of this Act shall be at right angles to the 
current of the river at high water. 

Sec. 3. That no bridge shall be erected or maintained under the 
authority of this Act which shall at any time substantially or materi- 
ally obstruct the free navigation of said river; and the said company 
shall submit to the Secretary of War for his approval drawings show- 
ing the plan and location of said bridge, and until the said plan and 
location of the bridge are decided by the Secretary of War to be such as 
will not materially affect the interests of navigation and are approved 
by him the bridge shall not be commenced or built; and any (change in 
the plan of such construction or any alteration in the bridge aftt^r its 
construction shall be subject to the like approval; and whenever said 
bridge shall, in the opinion of the Secretary of War, substantially 
obstruct the free navigation of said river, he is hereby authorized to 
cause such change or alteration of said bridge to be made as will 
effectually obviate such obstruction; and all such alterations shall be 
made and all such obstructions be removed at the expense of the owner 
or owners of said bridge^ or tbe persons operating or coDtrolliiig the 
same; and in case of any litigation arising from any obstruction or 
alleged obstruction to the free navigation of the Missouri River, at or 
near the crossing of said bridge, caused or alleged to be caused thereby, 
the cause shall be commenced and tried in the circuit courts of the 
United States of either judicial district of South Dakota in which the 
said bridge or any portion of snch obstruction touches. 

Sec. 4. That any bridge built under this Act and according to its 
limitations shall be a lawful structure, and shall be recognized and known 
as a post route, upon which also no higher charge shall be made for the 
transportation over the same of the mails, the troops, and the nuinitions 
of war of the United States than the rate per mile paid for the trans- 
portation over the railroad or pubhc highways leading to such bridge. 
The United States shall also have the right to constrnct, without 
charge therefor, telegraph or telej^hone lines across said bridge.

That Thomas Hubbard Cas- 
well, of the city of San Francisco, State of California; Odell Squier Long, 
of the city of Charleston, State of West Virginia; Erasmus Theodore 
Garr,of Miles City, State of Montana; Frederick Webber, of the city of 
Washington, District of Columbia; Gilmor Meredith, of the city of 
Baltimore, State of Maryland, and Samuel Emery Adams, of the city 
of Minneapolis, State of Minnesota, officers and members of the supreme 
council of the Supreme Couucil of the Thirty-Third Degree of Scottish 
Eite Masonryfor the Southern Jurisdiction of the United States, and

Sec, 4, That said corporation shall have a constitution and regula- 
tions or by-laws, and shall have power to amend the same at pleasure: 
Provided^ That such constitution and regulations or by- laws or amend- 
ments thereof do not conflict with the laws of the United States pr of 
any State. 

Sec. 5. That said corporation shall not engage in any business for 
gain, the purposes of said corporation being fraternal and benevolent.

Preamble. Whercas it has been represented to the Congress of the United States 

by a committee, appointed by the primary convention of the Protestant

John H, Elliott, Doctor of Divinity, was president, and Eeverend 
Arthur S. Johns was secretary, convened in the city of Washington on 
the fourth day of December, anno Domini eighteen hundred and ninety- 
five, which diocese comprises the District of Columbia, together with 
the counties of Montgomery, Prince George's, Charles, and Saint 
Mary's, in the State of Maryland, and the convention whereof is com- 
posed of clergymen of said church canonically resident within said dio- 
cese and entitled to seats in said convention, and laymen duly chosen 
to represent the parishes and congregations in said diocese, and, as 
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such committee, cliarged with the duty and authority, for aud on behalf 
of said convention and dioceae, to present and procure the passage by 
Congress of an Act incorporating the said convention, with provisions 
and powers suitable and proper to the religious, missionary, charitable, 
and educational objects of the church and the organizations aforesaid; 
and 

Whereas it is further represented that members of the church afore- 
said have subscribed for and have raised funds especially for the per- 
manent support of the episcopate of said church in said diocese, as well 
as to defray the r^ecessary expenses of the said convention from year to 
year, and to carry on religious, missionary, charitable, and educational 
work in said diocese, and to aid in the support of its disabled, aged, or 
superannuated cler^; but that the convention of said church in said 
diocese though intrusted and charged with the administration of its 
aifairs, has no legal capacity to receive, invest, manage, or dispose of 
said fund or any proceeds of property resultant therefrom; and 

Whereas it is also represented that the convention of the diocese of 
Maryland has resolved to transfer to said diocese of Washington its 
agreed portion of the fnnds of the former so soon as said new diocese 
has legal capacity to receive the same: ISTow, therefore, 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. That the aforesaid Reverend ti,e^prote3ta??Ei>is^ 
John H. Elliott, Doctor of Divinity, and Reverend Arthur S. Johns and copai cburct of the 
their associate members of said primary convention and their successors, Snlncoi^orSS!"'"^' 
who may hereafter constitute the convention of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church of the diocese of Washington, be declared, and they hereby 
are, incorporated and made a body corporate and politic by the name 
and style of The Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church ol the 
Diocese of Washington, and by that name they, and their successors 
hereafter to be elected, appointed, made, and qualified according to the 
form and effect of the constitution of the said church for the time being,

or hereafter to exist, under the jurisdiction, control, or sanction of said 
convention within the limits of said diocese, annual income from which 
shall not exceed one hundred thousand dollars, and the same to invest 
and the proceeds thereof to apply for the purposes aforesaid as may 
from time to time be deemed most expedient, and to appoint, in its dis- 
cretion, an executive committee or other trustees, boards, or agencies, 
by whatwer name or names they may be designated, to administer such 
funds or property in such manner and form and with such authority as 
the said corporation shall from time to time prescribe: Provided^ how- JaSSSatration of 
ever, and always^ That in such administration the respective funds shall funds, 
be kept distinct and separate; that each fund shall be held liable only for 
obligations that may have been incurred in its own proper behoof; and 
that the principal sum or amount of such subscriptions, contributions, 
donations, grants, devises, and bequests for permanent endowment of 
the episcopate shall be at all times invested in some safe and profitable 
stocks, mortgages, deeds of trust, or other securities and the expenses 
of administering the same, the salary of the bishop, and other charges 
shall be payable and paid only out of the annual interest, dividends, 
or profits thereof.

competition : Provided further^ That, after advertisement, all the sup- 
plies for the use of the various departments and posts of the Army 
and of the branches of the army service shall hereafter be purchased 
where the same can be purchased the cheapest, quality and cost ot 
transportation and the interest of the Government considered, except 
that purchases may be made in open market, in the manner common 
among business men, when the aggregate amount required does not 
exceed two hundred dollars, but every such purchase shall be imme- 
diately reported to the Secretary of War.

less than ten days, and as clerks for post quartermasters at military 
posts, and for prison overseers at posts, designated by the War Depart- 
ment, for the confinement of general prisoners ; for expenses of expresses 
to and from frontier posts and armies in the field, of escorts to pay- 
masters and other disbursing officers, and to trains where military 
escorts can not be furnisl:ed; expenses of the interment of officers

cers' horses, and for the trains, to wit: Hire of veterinary surgeons, 
purchase of medicines for horses and mules, picket ropes, blacksmiths' 
tools and materials, horseshoes and blacksmiths' tools for the cavalry 
service, and for the shoeing of horses and mules, and such additional 
expenditures as are necessary and authorized by law in the movements

CHAP. 60. — An Act To authorize the Saint Louis and Oklahoma City Railroad 
Company to construct and operate a railway through the Indian and Oklahoma Ter- 
ritories, and for other purposes. 

it enacted by the Senate and Mouse of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled^ That the Saint Louis and 
Oklahoma City Bailroad Company, a corporation created under and by 
virtue of the laws of Oklahoma Territory, be, and the same is hereby, 
invested and empowered with the right of locating, constructing, own- 
ing, equipping, operating, using, and maintaining a railway and tele- 
graph and telephone line through the Indian Territory, beginning at a 
]>oint to be selected by said railway company at or near Sapulpa, in the 
Indian Territory, and running through the said Territory and the Ter- 
ritory of Oklahoma by way of Chandler and Oklahoma City to a point 
on Ked River at or near the west line of the Kiowa and Comanche 
Reservation, with the right to construct, use, and maintain such tracks, 
turn-outs, and sidings as said company may deem it to their interest to 
construct. 

Sec. 2. That said corporation is authorized to take and use for all 
purposes of a railway, and for no other purpose, a right of way one 
hundred feet in width through said Indian Territory and Territory of 
Oklahoma, and to take and use a strip of land one hundred feet in 
width, with a length of two thousand feet, in addition to right of way, 
for stations, for every ten miles of road, with the right to use such addi- 
tional ground where there are heavy cuts or fills as may be necessary for 
the construction and maintenance of the roadbed, not exceeding ^ifty 
feet in width on each side of said right of way, or as much thereof as 
may be included in said cut or fill: Provided^ That no more than said 
addition of land shall be taken for any one station: Provided further^ 
That no part of the lands herein authorized to be taken shall be sold 
by the company, and they shall not be used except in such manner 
and for such purposes only as shall be necessary for the construction 
and convenient operation of said railway, telegraph, and telephone 
lines; and when any portion thereof shall cease to be used, such portion 
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shall revert to the nation or tribe of Indians from which the same shall 
have been taken. 

Sec. 3. That before said railway sTiall be constructed through any 
lands held by individual occupants according to the laws, customs, and 
usages of any of the Indian n>tioiis or tribes through which it may be 
constructed, or by allotments under any law of the United States or 
agreeruent with the Indians, full compensation shall be made to such 
occupants for all property to be taken or damage done by reason of 
the construction of such railway. In case of failure to make amicable 
settlement with any occupant, such compensation shall be determined 
by the appraisement of three disinterested referees, to be appointed, 
one (who shall act as chairman) by the President, one by the chief of 
the nation to which said occupant belongs, or, in case of an allottee, by 
said allottee or by his duly authorized guardian or representative, and 
one by said railway company, who, before entering upon the duties of 
their appointment, shall take and subscribe, before a district judge, 
clerk of a district court, or United States commissioner, an oath that 
they will faithfully and impartially discharge the duties of their appoint- 
ment, which oath, duly certified, shall be returned with their award to 
and tiled with the Secretary of the Interior within sixty days from the 
completion thereof; and a majority of said referees shall be competent 
to act iu case of the absence of a member, after due notice. And upon 
the failure of either party to make such appointment within thirty days 
after the appointment made by the President, the vacancy shall be filled 
by the district judge of any United States court in the Indian Territory^ 
or the Territory of Oklahoma, upon the application of the other party. 
The chairman of said board shall appoint the time and place for aU 
hearings within the nation to which such occupant belongs. Each of 
said referees shall receive for his services the sum of four dollars per 
day for each day they are engaged in the trial of any case submitted to 
them under this Act, with mileage at five cents per mile actually trav- 
eled. Witnesses shall receive the usual fees allowed by the courts of 
said nations and the courts of Oklahoma Territory. Costs, including 
compensation of the referees, shall be made a part of the award, and 
be paid by such railway company. In case the referees can not agree, 
then any two of them are authorized to make the award. Either party 
being dissatisfied with the finding of the referees shall have the right, 
within ninety days after making the award and notice of the same, to 
appeal by original petition to any distinct court in the Indian Territory, 
or Oklahoma Territory, which court shall have jurisdiction to hear and 
determine the subject-matter of said petition. If, upon the hearing of 
said appeal, the judgment of the court shall be for a larger sum than 
the award of the referees, the cost of said appeal shall be adjudged 
against the railway company. If the judgment of the court shall 
be for the same sum as the award of the referees, then the cost shall be 
adjudged against the appellant. If the judgment of the court shall be 
for a smaller sum than the award of the referees, then the costs shall 
be adjudged against the party claiming damages. When proceedings 
have been commenced in court, the railway company shall pay double 
the amount of the award into court to abide the judgment thereof, and 
then have the right to enter upon the property sought to be condemned 
and proceed with the construction of the railway. 

Sec. 4. That said railway company shall not charge the inhabitants 
of said Territories a greater rate of freight than the rate authorized by 
the laws of the State of Kansas for services or transportation of the 
same kind : Provided^ That passenger rates on said railway shall not 
exceed three cents per mile. Congress hereby reserves the right to 
regulate the charges for freight and passengers on said railway and 
messages on said telegraph and telephone lines, until a State govern- 
ment or governments shall exist in said Territories within the limits of 
which said railway, or a part thereof, shall be located; and then such 
State government or governments shall be authorized to fix and regu- 
late the cost of transportation of persons and freights within their 
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respective limits by said railway ; but Congress expressly reserves th.e 
right to fix and regulate, at all times, tiie cost of such transportation 
by said railway or said company whenever such transportation shall 
extend from one State into another, or shall extend into more than one 
State: Provided ^ hoicever^ That the rate of such transportation of pas- 
sengers, local or interstate, shall not exceed the rate above expressed: 
And provided further^ That said railway company shf^ll carry the mail 
at such prices as Congress may by law provide; and until such rate is 
fixed by law the Postmaster-General may fix the rate of compensation. 

Sec, 5. That said railway company shall pay to the Secretary of the 
Interior, for the benefit of the particular nations or tribes or individ- 
uals through whose lands said line may be located, the sum of fifty 
dollars, in addition to compensatfon provided for in this Act, for prop- 
erty taken and damages done to individual occupants by the construc- 
tion of the railway for each mile of railway that it may construct in 
said Territories, said payments to be made in installments of five hun- 
dred dollars as each ten miles of road is graded: Provided^ That if the 
general council of either of the nations or tribes through whose land 
said railway may be located shall, within four months after the filing 
of maps of definite location as set forth in section six of this Act, dis- 
sent from the allowance provided for in this section, and shall certif^ 
the same to the Secretary of the Interior, then all compensation to be 
paid to such dissenting nation or tribe under the provisions of this Act 
shall be determined as provided in set^tion three for the determination 
of the compensation to be paid to the individual occupant of lauds, with 
the right of appeal to the courts upon the same terms, conditions, and 
requirements as therein i>rovided; Provided further^ That the amount 
awarded or adjudged to be paid by the said railway company for 
dissenting nation or tribe shall be in lieu of the compensation that said 
nation or tribe would be entitled to receive under the foregoing pro- 
vision. Said company shall also pay, so long as said Territories are 
owned and occupied by the Indians, to the Secretary of the Interior, 
the sum of fifteen dollars per annum for each mile of railway it shall 
construct in the said Territories. The money paid to the Secretary of 
the Interior under the provisions of this Act shall be apportioned by 
him in accordance with the laws and treaties now in force among the 
different nations and tribes according to the number of miles of rail- 
way that may be constructed by said railway company through their 
lands: Promf/e(7, That Congress shall have the right, so long as said 
lands are occupied and possessed by said nations and tribes, to impose 
such additional taxes upon said railway as it may deto just and 
proper for their benefit; and any Territory or State hereafter formed 
through which said railway sliall have been established may exercise 
the like power as to such part of said railway as may lie within its 
limits. Said railway company shall have the right to survey and locate 
its railway immediately after the passage of this Act. 

Sec. 0. That said company shall cause maps, showing the route of 
its located lines through said Territories, to be filed in the office of the 
Secretary of the Interior, and also to be filed in the ofiSce of the prin- 
cipal chiefs of each of the nations or tribes through whose lands said 
railway may be located; and after the filing of said niaps no claim for 
a subsequent settlement and improvement upon the right of way shown 
by said maps shall be valid as against said company: Provided^ That a 
map showing the entire line of the road in the Indian Territory shall be 
filed and approved before the work of construction shall commence.

That the county of Aitkiu, in 
the State of Minnesota, is hereby authorized and empowered to erect, 
establish, and maintain , or authorize the erection, establishment^ and 
maintenance of a wagon bridge across the Mississippi Eiver at a point 
suitable to the interests of navigation from a i>oint on the northerly 
bank of said river on or near the boundary line between sections twenty- 
three and twenty- four, township forty-seven north, of range twenty- 
seven west of the fourth principal meridian, in said county, so as to 
connect with the opposite shore of said river; that said bridge shall 
not interfere with the free navigation of said river beyond what is 
necessary in order to carry into effect the rights and privileges hereby 
granted.

That any bridge constructed under this Act and according 
to its provisions and conditions shall be a lawful structure, over which 
may be transmitted the mails, troops, and munitions of war of the 
United States free of charge; and the United States shall have the 
right of way for postal- telegraph purposes across said bridge. 

Sec. 4. Tib at the structure herein authorized shall be built and located 
under and subject to such regulations for the security of the navigation 
of said river as the Secretary of War shall prescribe", and to secure that 
oljijeet the corporation named shall submit to the Secretary of War, for 
bis examination and approval, a design and drawing of the bridge and 
a map of the location giving, for the space of one mile above and one 
mile below the proposed location, the topography of the banks of the 
river, the shore lines at high and low water, the direction and strength 
of the current, and the soundings, accurately showing the bed of the 
stream, and shall furnish such other information as shall be required for 
a full and satisfactory uuderstanding of the subject; and said bridge 
may be commenced and built as soon as the said plans and location of 
the bridge are decided by the Secretary of War to be such as will not 
materially affect the interest of navigation; and should any change be 
made in the plan of said bridge during the progress of construction, 
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such change shall be subject to the approval of the Secretary of War; 
and the said structure shall at all times be so kept and managed as to 
offer reasonable and proper means for the passage of vessels through 
or under said structure; and for the safety of vessels passing at night 
there shall be displayed on said bridge, from the hours of sunset to 
sunrise, such lights as may be prescribed by the Light-House Board ; 
and the said structure shall be changed or removed, at the cost and 
expense of the owners thereof, from time to time^ as the Secretary of 
War may direct, so as to preserve the free and convenient navigation 
of said river; and the authority to erect and continue said bridge shall 
be subject to revocation and modification by law when the public good 
shall, in the judgment of Congress, so require, without any expense or 
charge to the United States. 

Sec. 5. That the right to alter, amend, or repeal this Act is hereby 
expressly reserved. 

Sec. 6. That this Act shall be null and void if actual construction of compteSr*^^''* 
the bridge herein authorized be not commenced within six months and 
completed within two years from the date thereof.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives oftJie United 
States of America in Congress assembled^ That section nine of tiie Act 
approved March second, eighteen hundred and ninety-five, entitled "An 
Act for the appointment of a sealer and assistant sealer of weights and 
measures in the District of Columbia, and for other purposes," be, and 
the same is hereby, amended, so as to read as follows: 

"Sec. 9. That no person shall use for buying oz selling, or for weigh- 
ing freight or express matter, any weights, measures, scales, or other 
instruments, unless the same shall have been examined and approved 
by tiie sealer or assistant sealer of weights and measures. The fact 
and the date of such examination and approval and the period for which 
such examination and approval shall hold good shall be certified to with 
the seal of the sealer of weights and measures. Such certificates shall 
be attached in a conspicuous place to the weights, measures, scales, or 
other instruments so examined and approved; and such certificate shall 
be valid only for such time as the Commissioners of the District of 
Columbia shall provide in the schedule of fees hereinafter provided for: 
Provided, That nothing herein contained shall prevent at any time che 
examination apd condemnation of any weights, measures, scales, or 
other instruments that may be found defective. The Commissioners of 
the District of Columbia shall prescribe the amount of tolerance to be 
allowed by the sealer of weights and measures, and all weights, meas- 
ures, and balances that do not conform to the standards for weights 
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and measures in this Act provided for within the limit of tolerance so 
allowed may be seized by the aealer of weights and measures, and when 
so seized shall be destroyed by him, and a record of the same shall be 
Penalty, ^j^jy entered on the books of his office. Failure to comply with the pro- 

visions of this section, or the use of any weights, measures, scales, or 
other instruments described in this section, before the payment of the 
fees fixed by the said Commissioners for examinations, shall render the 
person so failing or using liable to a fine of not more thau twenty dol- 
lars and costs of prosecution for each offense, to be recovered in the 
police court of the District of Columbia; and the said court may make 
a further sentence that the offender be imprisoned in the District jail 
for any period not exceeding six months until the paynient of such fiue 
and costs."

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Be it enacted by the Senate and Mouse of Bej^resentatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled^ That it shall be lawful for the 
fiamraond and Blue Island Railroad Company, a corporation organized 
and existing* under and by virtue of the laws of the State of Illinois, 
or its successors and assigns, to construct and luaintaiu a bridge and 
approaches thereto across the Calumet Eiver, in Cook County, in the 
State of Illinois, at a point on and opposite lot six in Snydacker and 
Anibs's Illinois addition to Hammond, in section eight, township thirty- 
six north, range fifteen east of the third principal meridian; that said 
bridge may be constructed for railway and postal service, with single 
and double track for railway trafttc, and which shall be under the con- 
ditions and limitations 'hereinafter specified. 

Sec. 2. That said bridge shall not interfere with the free navigation 
of said river beyond what may be necessary to carry into effect the 
rights and privileges herein granted, and in case of any litigation aris- 
ing under tlte provisions of this Act such litigation may be tried and 
determined by, the circuit court of the United States within whose 
jurisdiction said bridge is located. 

Sec, 3. That any bridge built under the provisions of this Act and 
subject to its limitations shall be a lawful structure, and shall be recog- 
nized and known as a post route, upon which also no higher charge 
shall be made for the transmission over the same of the mails, the 
troops, and the munitions of war of the United States, or passengers 
or freight passing over the said bridge, than the rate per mile paid for 
the transportation over the railroad or public highways leading to the 
said bridge; and it shall enjoy the rights and privileges of other post 
roads in the United States ; and the United States shall have the right 
of way across said bridge and its approaches for postal-telegraph pur- 
1)0 ses, and all telegraph and telephone companies shall have equal 
rights and privileges in constructing and maintaining their lines across 
said bridge. 

Sec. 4. That said bridge shall be constructed as a drawbridge of 
such character of construction and having such width of draw open- 
ings and such elevation above high water as the Secretary of War may 
prescribe; and the draw openings of said bridge shall be so protected 
and arranged that water craft can be worked through them at any and 
all times; and the piers of said bridge shall be parallel with, and the 
bridgeitself at fight angles to, the current of the river: Provided, That 
said draw shall be opened promptly upon reasonable signals for the 
passage of boats, and said company or corporation shall maintain, at its 
own expense, from sunset until sunrise, such lights or other signals on 
said bridge as the Light-House Board shall prescribe. If any bridge 
erected under such authority shall, in the opinion of the Secretary of 
War, obstruct such navigation, he is hereby authorized to cause such 
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change or alteration of said bridge to be made as will effectually obvi- 
ate sucb obstruction. And all such alterations shall be made and all 
such obstructions be removed at the expense of the owner or owners of 
said bridge, and in case of any litigation arising from any obstruc- 
tion or alleged obstruction to the free navigation of said river, caused 
or alleged to be caused by said bridge, the cause may be brought in 
the circuit court of the United States for the State of Illinois in whose 
jurisdiction any portion of said obstruction or bridge may be located: 
Provided further^ That nothing in this Act shall be so construed as to 
repeal or modify any of the provisions of law now existing in reference 
to the protection of the navigation of rivers, or exempt this bridge 
from the operation of the same. 

Sec. 5. That all railroad companies desiring the use of said bridge 
shall have and be entitled to equal rights and privileges relative to the 
passage of railway trains over the same, and over approaches thereto, 
upon payment of a reasonable compensation for such use; and in case 
the owner or owners of said bridge and the several railroad companies, 
or any of them, desiring such use, shall fail to agree upon the sum or 
sums to be paid, and upon the rules and conditions to which each shall 
conform in using said bridge, all matters at issue between them shall be 
decided by the Secretary of War, upon a hearing of the allegations and 
proofs of the parties. 

Sec. 6, That any bridge authorized to be constructed under this Act 
shall be built and located under and subject to such regulations for 
the security of navigation of said river as the Secretary of War shall 
prescribe; and to secure that obje{;t the said company shall submit to 
the Secretary of War for his examination and approval a design and 
drawing of the bridge, and a map of location, giving for the space of 
one-half mile above and one-half mile below the proposed location the 
topography of the banks of the river, the shore lines at high and low 
water, the directions and strength of currents at all stages, and sound- 
ings, accurately showing the bed of the stream, and the location of any 
other bridge or bridges, and shall furnish such other information as may 
be required for a full and satisfactory understanding of the subject; and 
until said plan and location of the bridge are approved by the Secretary 
of War the bridge shall not be built, and when said plan is approved 
said company may proceed to the erection of said bridge. The Secre- 
tary of War may make such alterations in such plans as he may deem 
necessary to the better protection of navigation, and such alterations 
shall be adopted by the said railroad company. The said railroad com- 
pany may at any time make any alterations deemed advisable to be 
made in said bridge, but must first submit such proposed alterations to 
the Secretary of War, and his approval shall be first had before they 
shall be authorized or made; the cost of such change shall be paid by 
the company owning or controlling said bridge.

road and telegraph line from a point on the south line of the State of Location. 
Kansas near the city of Baxter Springs to the town of Miami, in the 
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Indian Territory: Provided, That such right of way shall be fifty feet 
in width on each side of the central line of the road. Said company 
shall also have the right to take and use for station purposes a strip of 
land oi;te hundred feet in width by a length of two thousand feet in 
addition to right of way to an extent not to exceed one station for each 
ten miles of road constructed within the limits of said reservations: 
Provided further, That work shall be commenced on such construction 
within a reasonable time from the approval of this Act, and completed 
so as to have trains running to the town of Miami within twelve 
months from said date. 

Sec. 2, That before said company shall enter the territory of any 
nation or tribe of Indians for the purpose of constructing its line of 
railroad and telegraph it shall have the written consent of the general 
council of such tribe thereto, which shall be filed with the Secretary of 
the Interior. 

Sec. 3. That said company shall have authority to acquire a right of 
way for its line of railroad and telegraph from individual allottees 
upon such terms and conditions as may be agreed upon between the 
parties, and in cases where the line of said railroad runs through the 
lands of minor allottees the judge of the United States court for the 
district wherein said lauds are situated shall have power to regulate 
the manner, terms, and conditions whereby such right of way shall be 
acquired. 

Sec. 4. That in cases where a right of way can not be acquired from 
adult allottees by agreement between the parties, the same may be 
acquired by proceedings in condemnation in the United States court 
for the proper district, or before the judge thereof in vacation, accord- 
ing to the provisions of chapter fifty-eight of Sanders and Hill's Digest 
of the Laws of Arkansas, eighteen hundred and ninety -four, respecting 
eminent domain," so far as the same can be made applicable : Provided, 
That in addition to the compensation herein provided for, said railroad 
company shall pay to the Secretary of the Interior, for the benefit of 
the tribes through whose lands the said railroad may be constructed, 
the sum of fifty dollars per mile for each mile of road constructed 
through tribal lands which have not been allotted to individual Indians. 
Said company shall also pay, so long as said lands are owned and 
occupied as tribal property, to the Secretary of the Interior the sum of 
fifteen dollars per annum for each mile of railway it shall construct 
through the said Territory, And the money paid the Secretary of the 
Interior under the provisions of this Act shall be apportioned by him 
among the several tribes in accordance with the number of miles of i;oad 
that may be constructed through each reservation: Provided further, 
That Congress shall have the right, so long as said lands remain as 
tribal property, to impose such additional taxes upon said railroads as 
may be deemed just and proper for their benefit, and the like power 
may be exercised by any State or Territory which may hereafter be 
formed.

Location. scctions numbered nine or ten, township seventeen, range two, west 

of the fourth principal meridian, situate in the county of Rock Island 
and State of Illinois, and about two thousand two hundred feet in an 
easterly direction from lock numbered thirty-seven. Said bridge to be 
Provisos. built according to the requirements of the War Department: Provided, 
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That the said drawbridge shall span the entire canal, or at least span 
with one draw span the sixty-foot bottom width of the canal, and shall 
be built with suitable girders and retaining walls, similar to what have 
been built by the United States at the bridges at Milan, Illinois, and 
with the axis of the bridge perpendicular to the axis of the canal: Pro- 
vided also^ That the lowest member of the bridge shall be above the 
grade of the north embankment, and suitable provision be made for 
the towpath, and highway crossings along the crossing of the south 
embankment of the canal aud the railroad tracks and embankment: 
And provided further^ That the draw shall be opened promptly upon 
reasonable signal for the passing of boats ; and the owners of the bridge 
shall maintain, at their own expense, from sunset till sunrise, such lights 
or other signals on said bridge as the Light-House Board may prescribe. 

Sec. 2, That no bridge shall be erected or maintained under the 
authority of this Act which shall at any time substantially or materially 
obstruct the navigation of said canal ; andn.o bridge shall be commenced 
or built under this Act until the location thereof and the plans and speci- 
fications for its construction shall have been submitted to and approved 
by the Secretary of War; and any change in the plan of such construc- 
tion or any alteration in the bridge after its construction shall be subject 
to the like approval; and whenever said bridge shall, in the opinion of 
the Secretary of War, substantially obstruct the free navigation of said 
canal, he is hereby authorized to cause such change or alteration of 
said bridge to be made as will effectually obviate such obstruction ; and 
all such alterations shall be made and all such obstructions be removed 
at the expense of the owner or owners of said bridge, or the persons 
operating or controlling the same.

^va.y Company granttvi hoiua and Southcru Railway Company, a corporation created under and 
?mi okLSk ^T^rS t>y virtue of the laws of the Territory of Oklahoma, be, and the same 

is hereby, authorized and invested and empowered with the right of 
locating, constructing, owning, equipping and operating, using and main- 
taining a railway and telegraph and telephone line through the Indian 
and Oklahoma Territories, beginning at a point to be selected by said 
railway company at and between Claremore and Sapulpa, on the Saint 
Louis and San Francisco Railroad, in the Cherokee and Creek ligations, 
Indian Territory, and running thence in a westerly and southerly direc- 
tion, over the most practicable and feasible route, through or near the 
Cherokee, Creek, Seminole, and Chickasaw !N"ations, Indian Territory, 
to a point at or near Stonewall, to a point on the Ked Eiver at or near 
Willis, Indian Territory, and from thence through the State of GDexas 
to a point at or near Aransas Pass, State of Texas, with the right to 
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construct, use, and maintain such tracks, tixrn-onts, sidings, aud exten- 
sions as said company may deem to its interests to construct and main- 
tain along aud upon the right of way aud depot grounds lierein provided 
for, Avith the right also of locating, constructing, owning, equipping and 
operating, using and niaiDtaining a branch line of railway from a point 
on the main line to be selected by said company over the most practi^ 
cable and feasible route between Okmulkee and Sasakwa and running 
southwesterly through the Indian Territory and Oklahoma Territory j 
to a point at or near Purcell, Chickasaw Nation, Indian Territory, or to 
intersect the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad at some point 
between Norman and Ardmore; thence southwesterly to the northerly 
side of Wilbarger County, State of Texas, and from thence to the east 
line of the Territory of New Mexico, and thence through New Mexico 
to a point at or near El Paso, State of Texas, with the- right to con- 
struct, use, and maintain such tracks, turn-outs, sidings, and extensions 
as said company may deem to its interests to construct and maintain 
along and upon the right of way and depot grounds herein provided for. 

Sec. 2. That said corporation is authorized to take and use for all 
purposes of a railway, for its main line and branch line, and for no 
other purpose, a right of way one hundred feet in width through said 
Indian territories and Territory of Oklahoma, and to take and use a 
strip of land one hundred feet in width, with a length of two thousand 
feet, in addition to right of way, for stations, for every ten miles of road, 
with the right to nse such additional ground where there are heavy 
cuts or tills as may be necessary for the construction and maintenance 
of the roadbed, not exceeding fifty feet in width on each side of said 
right of way, or as much thereof as may be included in said cut or fill: 
Provided^ That no more than said addition of land shall be taken for 
any one station : Provided further^ That no part of the lands herein 
authorized to be taken shall be sold by the company, and they shall not 
be used except in such manner and for such purposes only as shall be 
necessary for the construction and convenient operation of said railway, 
telegraph, and telephone lines; and Avhen any portion thereof shall 
cease to be used, such j^ortion shall revert to the nation or tribe of 
Indians from which the same shall have been taken. 

Sec. 3. That before said railway shall be constructed through any 
lands held by individual occupants according to the laws, customs, and 
usages of any of the Indian nations or tribes through which it may be 
constructed, or by allotments under any law of the United States or 
agreement with the Indians, full compensation shall be made to such 
occupants for all property to be taken or damage done by reason of the 
construction of such railway. In case of failure to make amicable 
settlement with any occupant, such compensation shall be determined 
by the ap])raiseinent of three disirtterested referees, to be appointed one 
(who shall act as chairman) by the President, one by the chief of the 
nation to which said occupant belongs, or, in case of au allottee, by 
said allottee or by his duly authorized guardian or representative, 
and one by said railway company, who, before entering upon the duties 
of their appointment, shall take and subscribe, before a district judge, 
clerk of a district court, or United States commissioner, an oath that 
tliey will faithfully and impartially discharge the duties of their 
ap\)ointment, which oath, duly certified, shall be returned with rheir 
award to and filed with the Secretary of the Interior within sixty days 
from the completion thereof; and a majority of said referees shall be 
competent to act in case of the absence of a member, after due notice. 
And upon the failure of either party to make such appointment within 
thirty days after 'the aj^pointnient made by the President, the vacancy 
shall be filled by the district judge of any Uiiited States court in the 
Indian Territory, or tlie Territory of Oklahoma, upon the application 
of the other party. The chairman of said board vShall appoint the time 
and ])lace for all hearings within the nation to which such occupant 
belongs.

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case submitted to them under this act, with mileage at five cents per 
mile. Witnesses shall recei /e the usual Tees allowed by the courts of 
said nations and the courts of Oklahoma Territory. CostSj including 
compensation of the referees, shall be made a part of the award, and 
be paid by such railway company. In case the referees can not agree, 
then any two of them are authorized to make the award. Either party 
being dissatisfied with the finding of the referees shall have the right, 
within ninety days after making the award and notice of the same, to 
appeal by original petition to any district court in the Indian Territory^ 
or Oklahoma Territory, which court shall have jurisdiction to hear and 
determine the subject-matter of said petitiou. If, upon the hearing 
of said appeal, the judgment of the court shall be for a larger sum than 
the award of the referees, the cost of said appeal shall be adjudged 
against the railway company. If the judgment of the court sJiall be 
for the same sum as the award of the referees, then the cost shall be 
adjudged against the appellant. If the judgment of the court shall 
be for a smaller sum than the award of the referees, then the costs shall 
be adjudged against the party claiming damages. When proceedings 
have been commenced in court, the railway company shall pay double 
the amount of the award into court to abide the judgment thereof, and 
then have the right to enter upon the property sought to be condemned 
and proceed with the construction of the railway. 

Sec. 4. That said railway company shall not charge the inhabitants 
of said Territories a greater rate of freight thau the rate authorized by 
the laws of the State of Kansas for services or transportation of the 
same kind: Provided^ That passenger rates on said railway shall not 
exceed three cents per mile. Congress hereby reserves the right to 
regulate the charges for freight and passengers on said railway, and 
of messages on said telegraph and telephone lines, until a State govern- 
ment or governments shall exist in said Territories within the limits 
of which said railway, or a part thereof,- shall be Ioc9<ted ; and then such 
State government or governments shall be authorized to fix and regulate 
the cost of transportation of persons and freights within their respective 
limits by said railway; but Congress expressly reserves the right to fix 
and regulate, at all times, the cost of such transportation by said rail- 
way or said company whenever such transportation shall extend from 
one State into another, or shall extend into more than one State: Fro-

as each ten miles of road is graded: Frovidedj That if the general 
council of either of the nations or tribes through whose land said rail- 
way may be located shall, within four months after the filing of maps 
of definite location as set forth in section six of this Act, dissent from 
the allowance provided for in this section, and shall certify the same to 
the Secretary? of the Interior, then all compensation to be paid to such 
dissenting nation or tribe under the proArisious of this Act shall be 
determined as provided in section three for the determination of the 
compensation to be paid to the individual occupant of lands, with the 
right of appeal to the courts upon the same terms, conditions, and 
requirements as therein provided: Provided further^ That the amount 
awarded or adjudged to be paid by the said railway company for dissent- 
ing nation or tribe shall be in lieu of the compensation that said nation 
or tribe would be entitled to receive under the foregoing provisions. 
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Said company shall also pay, so long as said Territories are owned and 
occupied by the Indians, to the Secretary of the Interior the sum of 
fifteen dollars per annum tor each mile of railway it shall construct in 
the said Territories. The money paid to the Secretary of the Interior

hereafter cross said railway's right of way, or may be by the proper 
authorities laid out across the same.

CHAP. 93. — An Act Anthorizing the Arkansas Northwestern Railway Company to 
construct and operate a railway through the Indian Territorjr, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assemhled^ That the Arkansas Northwest- 
ern Kailway Oompauy, a corporation created under and by virtue of 
the laws of the State of Arkansas, be, and the same is hereby, author- 
ized and invested and empowered with the right of locating, construct- 
ing, owning, equipping, and operating, using, and maintaining a railway 
and telegraph and telephone lines through the Indian Territory upon 
a line beginning at a point to be selected by said railway company at 
or near the town of Southwest City, in the county of McDonald, State 
of Missouri, and running thence in a northwest direction over the most 
practicable route through the Indian Territory, to a point between Che- 
topa and Baxter Springs, in the State of Kansas, with the right to con- 
struct, use, and maintain such tracks, turn-outs, sidings, and extensions 
through such Territory as said company may deem to their interests to 
construct along and upon the right of way and depot grounds herein 
provided for. 

Sec, 2. That the said corporation is authorized to take and use, for 
all purposes of a railway and for no other purpose, a right of way one 
hundred feet in width through said Territory, and to take and use a 
strip of land one hundred feet in width, with a length of two thousand 
feet, in addition to right of way, for stations for every ten miles of road, 
with right to use such additional grounds where there are heavy cuts 
or fills, not exceeding fifty feet in width, as may be necessary for the 
construction and maintenance of said right of way, or as much thereof 
as may be included in said cuts or fills: Provided^ That no more than 
said addition of land shall be taken for any one station: Provided fur- 
ther^ Tha,t no part of said lands herein authorized to be taken shall be 
leased or sold by the company; and they shall not be used except in 
such manner and for such purposes only as shall be necessary for the 
construction and convenient operation of said road and telegraph and 
telephone lines; and when any portion thereof shall cease to be so used 
such portion shall revert to the nation or tribe of Indians or individual 
Indians from which the same shall have been taken. 

Sec. 3. That before said railway shall be constructed through any 
lands held by individual occupants, according to the 1 ws, customs, and 
usages of any of the Indian nations or tribes through which it may be 
constructed, or by allotment under any laws of the United States or 
agreement with the Indians, full rompensation shall be made to such 
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occupants for all property to be taken or damages done by reason of tbe 
construction of such railway. In case of failure to make amicable set- 
tlement ^vitb any occupant sucb compensation sliall be determined by 
the appraisement of three disinterested persons or referees, to be ap- 
pointed, one, who shall act as chairman, by the President, one by the 
chief of the nation to which said occupant belongs, or in case of an 
allottee, by said allottee or by his duly authorized guardian or legal 
representative, and one by said railway company, who, before entering 
upon theduties of their appointment, shall take and subscribe, before a 
district Judge, clerk of the district court, or United States commissioner, 
an oath that they will faithfully and impartially discharge the duties of 
their appointment, which oath, duly certified, shall be returned with 
their award to and filed with the Secretary of the Interior within sixty 
days from the completion thereof; and a majority of said referees shall 
be competent to act in case of the absence of a member after due notice ; 
and u})on the failure of either party to make such appointment within 
thirty days after the appointment made by the President, the vacancy 
shall be filled by the district judge of the court held at Fort Smith, 
Arkansas, upon the api)lication of the other party. The chairman of 
said board shall appoint the time and place for all hearings within the 
nation to which the occupaiit belongs. Each of said referees shall 
receive for his services the sum of four dollars per day for each and 
every day they are engaged in the trial of any case submitted to them 
under this Act, with mileage of five cents per mile. Witnesses shall be 
allowed the usual fees allowed by the courts of said nation. The costs, 
including the compensation of the referees, shall be made a part of the 
award, and to be paid by said railway company. In case the referees 
can not agree, then two of them are authorized to make the award. 
Either party being dissatisfied with the findings of the referees shall 
have the right, within ninety days after the making of the award and 
notice of the same, to appeal by original petition to the district court 
for the northern division of the Indian Territory exercising jurisdiction 
over the territory in which the lands sought to be condemned are situate, 
which court shall have jurisdiction to hear and determine the subject- 
matter of said petition according to the laws of the State of Arkansas 
providing for the determining of damages when property is taken for 
railway x)urposes. If, upon the hearing of said appeal, the judgment of 
the court shall be for a larger sum than the awards of the referees, the 
costs of said appeal shall be adjudged against the railway company. If 
the judgment of the court shall be for the same sum as the award of the 
referees, then the costs shall be adjudged against the appellant. If 
the judgment of the court shall be for a smaller sum than the award of 
the referees, then the cost shall be adjudged against the party claiming 
damages. When proceedings have been commenced in court the rail- 
way coinx)any shall pay double the amount of the award into court to 
abide the judgment thereof, and then have the right to enter upon the 
property sought to be condemned and proceed with the construction of 
the railway. 

Sec. 4. That the said company shall not charge tlie inhabitants of 
said Territory a greater rate of freight than the rate authorized by the 
laws of the State of Arkansas for services or transportation of the 
same kind: Provkled, That the passenger rate shall not exceed three 
cents per mile. Congress hereby reserves the right to regulate the 
charges for freight and passengers on said railway and of messages on 
said telegraph and telephone lines until State governments are formed 
and shall exist in said Territory within the limits of which said railway, 
or a part thereof, shall be located, and then such State government 
shall be authorized to fix and regulate the cost of transportation of 
persons and freight within their resj>ective limits by said railway; but 
Congress expressly reserves the right to fix and regulate at all times 
the cost of such transportation by said railway company whenever such 
transportation shall extend from one State into another, or shall extend 
into more than one State : Fromded^ That the rate of such transportation 
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of passengers, local or interstate, shall not exceed the rate expressed:. 
Provided further, That said railway company shall carry the mail at 
such prices as Congress may by law provide, and until such rate is fixed 
by law the Postniaster-General may fix the rate of compensatiou. 

Sec. 5. That said railway company shall pay to the Secretary of the tribL"'^^"^''*^'*'' 
Interior, for the benefit of the particular nations or tribes through whose 
lands said line may be located, the sum of fifty dollars, in addition to 
the compensation provided for in this Act, for' property taken and 
damage done to individual occupants by the construction of the railway 
for each mile of railway constructed in said Territory, said payments 
to be made in installments of five hundred dollars as each ten miles of 
road is located and graded: Provided^ That if the general council of ^'y^^°i\ general 
either of the nations or tribes through whose lands said railway may councils, 
be located shall, within four months after the filing of maps of definite

Be it enacted hy the Senate and Home of E&presentatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the city of Columbia, a 
municipal corporation under the laws of Alabama, be, and is hereby, 
authorized to construct, maintain, and operate a bridge for the passage 
of vehicles of all kinds, animals, and foot passengers across the Chat- 
tahoochee Kiver at or near the city of Columbia, so as to connect with 
Georgia on the opposite shore: Provided, That any bridge built under 
the provisions of this Act may be built as a drawbridge, or with 
unbroken and continuous spans : Provided also, That if said bridge shall 
be built with unbroken and continuous spans it shall give a clear head- 
ro^om of not less than fifty-five feet above high-water mark, as the same 
shall be fixed and determined by the Secretary of War: And provided, 
also^ That if said bridge shall be constructed as a drawbridge the same 
shall be constructed as a pivot drawbridge, with a draw over the main 
channel of the river at an accessible and the best navigable point, and 
with drawspans giving a clear width of waterway of not less than one 
hundred feet on each side of the pivot pier: Provided further^ That if 
the Secretary of War shall decide that navigation will not be injured 
thereby the draw may be built with one span of one hundred feet clear 
width of opening over the main navigable channel; and said draw shall 
be opened promptly, upon reasonable signal, for the passage of boats: 
Provided further, That whatever kind of bridge is constructed the 
owners thereof shall maintain thereon, at their own expense, from sun- 
set to sunrise, such lights or other signals as may be prescribed by the 
Light-House Board. 

Seo. 2. That any bridge built under the provisions of this Act shall 
be a lawful structure, and shall be recognized and known as a post 
route, upon which no higher charge shall be made for the transmission 
over the same of the mails, troops, and munitions of war of the United 
States passing over said bridge than the rate per mile paid for the 
transportation over the public highways leading to said bridge; and 
equal privileges in the use of said bridge shall be granted to all tele- 
graph and telephone companies; and the United States shall have the 
right of way across said bridge and approaches for postal telegraph 
purposes; and said bi^idge shall be so constructed and operated as not 
to interfere with the navigation of said river. 

Sec. 3. That said municipal corporation shall have the right to charge 
and collect a reasonable rate of toll, to be approved by the Secretary 
of War, not exceeding the rate limited by the law of j^abama. 

Seg. 4. That the bridge autlu>rized to be constructed under this Act 
shall be located and built under and subject to such regulations for the 
security of the navigation of said river as the Secretary of War shall 
prescribe; and to secure that object the said corporation shall submit 
to the Secretary of War, for his examination and approval, a design 
and drawings of the proposed bridge, and a map of the location, giving 
for the space of one-half mile above and one-half mile below the proposed 
location the topography of the banks of tha river, the shore lines at 
high, and low water, the direction and strength of the currents, and the 
soundings, accurately showing the bed of the stream, and shall furnish 
such other information as may be required for a full and satisfactory

and to be distributed in localities adapted to their cu3tui*e, one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars. And the Secretary of Agriculture is hereby 
autliorized, empowered, directed and required to expend the said sum 
in the purchase, propagation and distribution of such valuable seeds, 
bulbs, trees, shrubs, vines, cuttings and plants, and is authorized, 
empowered, directed and required to expend not less than, the sum of 
one hundred and thirty thousand dollars in the purchase at public or 
privale sale of valuable seeds the best he can obtain and such as shall 
be suitable for the respective localities to which the same are to be 
apportioned and in which same are to be distributed as hereinafter 
stated, and such seeds so pui^ehased shall include a variety of vegetable 
and flower seeds suitable for planting and culture in the various sections 
of the United States.- . ' 

That section five hundred and twenty -seven of the Kevised Statutes 
be amended so thai it will read as fallows: ■ . 

''Sec. 527. That purchase and distribution of vegetable, field, and 
flower seeds, plants, shru bs, vines, bulbs and cuttings shall be of the fresh- 
est and best obtainable varieties and adapted to general cultivation/' 

An equal proportion of two-thirds of all seeds, bulbs, trees, shrubs, 
vines, cuttings, and plants shall, upon their request, after due notifica- 
tion by the Secretary of Agriculture that the allotment to their respec- 
tive districts is ready for distributiou, be supplied to Senators, Eepre- 
sentatives, and Delegates in Congress for distribution among their 
constituents or be directed and mailed by tlie Department upon their 
request; and the person receiving such seeds shall be requested to 
inform the Department of results of the experiments therewith: Fro- 
i^ided^ That all seeds, bulbs, plants, and cuttings herein allotted to 
Senators, Representatives, and Delegates in Congress for distribution 
remaining uncalled for on the first of May shall be distributed by the 
Secretary of Agriculture, giving preference to those persons whose 
names and addresses have been furnished by Senators and Kepresenta- 
tives iu Congress, and who have not before during' the same season been 
supplied by the Department; .J.n^Z provided^ also.

Provided^ That the lands so acquired sliall be subject to all the condi- 
tions and limitations as to use as are the lands lor right of way and 
station purposes, as contained in the original Acts, respectively, grant- 
ing the companies rights of way through the Indian Territory.

ness in the District of Columbia, unless such college shall be registered 
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by the Gonamissioners of the District of Columbia and granted by them 
a written permit to commence or continue business in said District in 
compliance with the requirements of this Act. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be the duty of the proper officers of any such ^Application for per- 
college, before commencing or continuing business, to apply to the said 
Commissioners for registration and a permit to commence or continue 
business; and said Commissioners are hereby authorized and required 
to make such regulations concerning the form of such application, the ReguiationB. 
evidence to be adduced in support thereof^ and the method of taking 
such evidence as they may deem best, and shall have power, and it 
shall be their duty, to give public notice of all hearings upon such 
applications; and no registration and permit shall be granted until after

Board shall prescribe. 

Sec. 2. That said bridge shall not be built or commenced until the 
location and plans have been approved by the Secretary of War as 
hereinafter provided for; and any change in the construction or any 
alteration of said bridge and accessory works, that may be directed at 
any time by Congress or the Secretary of War, shall be made at the 
cost and expense of the said corporation, its successors and assigns; 
that the said bridge shall be constructed without interference with the 
security and convenience of navigation of said river, and in order to 
secure that object the said corporation, its successors and assigns, shall 
submit to the Secretary of War, for his examination and approval, a 
design and drawings of said bridge and accessory works and a map of 
the proposed location, giving for the space of one mile above and one 
mile below such proposed location the topography of the banks of the 
river, with shore lines and soundings, and direction of current at medium 
high water, and such other information as may be required for a full 
understanding of the subject; said map and drawings shall be referred 
to a board of officers of the Corps of Engineers, United States Army, 
for examination and report, which board shall personally examine the 
site of the proposed bridge, and shall hold a public session at some

four years prior to the issue of said diploma. All examinations shall 
be both theoretical and practical and of sufficient severity to test a 
candidate's fitness to practice medicine and surgery,* 

Sec. 4. That said applicafcion for a license to practice medicine and 
surgery in the District of Columbia shall be made to the secretary of 
said bo'^rdof medical supervisors upon a form prescribed by said board, 
and shall be accompanied by a fee of ten dollars. Each application 
shall be in the hands of said ^secretary not less than two weeks before 
the day set for examination, and any application may be rejected for 
refusal to furnish any of the information called for, or for other irregu- 
larity. All applications shall be kept on file by said secretary. 

Sec. 5. That immediately after the passage of this Act theCommission- 
ers of the District of Columbia shall appoint three boards of medical 
examiners, one to be known as the board of medical examiners of the 
District of Columbia, and to be composed of five physicians in good 
standing, adherents to the regular system of medical i^ractice; one to 
be known as the board of homeopathic medical examiners of the Dis- 
trict of Oolumbin, and to be composed of five physicians in good stand- 
ing, adherents to the homeopathic system of medical practice, to be 
selected from a list of not less than ten names, submitted by a majority 
vote at some regular meeting of the Washington Homeopathic Medical 
Society, and one to be known as the board of eclectic medical examiners 
of the District of Columbia, to be composed of five x>hysicians in good 
standing, adherents to the eclectic system of medical practice, to be 
selected from a list of not less than ten names, submitted by a majority 
vote at some regular meeting of the Eclectic Medical Society of the 
District of Columbia. Of the members of each board first appointed, 
one sliall be appointed to serve one year, two to serve two years, and 
two to serve three years, and thereafter each member of each board 
shall be appointed to serve three years, or until his successor is 
appointed : Provided, 'That no member of either of said boards shall 
have been engaged in the practice of medicine and surgery in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia for less than five years at the time of his appointment: 
And provided further^ That in event of the failure of the Washington 
Homeopathic Medical Society or of the Eclectic Medical Society of the 
District of Columbia, after fifteen days' notice by the Commissioners of 
the District of Columbia, to submit the list of names aforesaid, said 
Commissioners may appoint the members of the board of homeopathic 
medical examiners or of the board of eclectic medical examiners with- 
out restriction as to nomination by the society in default: And provided 
fnriher, That said Commissioner^ may at any time remove any member 
of either of the boards named in this Act for neglect of duty or other 
just cause, and that in case of the death, resignation, or removal of any 
member the vacancy for the unexpired term of said member shall be 
filled in the same manner as other appointments are made. 

Sec. 6. That each member of said boards of medical examiners of the 
District of Columbia shall, before entering upon the discharge of his 
duties, take an oath to administer fairly and impartially the i)rovisions 
of this Act. Each board shall elect from its own members a president 
and a secretary. Each board shall hold a meeting for examination in 
the city of Washington on the second Thursday in January, April, 
July, and October of each year, and continuing so long as may be 
necessary to examine all applicants, and other meetings shall be held 
at such times as the board of medical supervisors shall direct. Each 
of said boards shall examine, at the meeting immediately following the 
receipt of the proper certificates from the board of medical supervisors, 
all applicants for licenses to practice medicine and surgery in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia so certified.

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CHAP. 314. — An Act Making appropriations for the construction, repair, and pres- 
ervation of certain public works on rivers and harbors, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled^ That the following sums of 
money be, and are hereby, appropriated, to be paid out of any money 
in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to be immediately availa- 
ble, and to be expended under the direction of the Secretary of War 
and the supervision of the Chief of Engineers, for the construction, 
completion, repair, and preservation of the public works hereinafter 
n9;med : 

Improving harbor at Camden, Maine: Continuing improvement, ten 
thousand dollars. 

Improving harbor at Bockland, Maine: Continuing improvement, 
including project recommended by Chief of Engineers under date of 
December fourteenth, eighteen hundred and ninety-five, t^yenty■^ive 
thousand live hundred dollars, of which one thousand five hundred 
dollars may be expended for the removal of an old hulk sunk in the 
harbor: .Provided. That contracts maybe entered into by the Secretary 
of War for such materials and work as may be necessary for the com- 
pletion of said projects for. the improvement of said harbor, to be paid 
for as appropriations may from time to time be made by law, not to 
exceed in the aggregate seven hundred and sixty thousand five hundred 
dollars, exclusive of the amount herein and heretofore appropriated. 

Improving Mooseabec Bar, jMaine: Continuing improvement, twelve 
thousand dollars. 

Improving Portland Harbor, Maine, according to the report of the 
Chief of Engineers dated April seventeenth, eighteen hundred and 
ninety- six, and continuing improvement of Back Cove, according to 
existuig project, twenty thousand dollars: Provided^ That contracts 
may be entered into by the Seen tary of W^ar for such materials and 
work as maybe necessary for the completion of such projects, to be 
paid for as appropriations may from time to time be made by law, not 
to exceed in the aggregate eight hundred and ten thousand dollars, 
exclusive of the amount herein appropriated. 

Improving harbor at Belfast, Maine: Continuing improvement, eight 
thousand dollars. 

For construction of breakwater from Mount Desert to Porcupine 
Island, Maine: Continuing improvement, ten thousand dollars. 

Improving harbor at Sullivan Falls, Maine, in accordance with ap- 
proved project,, five thousand dollars. 

Improving Carvers Harbor, at Yinal Haven, Maine, in accordance 
with plans submitted February sixth, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
five, ten thousand dollars. 

.Improving harbor of refuge at Little Harbor, ]S"ew Hampshire: Con- 
tinuing improvement, ten thousand dollars. 

Improving harbor at Burlington, Vermont : Continuing improvement, 
ten thousand dollars. 
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Improving harbor at Boston, Massachusetts; Continuing improve- 
ment, seventy thousand dollars : Provided, That this sum may, in the 
discretion of the Secretary of War, be used iu the preservation and 
improvement of said harbor, including the project for improving the 
main ship channel, and that seven thousand dollars of this sum may, 
in the discretion of the Secretary of War, be used in improving Chel- 
sea Creek, and so much thereof as the Secretary of War iu his discre- 
tion shall direct to be expended for the protection of Great Head, 
Winthrop, to prevent the further washing away by the action of the 
sea: Provided^ That contracts may be entered into by the Secretary of 
War for such materials autl work as may be necessary to carry out the 
revised project of August eleventh, eighteen hundred and ninety- two, 
such contracts to provide that said ship channel shall be widened to a 
minimum width of one thousand feet and a minimum depth of twenty- 
seven feet, to be paid for as appropriations may from time to time be 
made by law, iu the aggregate not to exceed one million one hundred 
and forty-five thousand dollars, exclusive of amount herein and hereto- 
fore appropriated. 

Improving harbor at Lynn, Massachusetts : Continuing improvement, 
twenty thousand dollars. 

Improving harbor of refuge at Nantucket, Massachusetts: Continu- 
ing improvement, twenty thousand dollars. 

Improving harbor at Plymouth, Massachusetts : Completing improve- 
ment, one thousand five hundred dollars. 

Improving harbor at Provincetown, Massachusetts: Completing im- 
provement, one thousand five hundred dollars. 

Improving harbor at Xewburyport, Massachusetts: Continuing im- 
provement, sixteen thousand dollars. 

Improving harbor at Scituate, Massachusetts: Continuing improve- 
ment, six thousand dollars. 

Improving Stage Harbor at Chatham, Massachusetts: Completing 
improvement, five thousand dollars. 

Improving harbor at Hyannis, Massachusetts: Continuing improve- 
ment, six thousand dollars, of which sum two thousand five hundred 
dollars shall be expended for dredging. 

Improving harbor a't Vineyard Haven, Massachusetts: Continuing 
improvement, seven thousand dollars. 

Improving harbor of refuge at Sandy Bay, Cape Ann, Massachusetts : 
Continuing improvement, one hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 

Improving harbor at Gloucester, Massachusetts: Continuing improve- 
ment, thirty-four thousand dollars: Provided, That of this appropria- 
tion a sum not exceeding two thousand dollars may, in the discretion 
of the Secretary of War, be expended in removing from Gloucester 
Harbor a pinnacle rock in the outer harbor, a rock called "Elisha's 
Eock" in tlie inner harbor, and a rock near the ferry landing at Eocks 
Keck iu the inner harbor. 

Improving Woods Hole Channel, Massachusetts, in accordance with 
project submitted in the Annual Report of the Chief of Engineers for 
eighteen hundred and ninety five, twenty thousand. dollars. 

Manchester Harbor, Massachusetts: The Secretary of War is di- 
rected, out of the appropriation on hand, to cause a survey and esti- 
mate of cost of imi)rovenien"t to be made with a view of straightening 
the channel between the mouth of Manchester Harbor and Proctors 
Point, removing obstructions at the mouth of the channel and at the 
point of rocks, dredging the channel for its entire length between its 
mouth and the town wharf to a width of from two hundred feet nar- 
rowing to one hundred and fifty feet and a depth of eight feet, and 
providing turning basins and anchorage for boats by the dredging of 
the flats for that purpose. 

Improving New Bedford Harbor, Massachusetts: Continuing im- 
provement, with a view of securing an increased area for anchorage 
in the upper harbor, in accordance with report submitted November 
twenty-ninth, eighteen hundred and ninety-five, ten thousand dollars. 
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Improving harbor, Great Salt Pond, Block Island, Rhode Island, in 
accordance with the report of Kovember twenty-ninth, eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety -five, forty thousand dollars. 

Improvhig harbor at Kewport, Rhode Island: Continuing improve- 
ment, fifteen thousand dollars. 

Improving harbor at Wickford, Rhode Island, in accordance with 
project submitted in the Annual Report of the Chief of Engineers for 
eighteen hundred and ninety-five, six thousand three hundred dollars. 

Improving harbor at Block Island, Rhode Island, five thousand dol- 
lars, in accordance with the approved modified project of December 
fourteenth, eighteen hundred and ninety -five. 

Improving harbor at Bridgeport, Connecticut: Continuing improve- 
ment, in.accordance with the modified project, twenty -eight thousand 
dollars, ten thousand dollars of which shall be expended upon Yellow 
Mill Pond for constructing a chancel twelve feet deep and two hun- 
dred feet wide from the mairt channel to the causeway, conditioned 
upon the construction by the city of Bridgeport of a drawbridge at the 
causeway upon plans approved by the Secretary of War. 

Constructing breakwaters at New Haven, Connecticut: Continuing 
construction, one hundred thousand dollars. 

Improving harbor at Few Haven, Connecticut: Continuing improve- 
ment, ten thousand dollars, and the Secretary of War is directed to 
make a resurvey and submit plans and estimates for the imjirovemeut 
thereof. 

For continuing improvements at Stonington Harbor, Connecticut, 
five thousand dollars, this sum to be applied for the completion of a 
dike or water break around Stonington Point 

Improving harbor at Five Mile Eiver, Connecticut: Continuing 
improvement, two thousand five hundred dollars. 

Improving harbor at Duck Island, on Long Island Sound, Connecti- 
cut; Continuing improvement, twenty-four thousand dollars. 

Improving harbor at Stamford, Connecticut: Continuing improve- 
ment, ten thousand dollars. 

Improving harbor at Coscob and Miamus River, Connecticut: Con- 
tinuing improvement, in accordance with the modified project, eight 
thousand dollars. 

Improving harbor at Norwalk, Connecticut, in accordance with the 
modified project, ten thousand dollars. 

Improving harbor at Westport, Connecticut, in accordance with proj- 
ect submitted November twenty -ninth, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
five, three thousand dollars. 

Improving Greenwich Harbor, Connecticut, according to the plan 
submitted by the Chief of Engineers in House Executive Document 
Numbered Twenty-five, Fifty-third Congress, third session, six thou- 
sand dollars. 

Improving harbor at Buffalo, New York : Improvement by extending 
the breakwater southerly to Stony Point: Provided^ That contracts 
may be entered into by the Secretary of War for such materials and 
work as may be necessary to carry out such extension and the plan of 
such improvement as modified in the report of the Chief of Engineers 
for the improvement of that harbor for eighteen hundred and ninety- 
five, such contracts to provide that the sand-catch pier be extended to 
the bulkhead line, at a cost not exceeding thirty-five thousand dollars, 
and that the northerly section of said extension to Stony Point and the 
sand-catch pier extension shall first be constructed, to be paid for as 
appropriations may from time to time be made by law, in the aggregate 
not to exceed two million two hundred thousand dollars: And -provided 
fnrther,. That in making such contracts the Secretary of War shall not 
obligate the Government to pay in any one fiscal year, beginning July 
first, eighteen hundred and ninety- seven, more than twenj:y-five per 
centum of tlie whole amount authorized to be expended. 

Improving harbor at Canarsie Bay, New York: Continuing improve- 
ment, ten thousand dollars. 
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Improving harbor at Charlotte, l^ew York: Contmuing improve- 
ment, twelve thousand dollars. 

Improving harbor at Wilson, New York: For dredging and main- 
tenance, ^ve thousand dollars, to be immediately available. 

Improving harbor at Dunkirk, New York: Continuing improvement, 
ten thousand dollars, in accordance with the modified project for its 
improvement: Provided^ That contracts maybe entered into by the 
Secretary of War for such materials and work as may be necessary to 
complete the modified project for its improvement, to be paid for as 
appropriations may fi^om time to time be made by law, not to exceed in 
the aggregate three hundred and ninety-eight thousand two hundred 
and fifty eight dollars, exclusive of amount herein and heretofore 
appropriated. 

Improving harbor at Flushing Bay, New York: Continuing improve- 
ment, four thousand dollars. 

Improving harbor at Glencove, New York : Continuing improvement, 
eight thousand dollars. 

Improving Bay Eidge Channel, the triangular area between Bay 
Eidge and Eed Hook channels, and Eed Hook and Buttermilk channels, 
in the harbor of New York, New York: Continuing improvement, two 
hundred thousand dollars: Provided^ Tbat the work shall be begun at 
the southerly end of Bay Eidge Channel and continue through it and 
the others in the order named, until each, as the work advances north- 
erly, is completed in turn, so that each shall have a uniform mean low- 
water depth of twenty-six feet and width as recommended for each: 
And provided further^ That out of said sum five thousand dollars shall 
be expended in dredging Gowanus Canal from Percival street to Ham- 
ilton Avenue Bridge: And provided further j That contracts may be 
entered into by the Secretary of War for the completion of the whole 
of said work, to be paia for as appropriations may be made from time 
to time by law, not exceeding in the aggregate six hundred and thirty- 
seven thousand three hundred dollars, exclusive of the amount herein 
and heretofore appropriated. 

And in order to meet the demands of the greatly enlarged size of 
vessels, and of increasing commerce, it is hereby farther provided that 
such piers as may be built between Seventeenth street, on the south 
shore of Gowanus Creek, and Fort Hamilton may be constructed so 
that so much thereof as shall be between the pier and bulkhead lines 
may be of a linear width not to exceed three hundred feet, and, whether 
of that width or of less width, may be filled with solid materials when 
an equal tidal prism or space to receive the inflow of the tides is pro- 
vided in compensation therefor, behind the authorized bulkhead line 
and adjacent to said piers. 

For the purpose of strengthening and improving the bulkheads and 
pier along the property belonging to the estate of J. P. Eobinson, which 
abuts on the channel known as Gowanus Creek channel, the said estate 
of J, P. Eobinson, its heirs, their successors or assigns, are hereby 
authorized to construct and maintain the bulkhead distant thirty feet 
southerly from the present bulkhead line, beginning four hundred sev- 
enty feet from the vsoutlierly side of Bryant street and the easterly side 
of Court street, and said bulkhead shall then continue westerly parallel 
with the present bulkhead to a point distant forty-five feet from the 
present easterly line of the pier at present owned by the estate of J. P. 
Eobinson, and extending thence southerly in a straight line distant 
fi>rty five feet from said pier line to the present bulkhead line continued, 
a distance of about three hundred and ninety-three feet. 

Improving Gowanus Creek channel, New York, by deepening the 
same to twenty-six feet at mean low water, from the foot of Percival 
street to its junction with the Eed Hook channel, twenty-five thousand 
dollars.

Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
i\b^?ar"^Sid ^^^^'^^^ A?)ierica in Congress assembled. That a free public libi-ary and 
rcadhis roJm'^LSb- reading room is hereby established and shall be maintained in the 

District of Columbia, which shall be the property of the said District 
and a supplement of the public educational system of said District, 

Actit>nH. All actions i^elating to such library, or for the recovery of any penalties 

lawfully established in relation thereto, shall be brought in the name 

Acceptance of gifts, of the District of Columbia, and the Commissioners of said District are 

authorized on behalf of said District to accept and take title to all 
gifts, bequests, and devises for the purpose of aiding in the maintenance 
or endowment of said library; and the Commissioners of said District 
are fartber authorized to receive as component parts of said library col- 
leciions of books and other publications that may be transferred to tbem. 

Privileges. Sec. 2, That all persons who are permanent or temporary residents 

of the District of Columbia shall be entitled to the privileges of said 
library, including the use of the books contained therein, as a lending 
or circulating library, subject to such rules and regulations as may be 
lawfully established in relation thereto. 

Trustees- Sec. 3. That tbc Said library shall be in charge of a board of library 

trustees, wlio shall purchase the books, magazines, and newspapers, and 

coujpositiou. procure the necessary appendages for such library. The said board of 

trustees shall be composed of nine members, each of whom shall be a 
taxpayer in the District of Columbia, and shall serve without cotnpeu- 

Aii]ioii)tnieiit. satiou. They shall be appointed by the Commissioners of the District 

i)i\Snforfirstser- <^f Columbia and shall hold office for six years: Frovided, That at the 
vice, first meeting of the said board the members shall be divided by lot into 

three classes. The first class, composed of three members, shall hold 
office for two years; the second class, composed of three members, sball 
hold office for four years; the third class, composed of three members, 
shall hold office for six years. Any vacancy occurring in said board 
shall be filled by the District Commissioners. Said board shall have 
power to provide such regulations for its own organization and govern- 
ment as it may deem necessary. 

Powers of trustees. Sbc. 4. That the Said board shall have power to provide for the proper 

care and preservation of said library, to prescribe rules for taking and 
returning books, to fix, assess, and collect fines and penalties for the 
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loss of or injury to books, and to establisli all other needful rules and 
regulations for the nianagement of the library as the t^aid board shall 
deem proper. The said board of trustees shall appoint a librarian to 
have the care and superintendence of said library, who shall be respon- 
sible to the board of trustees for the impartial enforcement of all rules 
and regulations lawfully established in relation to said library. The 
said librarian shall appoint such assistants as the board shall deem 
necessary to the proper conductof thelibrary. The said board of li brary 
trustees shall make an annual report to the Commissioners of the District 
of Columbia relative to the management of the said library. 

Sec. 5. That said library shall be located in some convenient place in 
the city of Washington to be designated by the Commissioners of the 
District of Columbia upon the recommendation of the trustees of said 
library : Frovided, That in any municipal building to be hereafter erected 
in said District suitable provision shall be made for said library and 
reading room suflQcient to accommodate not less than one hundred 
thousand volumes.

Be it enacted by the Senate and Souse of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled^ That the Act entitled **Au Act 
to incorporate the Washington and Great Falls Electric liailway Com- 
pany," approved July twenty-ninth, eighteen hundred and ninety- t^o, 
and the amendment thereto approved August twenty-third, eighteen 
hundred and ninety-four, be, and the same are hereby, amended as 
follows ;

which place the inner rail of the tracks shall be not less than sixty-five 
feet' from the middle of the paved portion of the Conduit road: Pro- 
vided^ hotcever, That said Washington and Great Falls Electric Rail pe^^ted"^ Purchase 
way Company, being authorized thereto by a vote of the majority of 
its stockholders of record, may contract with any street railway com- 
pany in the State of Maryland or the District of Columbia, owning or 
operating a connecting or intersecting line, for the joint management, 
lease, or purchase of such line or lines, and operate the same in con- 
nection and as an extension with its i>resent line, and in case of such 
contract may provide the means necessary by an increase of its capital 
stock not to exceed the actual consideration paid or the actual cost of 
the necessary construction, completion, equipment, and niaintenance 
thereof. And for the purpose aforesaid said company is hereby author- issueof boBda. 
ized and empowered to issue its bonds to aid in paying for such 
construction, completion, motive power, equipment, and m.aintenance 
aforesaid and to secure the said bonds by mortgage or deed of trust 
of its right of way and all its property and franchise of whatsoever 
kind, whether real, personal, or mixed, on the whole of said line, its 
extensions, and branches, and connections, the stock and bonds author- 
ized to be issued and negotiated by said company, to the amount of 
six hundred and fifty thousand dollars, under the decree of the supreme 
court of the District of Columbia being hereby confirmed. Wherever Secretary of war to 
the said railway shall run over or across any of the lands of the United pX^faLdf 
States or any of the accessory works of the Washington Aqueduct, as 
provided in this Act, it shall be done only on such lines, in such man- 
ner, and on such conditions as shall be approved by the Secretary of 
War and accepted by said company, arid no work shall be done on said 
railway on any of said lands until after such approval and accei>tance 
in writing. No steam cars, locomotives, or passenger or other ears for j^^^^ p*^^^ p^®- 
steam railways shall ever be run over the tracks of said railway within ^ 
the District of Columbia or on said lands. Said company shall, before Depoaitfor expenses 
commencing work on said railway, deposit with the Treasurer of the 
United States to the credit of the Washington Aqueduct the sum of 
five thousand dollars, or such other sum as the Secretary of War may 
deem proper, to defray all the expenses that may be incurred by the 
United States in connection with the inspection of the compaoy^s work 
on the lands of the United States and any of the company's work that 
may affect the interests of the United States, and in making good any 
damages done by said company or its works to any work or land or 
other property of the United States, and in completing, as the Secre- 
tary of War may deem necessary, any of the company's work that the 
said company may neglect or refuse to complete and that the Secretary 
of War may consider necessary for the safety of the Washington Aque- 
duct and the works pertaining thereto, including its telephone line, or 
for the proper drainage of the United States lands, its reservoirs, and 
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other works, or for the proper use and orderly appearance of the Con- 
duit road ; aud the said company and its successors shall also deposit 
as aforesaid such further sums for said purposes and at such times 
as the Secretary of War shall direct. The said moneys shall be dis- 
bursed like other moneys appropriated for the Washington Aque- 
duct, and whatever shall I'emain of said deposits after the completion 
of the work for which they may be obtained shall be returned to said 
company "with an account of their disbursement in detail. The dis- 
bursements of said deposits shall, except in case of emergency, be 
made only on the order of the Secretary of War. During the construc- 
tion and after the completion of said railway, its agents and servants, 
when on the public land of the United States, shall be subject to such 
regulations as the Secretary of War may prescribe. Tlie provisions of 
this Act, as far as applicable, shall apply to any extension of this rail- 
way in the State of Maryland that may be granted by said State; 
and the i^rovisions of section lifteen of the Act of Congress approved 
February twenty-eighth, eighteen hundred and ninety-one, entitled 
''An Act to incorporate the Washington and Ai^lington Railway Com- 
pany, of the District of Columbia," shall control aud govern all the 
privileges granted by this Act to the Washington and Great Falls 
Electric Railway Company, and said section shall be held to include the 
Washington Aqueduct and its tunnels and all other works connected 
therewith. Said Washington aud Great Falls Railway shall every- 
where be constructed in a neat and substantial manner, of good nmte- 
rial, subject, for such parts of the line as are within the jurisdiction of 
the Commissioners of the District of Columbia, to the supervision and 
approval of said Commissioners, and, for such parts of the line as are 
in any jurisdiction outside of the District of Columbia, to the supervi- 
sion and approval of the proper authorities of such jurisdiction; the 
gauge ot* the track to be the same as that of tlie Washington and George- 
town Railway; and the said Washington and Great Falls Railway 
Company shall, where its tracks run on or across any street or road 
which is under the jurisdiction of the Commissioners of the District of 
Columbia, or across the Conduit road or any road out.side of the District 
of Columbia, pave the same between the rails and sets of rails aud two 
feet outside thereof, with such material and in such manner as shall be 
approver] by such proper authorities, as tlie case may require, and shall 
keep the same in repair at its own exx)ense; and if the said corporation 
shall fail to make any necessary repairs within ten days after notice has 
been given by said authorities, the repairs shall be made by said author- 
ities and the cost thereof, except as hereinbefore provided, if not paid 
voluntarily, shall be recovered by them before any court of competent 
jurisdiction; and the amount of such repairs shall be a lien upon all 
property of said company from the time the same are made until paid 
by the company. That the said corporation shall operate its said road 
by electric power, and for this purpose it is hereby authorized to erect 
and maintain such poles and aerial lines as may be necessary for the 
proper conduct of said power 5 such lines to be built in the most perfect 
and substantial manner: Provided, That in order to prevent any dan- 
ger or damage to the United States telephone line between the Great 
Falls of the Potomac and Washington, belonging to the Washington 
Aqueduct, or to its instruments, from the electric wires of said railway 
company, the said company shall, at all times and at its own expense 
remove, change, and protect said telephone line in such manner as may 
be directed by the Secretary of War. The said corporation shall erect 
and maintain, subject to the approval of the Secretary of W^ar, at its 
own expense, a neat, well-painted, and substantial fence, four feet in 
height, on each side of its tracks, through the lands of the United 
States, and also at such places along the Conduit road as the Secretary 
of War may deem necessary, with suitable cattle guards, openings, and 
crossings for roadways, and at such places 'as the Secretary of War 
shall consider to be required for the safety of the use of said roadways. 
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**That the said corporation shall, at its own expense, maintain elec- 
tric lights during the hours after nightfall that its cars shall run, and 
at least until twelve o'clock antemeridian, which lights shall be located 
so as to light all roads on and across whicli the railway shall pass and 
such other points along the proposed route as the Secretary of War 
shall direct, ^o claim for damages shall ever be made by said com- 
pauy or its successors in consequence of the exercise of any of the 
rights of the United States under this Act. The crossings over the 
Conduit road shall be made to conform to all changes of grade of this 
road. The construction of said railway on any street where there are 
or may be any mains, fixtures, or apparatus pertaining to the Washiug- 
ton Aqueduct shall be subject to such conditions as may be apj^roved 
by the Secretary of War, which conditions must be obtained and be 
accepted in writing by said company before commencing any work on 
such street; and the operations of said company iu respect of the safety 
of such mains, fixtures, or apparatus shall always be subject to the 
control and direction of the Secretary of War, and subject to the right 
of the Secretary of War or other lawful public authority to interrupt 
the construction or use of said railway, whenever necessary for the 
protection or repair of such mains, fixtures, or apparatus. Efficient 
signals, by gong or bell, shall be made by every car before and during 
the crossing of the Conduit road, and, if the Secretary of War shall 
deem necessary and shall so direct, every car shall, before crossing this 
road, be brought to a full stop. The rate of speed at which the cars 
may run on said road shall not exceed five iniles per hour on or across 
any street or road, and the fare for riding over the said road shall not 
exceed ten cents each way per passenger, and this amount may be 
divided into divisions of five cents each. The work of construction 
and the operating of said railway by said company on the lands of the 
Uuiied States shall be subject to such regulations as the Secretary of 
War may j^rescribe, and the exercise of the rights by this Act granted 
are to terminate at the pleasure of the Secretary of War in case of 
persistejit neglect by said company or by its successors to make deposits 
or to comply with any of the conditions, requirements, and regulations 
aforesaid. 

" Every car shall be brought to a full stop before crossing the Foxhail 
road. It shall be the duty of the Commissioners of the District of 
Columbia to inspect, or to cause to be inspected, from time to time, the 
cars operated on said i^oad, and to require of said company that all cars 
and stations shall be of the first class, and shall be maintained iu good 
condition, and that cars shall be run according to schedules which shall 
accommodate the public; the said Commissioners shall also have the 
power to make such regulations as to the rate of speed, the use of tracks, 
the removal of ice and snow from off the tracks, as the public interests 
may require ; failure to comply with any such requirement or regulation, 
or failure to stop cars before crossing the Foxhail and Conduit roads, 
shall subject the company to a fine of fifty dollars for each such failure, 
which fine may be recovered in any court of competent jurisdiction," 

Section two shall be amended to read as follows : 

"Sec. 2. That the capital stock of said company shall be six hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars, divided into shares of one hundred dollars 
each, which capital stock may be increased from time to time upon a 
majority vote of the stockholders, but not to exceed the actual cost of 
right of way, construction, equipment, station houses, and other build- 
ings necessary to the operation of said road. The said company shall 
require the subscribers to the capital stock to pay in cash, to the treas- 
urer appointed by the incorporators, the amounts severally subscribed 
by them, as follows, to wit : Fifty per centum at the time of subscribing 
and the remainder at such times and in such amounts as the board of 
directors shall require, and no subscription shall be deemed valid unless 
the fifty per centum thereof shall be paid at the time of subscribing; 
the remainder of said subsciption to be paid at such times and in such 
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amounts the board of directors may require, as hereinbefore lyro- 
vided ; and if any stockholder shall refuse or neglect to pay any install- 
ments as aforesaid, as required by the board of directors, after thirty 
(lays' notice ir» writing, the said board oi' directors may s(^ll at })nblic 
auction, to the highest bidder, so many shares of his stock as will ]>ay 
the installments; and the person who shall offer to take the least num- 
ber of shares for the assessments due shall be taken as tlie hi^^hest bid- 
der, under such general regulations as may be provided in the by laws 
of the comx>any, but no stock shall be sold for less than the total assess- 
ments due and pnyable; or the cortipany mny sue and collect the same 
from a delinquent subscriber in any court of competent jurisdiction. 
No certiiicate of stock shall be issued until the par value thereof has 
been fully paid up. The company may buy, lease, or construct such 
passenger rooms, ticket offices, depots, workshops, and buildings 
as may be necessary, at such points, not on the land of the United 
States, along the lines as the business of the railway and the conven- 
ience of the public may require, and contiect its tracks therewith; all 
of the above subject to the approval of the proper authorities. Wlaen- 
ever one-fourth of the capital stock of the company so subscribed shall 
have been paid in, bonds may be issued, in the discretion of the board 
of directors, to an amount not exceeding the balance of the stock 
unpaid, which bonds may be secured by mortgage of its franchise and 
property, real and personal: Providedj That thef moneys raised on said 
bonds shnll be used and expended only for the comi)letioM and improve- 
ment of said road and the equipment thereof. But this section is sub- 
ject to the provision that said corporation shall not have or issue any 
greater number of shares of stock than the nominal value of such 
shares shall equal the actual and necessary cost of the construction 
and equi])menfc of such railroad : Prorifledy hoireveVj Tlint an amount of 
stoc^k e<iual to the bonds so issued shall be first canceled and adjudged 
annulled: And provided furiher^ That such stock and bonds maybe 
issued as the work ])rogresses." 

vSection three shall be amended to read as follows: 

*'Sec. 3. That within thirty days after the passage of this Act the 
corporators named in tlie lirst section, or a majjority of tbem, or if any 
of them refuse or neglect to act, tlien the majority of the remainder, 
shall cause books of subscription to the capital sto(jk of said company 
to be opened and kept open in some convenient place in the District of 
Columbia, from teii o'clock in the forenoon until four o'clock in the after- 
noon, for a period to be tixed by the corporators, not less than two days, 
unless tlie whole stock shall be sooner subscribed; and the said corpo- 
rators shall give public notice, by advertisement in one or more of the 
daily |>apers published in th^e city of Washington, of the time wiien and 
place where the said books shall be oi^ened; and the subscribers upon 
said boolts to the capital stock of the said company si i all be held to be 
RtockhoUlers: FroTided^ That every subscriber shall pay, at the time 
of subscribing, fifty i>er centum of the amount by him subscribed to the 
trcasnrer appointed by the corporators, or bis subscrix^tion shall be void ; 
and M hen tlie books of subscription to the capital stock of said company 
shall be closed, the corporators, and, in case any of them refuse or neg- 
lect to act, then a majority of the remainder, shall, within twenty days 
thereafter, call the first meeting of the stockholders of said company to 
meet within ten days thereafter, for the choice of directors, of which 
said meeting notice shall be given in a daily newspaper published in 
the city of Washington and by written notice mailed to each stock- 
holder, and each stockholder shall be entitled to one A^otefor each share 
of stock standing in Ids name on the books of the company, which vote 
may be cast in person or by proxy." 

8eo. 2. That all acts or parts of acts inconsrstent with the provisions 
of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Seo. 3, Congress reserves the right to alter, amend, or repeal this 
Act.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the Act "to authorize the ^I'^y^^ ind^e-ad\'o- 
Presideut to appoint an officer of the Navy or the Marine Corps to per- cate^Lneraiinlreased! 
form the duties of solicitor and judge-advocate general, and so forth, voL2i,i» i64. 
and to fix the rank and pay of such officer," approved June eiglith, 
eighteen hundred and eighty, is hereby amended by inserting in said 
Act in lieu of the words "with the rank, pay, and allowances of a 
captain in the Navy, or a colonel in the Marine Corps, as the case may 
be," the words "with the rank and highest pay of a captain the 
Navy, or the rank, pay, and allowances of a colonel in the Marine 
Corps, as the case may be:" Provided, That this amendment shall take To'date back 
effect from July nineteenth, eighteen hundred and ninety-two, the date ^ ^ 
on which the present incumbent entered on duty, and that the amount 
herein appropriated shall be payable from the appropriation "Pay of 
the Navy."

CHAP. 335, — An Act Relating to the sale of gas in the District of Columbia, 

Be it enacted by the Senate and' Souse of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled^ That the Washington Gaslight 
Company of the District of Columbia is authorised to charge and col- 
lect, after the tirst day of July, eighteen hundred and ninety-six, for 
illuminating gas furnished to and paid for by private consumers in the 
District of Columbia, at the mte of not exceeding one dollar and ten 
cents per thousand cubic feet, until the first day of July, nineteen hun- 
dred and one, after which last-named date the rate shall not exceed one 
dollar j^erthousand cubic feet; and thatafterthefirstday of July, eighteen 
hundred and ninety-six, the Washington Gaslight Company ot* the Dis- 
trict of Columbia shall furnish to the United States Government and 
the District of Columbia gas at the rate of one dollar per thousand cubic 
feet: Provided, That if consumers other than the Government shall 
not pay monthly any gas bill within ten days after the same shall have 
been presented, said company may charge and collect from said con- 
sumer so failing to pay said bill as aforesaid one dollar and twenty-five 
cents per thousand cubic feet for the gas furnished to said consumer 
during said month. 

Sec. 2. That the Georgetown Gaslight Company, doing business in 
that part of the District of Columbia formerly known as Georgetown, 
is authorized to charge and collect, after the first day of July, eighteen 
hundred and ninety-six, for illuminating gas furnished to, and paid for, 
by private consumers in that part of the District of Columbia, at the 
rate of not exceeding one dollar and thirty-five cents per thousand cubic 
feet, until the first day of July, nineteen hundred and one, after which 
last-named date the rate shall not exceed one dollar and twenty-five 
cents per thousand cubic feetj and that after the first day of July, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-six, the said Georgetown Gaslight Com- 
pany shall furnish to the United States Government and the District 
of Columbia gas at the rate of one dollar and twenty-five cents per 
thousand cubic feet: Provided^ That if consumers, other than theGov- 
ernmentj shall not pay monthly any gas bill within ten days after the 
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same shall have been presented, said company may charge and collect 
from said consumer so failing to pay said bill as aforesaid one dollar 
and fifty cents per thousand cubic feet for the gas furnished said con- 
sumer during said month. 

Sec. 3, That section one of an Act entitled *'An Act regulating gas 
works," approved June twenty third, eighteen huudred and seventy- 
four, is amended so as to read as follows: *'That from and after the 
thirtieth day of June, eighteen huudred and ninety-six, the illirminat 
ing power of the gas furnished by any gaslight company, person, ov 
persons in the District of Columbia shall be equal to twenty-five candies 
by the Bunsen photometer, using the Bray slit union burner numbered 
seven, consuming five cubic feeto^" gas per hour; and such gas shall 
not contain more than twenty grains of sulphur in any form in one 
hundred cubic feet, nor more than five grains of ammonia in any form 
in one hundred cubic feet, and sliall be free of the impurity known as 
^sulphureted hydrogen,' said impurity to be determined by passing the 
gas through a glass vessel containiug strips of bibulous paper moistened 
with a solution of the acetate of lead, and if any discoloration of the 
test paper is found to have taken place this is to be held conclusive as 
to the presence of sulphureted hydrogen in the gas. When the illumi- 
nating gas supplied by any company, person, or persons in the District 
of Columbia shall at any one time be of less illuminating power or of 
less purity than according to the standard just heretofore given, it shall 
be so reported by the inspector of gas and meters to the company, per- 
son, or persons supplying the same, who shall be subject to a penalty 
of one hundred dollars, to be recovered before the proper tribunal and 
paid into the treasury of the District of Columbia aforesaid for each 
and every day during which sut'h violation shall continue: Provided^ 
hoicever, That if it shall appear that sucit deviation from the above- 
named standards could not have been prevented by ordinary care and 
prudence, but was occasioned by some unavoidable causes, then the 
said penalty shall not be enforced." 

Seo. 4. That any gas company or person i)laci]ig a gas meter in serv- 
ice iu the District of Columbia that has not been inspected, proved, and 
sealed, as provided for by the Act of March third, eighteen hundred 
and seventy-three, entitled '^An Act making appropriations for the 
expenses of the government of the District of Columbia for the fiscal 
year ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and ninety-four, and for 
other purposes," for each and every such violation of said Act shall be 
subject to a penalty of one hundred dollars, to be recovered before the 
proper tribunal of the District of Columbia: Frovlded^ That if the 
United States Inspector of Gas and Meters is unable througli press of 
business, or any accidental cause, to test and inspect and seal meters, 
proposed to be set, then the company shall be at liberty to place an 
unsealed gas meter on any premises, the same to be replaced by a sealed 
meter as soon as sealed meters can be procured from the iTispector, not 
later than forty-eight hours. 

Sec. 5. That neither the Washington Gaslight Company nor the 
Georgetown Gaslight Company shall hereafter issue any greater num- 
ber of shares of stock than shall be equal to the actual cash value of 
said plants and ne(;essary cost of the construction of future extensions 
or future enlargement of plants, which casti value and cost of exten- 
sions shall first he ascertained and authorized upon petition therefor to 
the supreme court of the District of Columbia, under such regulations 
as the chief justice and the justices thereof shall prescribe j also if either 
of the said corporations shall desire hereafter to issue bonds upon their 
property, secured by mortgage or otherwise, upon petition therefor to 
said court, setting forth the necessity thereof and the amount of stock 
issued and outstanding, it may and shall be lawful for said court, or the 
chief justice and justices thereof, as the case may be, or one of them, 
upon public notice, to be prescribed by the rules of said court, to permit 
the issuance of such bonds and mortgage as desired: Provided^ That 
the amount of stock and bonds issued shall not exceed the actual cash 
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value of said plants and the cost of such extensions or enlargement of 

plants: And provided further^ That the Washington Gaslight Company ^.t^onversion of cer- 

is hereby authorized to issue such additional amount of capital stock 
as will })rovide for the conversion into such stock of its outstanding 
certificates of iudebtednesSj which conversion of said certificates is 
hereby authorized to au amount not exceeding six hundred thousand 
dollars, 

Seo. 6. That Congress reserves the right to alter, amend, or repeal Amendment, etc. 
this Act.

CHAF. 336. — An Act Granting the Flagstaff antl Canyon Railroad Company right 
of way for railroad purposes through the Grand Canyon Forest Reserve in northern 
Arizona. 

Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Representatires of the United 
States of Avierica^ in Congress assembled^ That the Flagstaff and Can- 
yon Railroad Company, a corporation created and existing under the 
laws of Arizona Territory, is authorized to construct and maintain a 
railroad over and through the Grand Canjon Forest Eeserve (hereto- 
fore reserved from entry or settlement and set apart as a public reser- 
vation by Benjaniin Harrison, President of the United States, by 
proclamation of date the twentieth day of February, eighteen lumdred 
and ninety-three), said railroad to enter the said Grand Canyon Forest 
lieserve at or near Moqui Station, Coconino County, Arizona, and to 
run thence by the most practicable route to a i>oint at or [jear Cameron 
Ranch, near the Grand Canyon of the Colorado; said right of way to 
be granted subject to the rights, privileges, rules, and restrictions of an 
Act entitled "An Act granting to railroads the right of way through 
the public lands of the United States/' ap]>roved March third, eighteen 
hundred and seventy -five, said x\ct being hereby made applicable to 
the right of way hereby granted: Provided, That no timber shall be 
cut by said railway company for any purpose outside of the rights of 
way herein granted. 

Approved, June 6, 1890. 
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CHAP. 337. — An Act Belining cheese, antl also imposing a tax upon and regu- 
lating the manufacture, sale, importation, aud exportation of "filled cheese." 

Be it enacted bif the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That for the purposes of this 
Actj the word "cheese" shall be understood to mean the food product 
known as cheese, and which is made from milk or cream and without 
the addition of batter, or any auinial, vegetable, or other oils or fats 
foreign to su.di milk or cream, with or without additional coloring 
matter. 

Sec. 2. That for the purposes of this Act certain substances and com- 
pounds shall be known and designated as ''tilled cheese," namely: All 
substances made of milk or skimmed milk, with the admixture of but- 
ter, animal oils or fats, vegetable or any other oils, or compounds for- 
eign to such milk, and made in imitation or semblance of cheese. 

!Sec. 3. That special taxes are imposed as follows: 

Manufacturers of lilled cheese shall pay four hundred dollars fo*r each 
and every factory per annum. Every person, firm, or corporation who 
manufactures filled cheese for sale shall be deemed a manufacturer of 
filled cheese. Wholesale dealers in filled cheese shall pay two hundred 
and fifty dollars per annum. Every person, firm, or corporation who 
sells or oflers for sale filled cheese in the original manufactnrer's pack- 
ages for resale, or to retail dealers as hereinafter defined, shall be 
deemed a wholesale dealer in filled cheese. But any manufacturer of 
filled cheese who has given the required bond and paid the required 
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special tax, and who sells only ^Ued «?heese of his owu production, at 
the place of manafactnre, in the orip^inal packages, to which the tax- 
paid stamps are afSxed, shall not be required to pay the special tax of 
a wholesale dealer in filled cheese on account of such sales. 

Eetail dealers in filled cheese shall pay twelve dollars per annum. 
Every person who sells filled cheese at retail, not for resale, and for 
actual consumption, shall be regarded as a retail dealer in filled cheese, 
and sections thirty-two hundred and thirty-two, thirty-two hundred 
and thirty-thcee, thirty-two hundred and thirty-four, thirty-two hun- 
dred and thiiTy-five, thirty-two hundred and thirty-six, thirty-two hun- 
dred and thirty-seven, thirty-two hundred and thirty-eight, thirty-two 
hundred and thirty -nine, thirty-two hundred and forty, thirty-two hun- 
dred and forty-one, thirty-two hundred and forty-three of the Eevised 
Statutes of the United States are, so far as applicable, made to extend 
to and include and apply to the special taxes imposed by this section 
and to the persons, firm's, or corporations upon whom they are imposed : 
Provided, That all special taxes under this Act shall become due on 
the first day of July in every year, or on commencing any manufacture, 
tfade, or business on which said tax is imposed. In the latter case the 
tax shall be reckoned proportionately from the first day of tho month 
in which the liability to the special tax commences to the first day of 
July following. 

Sec. 4. That every person, firm, or corporation who carries on the 
business of a manufacturer of filled cheese without having paid the 
special tax therefor, as required by law, shall, besides being liable to 
the payment of the tax, be fined not less than four hundred dollars 
and not more than three thousand dollars; and every person, firm, or 
corporation who carries on the business of a wholesale dealer in filled 
cheese without having paid the special tax therefor, as required by law, 
shall, besides being liable to the payment of the tax, be fined not less 
than two hundred and fifty dollars nor more than one thousand dollars ; 
and every person, firm, or corporation who carries on the business of a 
retail dealer in filled cheese without having paid the special tax there- 
for, as required by law, shall, besides being: liable for the payment of 
the tax, be fined not less than forty nor more than five hundred dollars 
for each and every offense. 

Sec. 5. That every manufacturer of filled cheese shall file with the 
collector of internal revenue of the district in which his manufactory is 
located such notices, inventories, and bonds, shall keep such books and 
render such returns of materials and products, shall put up such signs 
and affix such number to his factory, and conduct his business under 
such surveillance of officers and agents as the Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Be venue, with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, may 
by regulation require. But the bond required of such manufacturer 
shall be with sureties satisfactory to the collector of internal revenue, 
and in a penal sum of not less than five thousand dollars; and the 
amount of said bond may be increased from time to time, and additional 
sureties required, at the discretion of the collector or under instructions 
of the Commissioner of Internal Ee venue. Any manufacturer of fiUed 
cheese who fails to comply with the provisions of -this section or with 
the regulations herein authorized, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not less than five 
hundred nor more than one thousand dollars. 

Sec. 6. That filled cheese shall be packed by the manufiacturers in 
wooden packages only, not before used for that purpose, and marked, 
stamped, and branded with the words "filled cheese" in black-faced 
letters not less than two Inches in length, in a circle in the center of 
the top and bottom of the cheese; and in black-faced letters of not less 
than two inches in length in line from the top to the bottom of the 
cheese, on the side in four places equidistant from each other; and the 
package containing such cheese shall be marked in the same manner, 
and in the same number of places, and in the same description of let- 
ters as above provided for the marking of the cheese; and all sales or 
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consignmeEts made by manufacturers of filled cheese to wholesale 
dealers in filled cheese or to exporters of filled cheese shall be in origi- 
nal stamped packages. Retail dealers in filled cheese shall sell only To be retaued from 
from original stamped packages, and shall pack the filled cheese when 
sold in suitable wooden or paper packages, which shall be marked and 
branded in accordance with rules and regulations to be prescribed by 
the (jlominissiouer of Internal Revenue with the approval of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, Every person who knowingly sells or offers to ti^^^ viola- 
sell, or delivers or offers to deliver, filled cheese in any other form than 
in new wooden or paper packages, marked and branded as hereinbefore 
provided and as above described, or who packs iu anypackage or pack- 
ages filled cheese in any manner contrary to law, or who falsely brands 
any package or affixes a stamp on any package denoting a less amount 
of tax than that required bylaw, shall upon conviction thereof be fined 
for each and every offense not less than fifty dollars and not more than 
five liuudred. dollars or be imprisoned not less than thirty days nor 
more than one year. 

Sec. 7. That all retail and wholesale dealers in filled cheese shall Dealers' signs, 
display in a conspicuous place in his or their sales room a sign bearing 
the words Filled cheese sold here" iu black-faced letters not less than 
six inches in length, upon a white ground, with the name and number 
of the revenue district in which his or their business is conducted ; and Penalty for faUure. 
any wholesale or retail dealer in filled cheese who fails or neglects to 
comply with the provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall ou conviction thereof be fined for each and 
every offense not less than fifty dollars and not more than two hundred 
dollars. 

Sec. 8, That every manufacturer of filled cheese shall securely affix, ^^^^^^ manufac- 
by pasting on each package containing filled cheese manufactured by 
him, a label on which shall be printed, besides the number of the manu- 
factory and the district and State in which it is situated, these words: 

Notice. — The manufacturer of the filled cheese herein contained has Form, 
complied with all the requirements of the law. Every person is cau- 
tioned not to use either this package again or the stamp thereon again, 
nor to remove the contents of this package without destroying said 
stamp, under the penalty provided by law in such cases." Every manu- Penalty for failure 
facturer of filled cheese who neglects to affix such label to any pack- *<> affix labei. 
age containing filled cheese made by him or sold or offered for sale by 
or for him, and every person who removes any such label so affixed from 
any such package, shall be fined fifty dollars for each package in respect 
to which such offense is committed. 

Sec. 9. That upon all filled cheese which shall be manufactured there onm^anufacture^'*^°'^ 
shall be assessed and collected a tax of one cent per pound, to be paid 
by the manufacturer thereof; and any fractional part of a pound in a 
package shall be taxed as a pound. The tax levied by this section shall stamps, 
be represented by coupon stamps; and the provisions of existing laws pp^ef^ei.^ ' ^^^^"^^^^^ 
governing the engraving, issue, sale, accountability, effacement, and 
destruction of stamps relating to tobacco and snuff', as far as applica- 
ble, are hereby made to apply to stamps provided for by this section. 

Sec. 10. That whenever any manufacturer of filled cheese sells or Tax aasesaed on 
removes for sale or consumption any filled cheese upon which the tax aSpedT^^ 
is required to be paid by stamps, without paying such tax, it shall be 
the duty of the Commissioner of Internal Eevenue, within a period -of 
not more than two years after such sale or removal, upon satisfactory 
proof, to estimate the amount of tax which has been omitted to be paid 
and to make an assessment therefor and certify the same to the col- 
lector. The tax so assessed shall be in addition to the penalties 
ini]>osed by law for such sale or removal. 

Seo. 11. That all filled cheese as herein defined imported fi?om foreign Additional tax on 
countries shall, iu addition to any import duty imposed on the same, 
pay an internal revenue tax of eight cents per pound, such tax to be 
represented by coupon stamps; and such imported filled cheese and 
the packages containing the same shall be stamped, marked, and 
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branded, as in the case of filled cheese maimfactured in the United 
States. 

Sec. 12. That any person who knowingly purchases or receives for 
sale any filled cheese which has not been branded or stamped accord- 
ing to law, or which is contained in packages not branded or marked 
according to law, shall be liable to a penalty of fifty dollars for each 
such offense. 

SeOc 13, That every person who knowingly purchases or receives for 
sale any filled cheese from any manufacturer or importer who has not 
paid the special tax herein provided for shall be liable, for each offense, 
to a penalty of one hundred dollars and to a forfeiture of all articles so 
purchased or received, or of the full value thereof. 

Sec. 14. That whenever anystamped package containing filled cheese 
is emptied it shall be the duty of the person iu whose hands the same 
is to destroy the stamps thereon ; and any person who willfully neglects 
or refuses so to do shall, for each such offense, be fined not exceeding 
fifty dollars or imprisoned not less than ten days nor more than six 
months. 

Sec. 15. That the Commissioner of Internal Eevenue is authorized 
to have applied scientific tests, and to decide whether any substances 
used in the manufacture of filled cheese contain ingredients deleterious 
to health. But in case of doubt or contest his decision iu this class of 
cases maybe appealed from to a board hereby constituted for the pur- 
pose, and composed of the Surgeon-General of the Army, the Surgeon- 
General of the Ij^Tavy, and the Secretary of Agriculture, and the deci- 
sion of this board shall be final in the premises. 

• Sec. 16. That all packages of filled cheese subject to tax under this 
Act that shall be found without stamps or marks as herein provided, 
and all filled cheese intended for human consumption which contains 
ingredients adjudged as hereinbefore provided to be deleterious to the 
public health, shall be forfeited to the United States. 

Sec. 17. That all fines, penalties, a^d forfeitures imposed by this Act 
may be recovered in any court of competent jurisdiction. 

Sec. 18. That the Oomiui^sioner of Internal Eevenue, with the 
approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, shall make all needful i^egu- 
lations for the carrying into effect the provisions of this Act. 

Sec, 19. That this Act shall go into effect on the ninetieth day after 
its passage, and all wooden i)ackages containing ten or more pounds 
of filled cheese found on the premises of any dealer on and after the 
ninetieth day succeeding the date of thfe passage of this Act, shall be 
deemed to be taxable under section nine of this Act, and shall be taxed, 
and shall have affixed thereto the stamps, marks, and brands required 
by this Act or by regulations made pursuant to this Act; and for the 
purpose of securing the affixing of the stamps, marks, and brands 
required by this Act, the filled cheese siiall be regarded as having been 
manufactured and sold or removed from the manufactory for consump- 
tion or use on or after the day this Act takes efl'ect; and such stock 
on hand at the time of the taking effect of this Act may be stamped, 
marked, and branded under special regulations of the Commissioner of 
Internal Eevenue, approved by the Secretary of the Treasury, and the 
Commissioner of Internal Eevenue may authorize the holder of such 
packages to mark and brand the same and to affix, thereto the proper 
tax-paid stamps.

Be it enacted, hy the Senate and House of Eepresejttatives of the United 
piiti^s?^*^"''^^^^™* fS^^^s of America in Congress assembledj That the sums of money herein 

provided for be, and the same* are hereby, appropriated, out of any

moneys in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to be available 
until expended, namely: 

Gun AiJD mobtae batteries: For construction of fortifications, 
two million five hundred thousand dollars ; of which sum not exceeding 
one hundred thousand dollars may be expended for the construction of 
necessary buildings connected therewith : Provided, That contracts may 
be entered into, under the direction of the Secretary of War, for mate- 
rials and work for construction of fortifications, to be paid for as appro- 
priations may from time to time be made by law, to an additional sum in 
the aggregate not to exceed two million five hundred thousand dollars. 

Sites fob fortifications and seacoast defenses: For the 
procurement of land, or right pertaining thereto, needed for the site, 
location, construction, or prosecution of works for fortifications and 
coast defenses, five hundred thousand dollars. 

Preservation and repair of fortifications : For the protec- 
tion, preservation, and repair of fortifications for which there may be 
no special appropriation available, fifty thousand dollars. 

For preparation of plans for fortifications, five thousand dollars. 

Sea walls and embaniooints : For construction of sea waOs and 
embankments, seventeen thousand nine hundred and seventy-five dol- 
lars. 

Torpedoes fob habbob defense: For the purchase of submarine 
mines and necessary appliances to operate them for closing the chan- 
nels leading to our principal seaports, needful casemates, cable galleries, 
and so forth, to render it possible to operate submarine mines, one 
hundred thousand dollars. 

Armament of fortifications : The Secretary of War is hereby 
authorized and directed to procure, by manufacture, or by purchase 
after due advertisement, the following: 

Oil tempered and annealed steel for high-power coast defense guns of 
eight-inch, ten-inch, and twelve-inch caliber, and forgings for one type 
sixteen-inch gun, in quality and dimensions conforming to specifica- 
tions, subject to inspection at each stage of manufacture, and including 
all parts of each caliber, one million two hundred and five thousand 
and thirty-eight dollars; Provided^ That no contract for oil-tempered 
and annealed steel for high-power coast-defense guns and mortars shall 
be made at a price exceeding twenty^four cents per pound ; 

Carriages for mounting seacoast guns of eight-inch, ten-inch, and 
twelve-inch calibers, one million one hundred and fourteen thousand 
five hundred dollars ; 

Steel breech-loading mortars of twelve-inch caliber, eight hundred 
and ten thousand dollars; 

Carriages for mounting steel mortars of twelve-inch caliber, three 
hundred and seventy-eight thousand dollars; 

Steel deck-piercing and other shells for twelve-inch breech-loading 
mortars, one hundred and sixty-three thousand eight hundred dollars; 

Steel armor-piercing shot for seacoast breech-loading guns, ninety- 
eight thousand seven hundred and thirty-eight dollars; 

In all, three million seven hundred and seventy thousand and sev- 
enty-six dollars: Promd^ed, That the following sums, to meet payments 
as they become due for the aforementioned objects under armament of 
fortifications, are hereby appropriated, namely: 

For oil-tempered and annealed steel for high-power coast-defense guns 
of eight-inch, ten-inch, twelve-inch, and sixteen-inch caliber, in quality 
and dimensions conforming to specifications, subject to inspection at 
each stage of manufacture, and including all parts of each cahber, six 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars; 

For carriages for mounting seacoast guns of eight-inch, ten-inch, and 
twelve-inch caliber, seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars; 

For steel breech-loading mortars of twelve-inch caliber, three hun- 
dred thousand dollars ; 

For carriages for mounting steel mortars of twelve-inch caliber, two 
hundred thousand dollars; 
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For steel deck-piercing and other shells for twelve-inch breech-load- 
ing mortars, one hundred and nine thousand two hundred dollars; 

For steel armor-piercing shot for seacoast breech-loading guns, sixty- 
five thousand eight hundred dollars ; in all, two million and seventy-five 
thousand dollars. 

For finishing and assembling eight-inch, ten-inch, and twelve-inch 
seacoast guns at the Army Gun Factory, three hundred and forty-three 
thousand one hundred and sixty-eight dollars. 

For eight, ten, and twelve inch guns manufactured by contract under 
the provisions of the fortifications Acts approved August eighteenth, 
eighteen hundred and ninety, and February twenty -fourth, eighteen 
hundred and ninety-one, six hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 

For necessary expenses, other than for powder and projectiles, inci- 
dent to the test and inspection of the twenty-five eight-inch, fifty ten- 
iuch, and twenty-five twelve-inch guns provided under the fortifications 
Acts of August eighteenth, eighteen hundred and ninety, and February 
twenty-fourth, eighteen hundred and ninety-one, and as provided for by 
said Act of February twenty-fourth, eighteen hundred and ninety-one, 
five thousand dollars. 

For rapid-fire guns, including their mounts and ammunition, one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 

For machine guns of American manufacture, including fifteen thou- 
sand dollars for purchase of machine guns of approved musket caliber, 
of American manufacture, thirty-five thousand dollars. 

For steel field guns of three and two-tenths inch caliber, fifty thou- 
sand dollars. 

For carriages for field-gun batteries, one hundred and twenty-two 
thousand dollars. 

For steel field mortars of three and six-tenths inch caliber, fifteen 
thousand and forty dollars. 

For carriages and platforms for steel field mortars of three and six- 
tentbs inch caliber, including implements and equipments, six thousand 
and sixty dollars. 

For steel breech -loading rifles, siege, of five-inch caliber, thirty thou- 
sand two hundred and forty dollars. 

For steel breech-loading rifled howitzers, siege, of seven-inch caliber, 
thirty thousand three hundred and seventy dollars. 

For carriages, limbers, implements, and equipments for steel breech- 
loading rifles, siege, of five-inch caliber, and for steel breech-loading 
rifled howitzers of seven-inch caliber, one hundred and fourteen thou- 
sand one hundred and forty dollars. 

For siege breech-loading mortars, steel, of seven- inch caliber, forty 
thousand six hundred dollars. 

For carriages and platforms for siege breech-loading mortars, steel, 
including implements and equipments, thirty-one thousand eight hun- 
dred and eighty dollars. 

For sights for cannon, ten thousand dollars. 

For fuses and primers for cannon, three thousand five hundred 
dollars. 

For inspecting instruments, gauges, and templets for the manufac- 
ture of cannon and projectiles, one thousand dollars. 

For powder for i^sue to service, including metallic cartridge cases 
for cannon, thirty-nine thousand seven hundred and fifty dollars. 

For projectiles, including shrapnel, for issue to the service, fifty 
thousand dollars. 

For powders and projectiles for the proof of eight-inch, ten-inch, and 
twelve-inch guns, thirty-five thousand five hundred dollars. 

For purchase and erection of armor plates for testing armor-piercing 
shot, twelve thousand seven hundred dollars. 

For the services of a chemist in investigating properties of smokeless 
powders and high explosives, with a view to improving same for adop- 
tion in service, one thousand five hundred dollars. And the ordnance 
storekeeper now on duty in Washington as disbursing officer and 
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assistant to the Chief of Ordnance, United States Army, shall here- 
after have the rank of major, 

'Proving (^ROV^D, Sakdy Hook, New Jersey: For current ex- 
penses and maintenance of the ordnance proving ground, Sandy Hook, 
New Jersey, including *i'eneral repairs and alterations, and accessories 
incidental to testing and proving ordnance, including hire of assistants 
for the Ordnance Hoard, skilled mechanical labor, purchase of insti^u- 
ments and other supplies, building and repairing butts and targets, 
clearing and grading ranges, twenty- seven thousand dollars. 

For tlie necessary expenses of officers while temporarily employed on 
ordnance duties at the proving ground and absent from their proper 
stations, at the rate of two dollars and fifty cents per diem while so 
employed, and the compensation of draftsmen while employed in the 
Army Ordnance Bureau on ordnance construction, eight thousand 
dollars. 

For purchase of ties for repair of railroad tracks, three thousand 
dollars. 

Wateetown Arsenal, Watertown, Massachusetts: For en- 
largement and improvement of gun-carriage plant, including the pur- 
chase and setting up of an additional one hundred and fifty horsepower 
steam engine, resetting and necessary enlargement of boilers, steam- 
heating arrangements for new setting-up shop, foundry, and foundry- 
extension machine shop, and necessary new machine tools and appli- 
ances, thirty-one thousand dollars. 

For rebuilding and enlarging the arsenal wharf upon the Charles 
River, twelve thousand five hundred dollars. 

Watervliet Arsenal, West Troy, New York: For increasing 
the present water-service system to supply post and shops with pure 
drinking water, three thousand one hundred and five dollars. 

For filling and grading grounds, construction of necessary roads to 
shops, and covering the same with granite paving, three thousand five 
hundred dollars. 

Benicia Arsenal, Benicia, California: For construction of gun 
platforms, ibr material, grading, and laying of spur track to platform, 
and for firing butt, four thousand five hundred dollars. 

Bo ARB OF Ordnance and Fortification : To enable the Board 
to make all needful and proper purchases^ experiments, and tests to 
ascertain, with a view to their utilization by the Government, the most 
eft'ective guns, small arms, cartridges, projectiles, fuses, explosives, 
torpedoes, armor plates, and other implements and engines of war, and 
to purchase or cause to be manufactured, under authority of the Secre- 
tary of War, such guns, carriages, armor plates, and other war material 
as may, in the judgment of the Board, be necessary in the proper dis- 
charge of the (iuty devolved ujjon it by the Act approved September 
twenty-second, eighteen hundred and eighty-eight ; to pay the salary 
of the civilian member of the Board of Ordnance and Fortification 
provided by the Act of February twenty-fourth, eighteen hundred and 
ninety-one, and for the necessary traveling expenses of said member 
when traveling on duty as contemplated in said Act; for the payment 
of the necessary expenses of the Board, including a per diem allow- 
ance to f^ach oflflcer detailed to serve thereon when employed on duty 
away from his permanent station, of two dollars and fifty cents a day; 
and for the test of experimental guns, carriages, and other devices 
procured in accordance with the recommendation of the Board of 
Ordnance and Fortification, one hundred and fifty thousand dollars: 
Provided^ That before any money shall be expended in the construction 
or test of any gnin, gun carriage, ammunition, or implements under the 
supervision of the said Board, the Board shall be satisfied, after due 
inquiry, that the Government of the United States has a lawful right 
to use the inventions involved in the construction of such gun, gun 
carriage, ammunition, or implements, or that the construction or t€st 
is made at the request of a person either having such lawful right or 
authorized to convey the same to the Government, 
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Purchases to ije of That all material purchased under the foregoing provisions of this 
ture. Act shall be of American manufacture, except m cases when, in the 

Exception. judgment of the Secretary of War, it is to the manifest interest of the 

United States to make purchases in limited quantities abroad, which 
material shall be admitted free of duty. 

To enable the Board of Ordnance and Fortification, in its discretion, 
to procure and test one ten-inch counterpoise carriage of the type pat- 
ented by Commodore J. A. Howell, United States Navy, the Secretary 
of War is hereby authorized and directed to contract with the licensee 
of said Howell patents for said carriage, without advertising, which 
shall be constructed according to the plans and specifications prepared 
by said J, A. Howeil, and said carriage shall be capable of an all-round 
fire, and the details of said plan maybe modified, changed, and improved 
in the discretion of the contractors: Provided, That the ten-inch car- 
riage herein authorized to be contracted for shall be subjected to the 
same tests that the Buftington-Crozier ten-inch carriage will be sub- 
jected to with respect to ease of maueuvering, rapidity of firing, of 
traversing, and raising to the firing position; and the sum of fifty 
thousand dollars, or so much thereof as. may be necessary, is hereby 
appropriated for the purchase of said Howeil ten-inch carriage, in- 
cluding the erection of foundations and platform, the expense inci- 
dent to its mounting, and the ammunition for its test. Eighty-five per 
centum of the amount herein appropriated shall be paid in partial pay- 
ments as the work progresses, and the remainder upon the completion 
and test of said carriage by the Board of Ordnance and Fortification, 
and the work found to be done according to contract. 

That in the Act making appropriations for fortifications and other 
works of defense, for the armament thereof, for the procurement of 
heavy ordnance for trial and service, and for other purposes, approved 
February eighteenth, eighteen hundred and ninety-three, the paragraph 
beginning with the words "Of the one hundred and ten thousand dol- 
lars" and providing for terms of paymeutfor the twelve inch elevating 
gun carriage to be contracted for with A. H.Emery under the provisions 
of said Act be, and is hereby, amended to read as follows: 

Of the one hundred and ten thousand dollars to be paid for the car- 
riage and its foundations, eighty-five per centum shall be paid in par- 
tial payments as the work progresses, in accordance with the proposals 
submitted by A. H. Emery to the Board in his letter of January twenty- 
first, eighteen hundred and ninety-three. And no bond shall be required 
for the return of this money if the carriage is not accepted, nor shall 
the said Emery be required to return the money paid, and the carriage 
shall belong to the United States when the tests are completed. The 
balance of the one hundred and ten thousand dollars shall be paid as 
soon as said carriage shall have been completed in all respects accord- 
ing to contract and shall also have undergone and endured a test sat- 
isfactory to the Board of Ordnance and Fortification. Of the twenty 
thousand dollars to be paid for the testing of the carriage tjiree-eighths 
shall be paid the contractor when the preliminary tests are completed, 
and the other five-eighths shall be paid to him proportionally as the 
fifty rounds for proof are furnished. And the Secretary of War is 
hereby authorized and directed to enter into a supplemental contract 
with the contractor for this carriage, for the supply by him of a loading 
apparatus to go with and belong to the carriage and to be furnished 
therewith as a part thereof; and the carriage shall be so constructed that 
a part of the work of recoil can be used for the horizontal traverse of 
the carriage and the working of the loading apparatus 5 and the pay- 
ment for the work so furnished under this supplementary contract shall 
be. ten thousand dollars, which sum shall be due and payable when said 
loading apparatus is completed in all respects according to contract, 
and shall also have undergone and endured said test hereinbefore men- 
tioned, to make which payment the sum of ten thousand dollars is 
hereby appropriated. 
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To enable the Board of Ordnance and Fortification to procure and 
test one eigbt-incli caliber high -power gun^ cast in one piece, on the 
plan of R. J. Gatling; and the Secretary of War is hereby authorized 
and directed to contract with said Gatling for said gun, without adver- 
tisement, which gun shall be constructed according to the plans and 
specifications prepared by said Gatling, and under his supervision, and 
to be subjected to the same test now applied to the built-up gun of the 
same caliber, and the sum of forty thousand dollars is hereby appro- 
priated to pay for said gun; of which sum eighty-five per centum shall 
be paid in partial payments as the work progresses, in accordance with 
the contract to be entered into between the Secretary of War and the 
said Gatling, and the remainder upon the completion and test of said 
gun : Pro vided^ That before said contract is entered into,' the plans and 
specifications for said gun shall be deposited with the Secretary of 
War, which plans and s])ecifications may be modified, in the discretion

Be it enacted by the Senate and Mouse of Representatives of the United 
StateB of America in Congress assembled^ That articles, not merchandise 
intended for sale, not exceeding five hundred dollars in valne, imported 
in packages not exceeding one hundred pounds in weight, in vessels of 
the United States, may be specially delivered to and appraised at the 
public stores, and the entity thereof liquidated by the collector under 
such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, and 
after such appraisement and liquidation may be delivered, upon pay- 
ment of the liquidated duties under the bond provided for in this Act, 
to express companies or other duly incorporated inland carriers bonded 
for the transportation of appraised or unappraised merchandise between 
the several ports in the United States; Frovided^ That not more than 
one such consignment to one ultimate consignee from the same con- 
signor shall be imported in any one vessel: And provided^ That the 
original appraisement of and liquidation of duties on sudh importations 
shall be final against the owner, importer, agent, or consignee, except 
in the case of manifest clerical errors, as provided for in section twenty- 
four of the Act of June tenth, eighteen hundred and ninety: Provided^ 
That nothing contained in this Act shall apply to explosives, or any 
article the importation of which is prohibited by law. 

Sec. 2. That such express companies or other inland carriers shall be 
responsible to the United States under bond for the safe delivery of 
such articles to the ultimate consignee : Frovided^ That if any package 
shall not be delivered to the ultimate consignee by the express company 
or other inland carrier, and shall be returned to the coMector of the port 
where such articles are entered under the provisions of this Act within 
ninety days from the date of importation intact, the collector shall take 
charge of such package and dispose of it as unclaimed merchandise, 
and the duties, including additional duties, if any, under section seven 
of the Act of June tenth, eighteen hundred and ninety, paid shall be 
refunded by the Secretary of the Treasury out of any moneys in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated ; and the express company or other 
inland carriers shall be relieved of any liability therefor under its bond; 
and before any express company or other inland carrier shall be per- 
mitted to receive and transport any such articles they shall become 
bound to the United States in such bonds, in such form and amount, 
and with such conditions not inconsistent with law as the Secretary of 
the Treasury may require. 

Sec. 3. That articles transported under the provisions of this Act 
shall be corded and sealed in such manner as shall from time to time 
be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury; and the collector of the 
port of fijst arrival shall retain in his office a permanent record of such 
merchandise so forwarded. 

Sec. 4, That such packages may be consigned to and entered by the 
agents of the express company or other inland carrier or steamship com- 
pany, who shall at the time of entry state the ultimate consignee, and 
in all cases where a certified or other invoice is now required by law 
such invoice may be attached to or inclosed in the package, under such 
regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe; and the

When said 
trenches and excavations are open they shall be thoroughly protected 
to prevent accident, and shall be closed within a reasonable time and 
the disturbed pavement relaid, all to the satisfaction of said Commis- 
sioners. The said company shall, at its own expense, in a good and 
substantial manner, make all changes to pipes, conduits, and other 
underground constructions rendered necessary by the construction of 
said rail^vay. Said company shall be liable for any damage to pipes or 
other underground constructions caused by the passage of its cars over 
the same, or by electric currents used in the propulsion of its cars. 
The said company shall, before commencing work on said railroad, 
deposit with the collector of taxes of the District of Columbia such sum 
as the Commissioners of said District may deem necessary to defray 
any expense that may be incurred by the District of Columbia in con- 
nection with the inspection of the work of construction of said railway, 
and to make good any damage done by said companyor any of its con- 
tracting agents to any public work or construction. An account of the 
disbursement of such deposit or deposits shall be made to said company, 
and any balance due them shall be returned upon the completion of the 
work to defray the cost of which the money was deposited.

times and in manner that other taxes are or may be payable, and sub- 
ject to the same penalty in case of arreetrs ,* and the franchise and prop- 
erty of said company, both real and personal, to a sufficent amount, 
may be seized and sold in satisfaction thereof in the same manner as 
is or may be provided by law for the sale of other property for taxes, 
and said per centum of its gross earnings shall be in lieu of any and 
all assessments upon its personal property in the District of Columbia 
used solely and exclusively in the operation and management of said 
railway; but its real estate in said District shall be taxed as other real 
estate therein : Provided, That its tracks, machinery, and devices shall 
not be considered real estate for the purpose of taxation. 

Sec. 10. That the said company shall, on or before the first day of 
jFebruary of each year, make a report to Congress, through the Com- 
missioners of the District of Columbia, of the names of all the stock- 
holders therein and the amount of stock held by each, together with a 
detailed statement of the receipts and expenditures from wliatever 
source and on whatever account for the preceding year ending Decem- 
ber thirty-first, and such other facts as may be required by any general 
law of the District of Columbia- The report shall be verified by the- 
affidavit of the president and secretary of the company, and if said 
report is not made within the time specified herein said company shall 
be liable to a fine of five hundred dollars, to be recovered in any court 
of competent jurisdiction at the suit of the Commissioners of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

Sec. 11. That the said corporation may issue bonds or other evidence 
of debt, to be secured by mortgage of its railroad properties and fran- 
chise within the District of Columbia, or by deed of trust thereon, but 
not to an amount greater than the cost of construction and equipment. 
It may own, purchase, lease, and sell real estate for the purposes of 
operating said road. 

Sec. 12. That said company shall commence the construction of its 
said railway within six months from the approval of this Act, and said 
railway shall be open for traffic, with its switches and turn-outs, and 
with cars running thereon for the accommodation of passengers, within 
one year from the date of the approval of this Act. 

Sec, 13. That the said railway company shall deposit with the col- 
lector of taxes, District of Columbia, the sum of one thousand dollars, 
within sixty days from the passage of this Act, as a guaranty that it 
will commence and complete its road within the time herein limited. 
And unless said sum of one thousand dollars is so deposited within 
sixty days from the passage of this Act, all rights, franchises, and 
privileges hereby granted shall immediately cease and determine, and 
this charter shall be null and void. Should the said railway company 
fail to commence or complete the construction of its road within the 
limit of time prescribed by this Act, said sum of one thousand dollars 
shall be forfeited by the said railway company, and shall be deposited 
by the collector of taxes with the United States Treasurer to the credit 
of the United States and the District of Columbia, in equal parts. 

Sec. 14. That the Commissioners of the District of Columbia may 
make such regulations as to rate of speed, schedule for running cars, 
mode of use of tracks, and removal of ice and snow as, in their judg- 
ments the interest and convenience of the public may require.

Provided^ That no one of the said judgments shall be paid until the 
Attorney-General shall have certified to the Secretary of the Treasury 
that he has caused to be examined the evidence heretofore presented 
to the Court of Claims in support of said judgment and such other 
pertinent evidence as he shall be able to procure as to whether iraud, 
wrong, or injustice has been done to the United States or whether 
exorbitant sums have been allowed, and finds upon such evidence no 
grounds sufficient in his opinion to support a new trial of said case;

Territory of Alaska, either in the streams or tide waters, except Cook

meridian of the Sunday following; or to fish for or catch or kill in any except by nS or aplar. 
manner or by any appliances, except by rod or spear, any salmon in any 
stream of less than one hundred yards in width in the said Territory of 
Alaska between the hours of six o'clock in the evening and six o'clock 
ill the morning of the tollowing day of each and every day of the week. 

'^Sec. 3. That the Secretary of the Treasury may, at his discretion, Spawning grounds, 
set aside any streams as spawning grounds, in which no fishing will be 
permitted; and when, in his judgment, the results of fishing operations ciose seasons, 
on any stri'am indicate that the number of salmon taken is larger than 
the capacity of the stream to produce, he is authorized to. establish 
weekly close seasons, to limit th'e duration of the fishing season, or to 
prohibit fishing entirely for one year or more, so as to permit salmon to 
increase: Provided , however , That such power shall be exercised only ^^^^o*- 
after all persons interested shall have been given a hearing, of which 
hearing due notice must be given by publication : A nd provided further, 
That it shall have been ascertained that the persons engaged in catch- ^^atcheries. 
ing salmon do not maintain fish hatcheries of sufficient magnitude to 
keep such streams fully stocked.

to Pomeroy street; thence west on Pomeroy street to the east building 
line of Seventh street west extended. 

Also beginning at the present terminus of the Belt Railway on Water 
street, near N street south ; thence south along Water street to P street 
south by an extension of the present tracks of the Belt Railway ; thence 
by further extension of said tracks east along P street south to Dela- 
ware avenue: Provided. That if there is not suflBcient room for two 
tracks on Water street without encroaching on tracks already there, 
that the said Belt Lino Railway Company shall purchase, at its own 
cost, sufficient ground to open Water street from the terminus of its 
line as now located along said projected route to P street. 

Sec. 5. That the construction of the extensions hereby authorized 
shall be completed within one year after the approval of this Act: Pro- 
vided^ That in case any one or more of the said extensions shall not be 
completed and operated regularly within the timespecified, then so much 
of this Act as authorizes such uncompleted extensions shall be void and 
of no effect. 

Sec. C. That said Belt Railway Company is authorized to increase its 
capital stock or to issue bonds for such amounts as maybe necessary to 
pay the actual cost of constructing and equipping the several extensions 
hereinbefore authorized: Provided^ That the question as to the amount 
to be i)rovided for in connection with each extension and the method of 
providing for the same, whether by issuance of stocks or bonds, shall be 
decided by a majority in value of the stockholders at a meeting to 
be called for the purpose after reasonable notice; and authority is hereby 
conferred upon said company, in caseof issuance of bonds, to make due 
conveyance of its corporate iranchises and property for the purpose of 
securing the same: Provided^ however^ That any such conveyance by 
way of mortgage shall be subject to the prior lien already created by deed 
of trust dated July thirty-first, eighteen hundred and ninety-one, and 
recorded in liber sixteen hundred and six, folios one hundred and ninety- 
seven and following, of the land records of the District of Columbia, 
which conveys all the real estate and franchises of said railroad as well 
as the line of said railroad now existing and such additions thereto at 
any time made, located, extended, or constructed: And provided^ That 
said Belt Railway Company shall not have its stock ami bonds outstand- 
ing at anyone time to a greater amount than the actual cost of the con- 
struction and equipment of said railwny, which actual cost shall be 
ascertained by the supreme court of the District of Columbia in such 
manner as the said court shall prescribe. 

Sec. 7. That such extensions of said railroads and each of them shall 
be constructed on such grade and in such manner as shall be approved 
by tlie Commissioners of the District of Columbia. 

Sec. 8, That it shall be lawful for said railway companies and each 
of them, their and each of their successors or assigns, to make all needful 
and convenient trenches and excavations in any of said streets or places 
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where said companies, or either of them, may have the right to construct 
and operate its road^ and place in such trenches and excavations all 
needful and convenient devices for machinery for operating said rail- 
road in the manner and by the means aforesaid. But whenever such 
trejiclies or excavations shall int -rfere with any sewer, gas, or water 
pipes, or any subways or conduits, or any public w^ork of the kind which 
has been ordered by the Comniissioners, then the expense necessary to 
change such underground construction shall be borne by the said rail- 
way company making such trench or excavation. 

Sec. 9. That each of the said corporations shall at all_times keep the 
space between their tracks and rails and two feet exterior thereto in 
iSQch condition as the Commissioners of the District of Columbia or 
their successors may direct; and whenever any street occupied by 
either of said railways is paved and repaired or otherwise improved, 
the said corporation shall bear all expense, of improving the spaces 
above described. Should either of the said corporations fail to comply 
with the orders of the Commissioners the work shall be done by the 
proper ofScials of the District of Columbia, and the amounts due from 
such corporation shall be collected as provided by section five of the 
Act entitled "An Act providing for a permanent form of government 
for the District of Columbia," approved June eleventh, eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-eight. 

Sec. 10. That every street-railroad corporation in the District of 
Columbia, and every such corporation which shall hereafter be organ- 
ized, shall, on or before the first day of February in each year, make 
a report to each the Senate and the House of Kepresentatives, which 
report shall be sworn to and signed by the president and ti^easurer ot 
such corporation, and shall cover the period of one year ending* the 
thirty-first day of December previous to the date of making the report. 
Such report shall state the amount of capital stock, with, a list of the 
stockholders and the amount of stock held by each; the amount of 
capital stock paid ii l ; the total amoun t now of funded debt ; the amount 
of floating debt; the average rate per annum of interest on funded debt; 
amount of dividends declared; cost of roadbed and superstructure, 
including iron; cost of land, buildings, and fixtures, including land 
damages ; cost of cars, horses, harness, and motors and other machinery ; 
total cost of road and equipment; length of road in miles; length of 
double track, including sidings; weight of rail, by yard; the number 
of cars and of horses; the number of motors; the total number of pas- 
sengers carried in cars; the average time consumed by passenger cars 
in passing over the road; repairs of roadbed and railway, including 
iron, and repairs of buildings and fixtures; total cost of maintaining 
road and real estate; cost of general superintendence; salaries of 
officers, clerks, agents, and office expenses; wages paid conductors, 
drivers, engineers, and motor men; water and other taxes; damages to 
persons and property, including medical attendance; rentSjincludinguse 
of other roads; total expense of operating road, and repairs; receipts 
from passengers; receipts from all other sources, specifying what, in 
detail; total receipts from all sources during the year; payments for 
maintenance and repairs; payments for interest; payments for divi- 
dends on stock, amount and rate per centum; total payments during 
the year; the number of persons injured in life and limb; the cause 
of the injury, and whether passengers, employees, or other persons. 

Sec. 11. That each of said cojnpanies shall receive a rate of fare not 
exceeding five cents per passenger, and the said companies, and each of 
them, shall make arrangements with all existing railway companies 
in the District of Columbia for the interchange of tickets in payment 
of fare on its road : Provided, That within the limits of the District of 
Columbia six tickets shall be sold for twenty-five cents. 

Sec. 12. That Congress reserves the right to alter, amend, or repeal 
this Act.

Sec, 2, That the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized and inspection, 
directed to cause the inspectioit of said vessel, steam boilers, steam 
pipes, and their appurtenances, and cause to be granted the usual 
certificate issued to steam vessels of the merchant marine without 
reference to the fact that said steam boilers, steam pipes, and a])pur- 
tenances were not constructed pursuant to the laws of the United 
States, and were not constructed of iron stamped pursuant to said 
laws J and the tests in the inspection of said boilers, steam pipes, and 
appurtenances shall be the same in all respects as to strength and 
safety as are required in the inspection of boilers constructed in the 
United States for marine purposes.

In the performance of such duties said commission shall have power .fo™s of commis- 
and authority to administer oaths, to issue process for and compel the 
attendance of witnesses, and to send for persons and papers, and all 
depositions and affidavits and other evidence in any form whatsoever 
heretofore taken where the witnesses giving said testimony are dead or 
now residing beyond the limits of said Territory, and to use every fair 
and reasonable means within their reach for the purpose of determin- 
ing the rights of persons claiming such citizenship, or to protect any of 
said nations from fraud or wrong, and the rolls so prepared by them 
shall be hereafter held and considered to be the true and correct rolls 
of persons entitled to the rights of citizenship in said several tribes: 
Provided, That if the tribe, or any person, be aggrieved with the ^'"''^Jf' 
decision of the tribal authorities or the commission provided for in this 
Act, it or he may appeal from such decision to the United States dis- 
trict court: Provided, hoicever^ That the appeal shall be taken within ^i^l^""^^""^ 
sixty days, and the judgment of the court shall be final. ^.^^^ ^^^^ ^ ^^.^^^ 

That the said commission, after the expiration of six months, shall citizenship. ^' ^' ^' 
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cause a complete roll of citizenship of each of said nations to be made 
up from their records, and add thereto the names of citizens whose 
right may be conferred uuder this Act, and said rolls shall be, and are 
hereby, made rolls of citizenship of said nations or tribes, subject, how- 
ever, to the determination of the United States courts, as provided 
herein. 

The commission is hereby required to file the lists of members as 
they liually approve them with the Commissioner of Indian Affairs to 
remain there for use as the final judgment of the duly coustituted 
authorities. And said commission shall also make a roll of freed men 
entitled to citizenship in said tribes and shall include their names in the 
lists of members to be filed with the Commissioner of Indi;m Affairs. 
And said commission is farther authorized and directed to make a full 
report to Congress of leases, tribal and individual, with the area, 
amount and value of the property leased and the amount received 
therefor, and by whom and from whom said property is leased, and is 
further directed to make a full and detailed report as to the excessive 
holdings of membeis of said tribes and others, 

' It is hereby declared to be the duty of the United States to establish 
a government in the Indian Territory which will rectify the many 
iueqnalities and discriminations now existing in said Territory and 
afford needful protection to the lives and property of ail citizens and 
residents thereof. 

Si<SETON AND Wahpeton INDIANS: That all the interest due the 
Sisseton and Wah])etou Indians on March third, eighteen hundred and 
)^?c*''^ita ^'^''^ ninety- six, is hereby appropriated to be paid at once in cash per capita, 
C4ri a. hercaftcr all interest on the permanent fund of said Indians, after 

deducting the amount expended for education, shall be paid in cash per 
capita on the first day of Kovember of each year. 

Seneca Nation of Indians: That the Secretary of the Interior be, 
and he hereby is, authorized and directed to ascertain and report to 
Cong] fess a detailed statement of all the leases made and entered into 
by the Seneca Kation of Indians with all persons or corporations of all 
lands in the Allegany Indian Eeservatiou in the State of ^^^ew York, 
giving an itemized statement of each and every lease now in existence 
or force, with the date and terms of each lease and amount or amounts 
due on each lease. 

For operating and repairing the flour mill at Pima Agency, Arizona, 
one thousand five hundred dollars. 

For pay of employees at substation, and saw and flour mills at the 
Flathead Agency, Montana, and for necessary rei)airs, three thousand 
dollars. 

For setting up and operating two portable steam sawmills on the 
Kez Perce Indian Reservation, Idaho, including transportation of mill 
machinery from the agency to the mill sites, three thousand one hun- 
dred and thirty dollars. 

For surveying the unsurveyed portions of ceded lands of the I^Tez 
Perce Indian Iteservation, in the State of Idaho, ten thousand dollars, 
the same to be immediately available. 

To enable the President to en use, under the provisions of the Act of 
February eighth, eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, entitled ''An Act 
to ]>rovide for the allotment of lands in severalty to Indians," such 
Indian reservations as in his judgment are advantageous for agricul- 
tural and grazing purposes to be surveyed, or resurveyed, for tlie i)ur- 
poses of said Act, and to complete the allotment of the same, including 
the necessary clerical work incident thereto in the field and in the oitice 
of Ijidian Aflairs, and delivery of trust i)ateuts, so far as allotments

of two hundred dollars. 

That the Secretary of the Interior be, and he is hereby, authorized 
and directed to ascertain and pay to Louis Mazawakiiiyena, Louis De 
Coteau, and James W. Lynd, of South Dakota, such sum as he shall 
find justly due them for property lost and destroyed by the Sioux Indi- 
ans on the Sioux Reservation during the outbreak in eighteen hundred 
and ninety. For the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this Act 
there is hereby appropriated, out of any moneys in the Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, a sum of money sufficient to carry out the pro- 
visions of this Act, not exceeding five hundred and fifty dollars. 

That the Secretary of the Interior be, and he is hereby, directed to 
withhold any further distribution and x)ayment out of the money derived 
from thirty-five per centum of the judgment in favor of the Old Settler 
or Western Cherokee Indians against the United States, in the sum of 
eight hundred thousand three hundred and eighty-six dollars and thirty- 
one cents, set apart for the payment of expenses and for legal services 
justly and equitably payable on account of the prosecution of said claim, 
until otherwise authorized by law. 

The Secretary of the Interior is hereby authorized and directed to 
locate and establish certain Kansas Indians known as the Absentee 
Wyandotte Indians in the Choctaw and Chickasaw [N^ations, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of articles thirty, thirty-one and thirty-seven 
of the treaty made between the Government of the United States and 
the Choctaw and Chickasaw I^ations April twenty -eighth, anno Domini 
eighteen hundred and sixty-six, and the sum of fifteen thousand six 
hundred and eighty-six dollars and eighty cents, appropriated by Act 
of August fifteenth, eighteen hundred and ninety-four, made for the 
purpose of buying homes for the said Absentee Wyandotte Indians, and 
the additional sum of six thousand dollars, appropriated by Act of 
March second, eighteen hundred and ninety-five, shall constitute a fund 
to be used by the Secretary of the Interior for the payment to the Choc- 
taw and Chickasaw Nations, according to the provisions of article 
thirty-seven of the treaty of eighteen hundred and sixty-six herein 
referred to not less than eighty acres per capita for the said Absentee 
Wyandotte Indians, which said fund shall be paid to the national treas- 
urers of the Choctaw and Chickasaw Nations in the proportions of 
three-fourths to the former and one-fourth to the latter, the tender of 
the same being equivalent to the payment thereof. And the Secretary 
of the Interior is hereby authorized and directed to carry out and 
enforce the said articles thirty, thirty-one and thirty-seven of the treaty 
of eighteen hundred and sixty-six in such manner as may be necessary 
and sufficient for the purposes of this Act. 

That the Secretary of the Interior be, and he hereby is, authorized 
and directed to pay to A. el. Campbell, the son of Scott Campbell, 
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deceased, or his legal representatives, tbe sum of teu thousand dollars, 
as provided by the ninth article of the treaty of June nineteenth, 
eighteen hundred and fifty-eight, with the Medawakanton and Wahpa- 
koota bands of Dakota or Sioux Indians, and for which purpose the 
sum of teu thousand dollars is hereby appropriated, out of any money 
in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, and said sum shall be in 
full payment and satisfaction of all claims of the said Campbell or his 
representatives for said money and lands and interest therein, and the 
receipt of said Campbell for said sum shall so specify.

Support of scliODla, 



For support of Indian day and industrial schools, and for other edu- 
cational purposes, not hereinafter provided for, including pay of archi- 
tect and draftsman, to be employed in the office of the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs, one million two hundred and thirty- five thousand 
dollars, of which amount the Secretary of tbe Interior may, in his dis- 
cretion, use five thousand dollars for the education of Indians in 
Alaska. And it is hereby declared to be the settled policy of the 
Government to hereafter make no appropriation whatever for educa- 
tion in any sectarian school : Provided, That the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior may make contracts with contract schools apportioning as near as 
may be the amount so contracted for among schools of various denom- 
inations for the education of Indian pupils during fiscal year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-seven, but shall only make such contracts at places 
where nonsectarian schools can not be ijrovided for such Indian chil- 
dren and to an. amount not exceeding fifty per centum of the amount so 
used for the fiscal year eighteen hundred and ninety-five: Frovided 
further^ That the foregoing shall not apply to public schools of any 
State, Territory, county, or city, or to schools herein or hereafter specific- 
ally i>rovided for. 

For construction, purchase, lease, and repair of school buildings and 
purchase of school sites, one hundred and forty thousand dollars: 
Provided, That any unexpended balance of the amounts appropriated 
for the support of Indian day and industrial schools for the fiscal years 
eighteen hundred and ninety-five and eighteen hundred and ninety-six, 
not needed for that purpose, may be used in the construction, repair, 
and equipment of scliool buildings, and shall be available during the 
fiscal year eighteen hundred and ninety- seven. 

For purchase of horj^es, cattle, sheep, goats, swine, and so forth, for 
schools, fifteen thousand dollars. 

For the purpose of erecting, constructing, and completing suitable 
school buildijigs for an Indian industrial school at or near Chamberlain, 
in the State of South Dakota, which buildings are to be constructed 
under the direction of the Secretary of the Interior, upon plans and 
specifications to be approved by him^ twenty- five thousand dollars; 
out of which sum the Secretary of the Interior is hereby authori;5ed to 
purchase not exceeding one hundred and sixty acres of laud near Cham- 
berlain, at a cost of not to exceed three thousand dollars, to be immedi- 
ately available, upon which land said school shall be built. 

For the purpose of erecting, constructing, and completing suitable 
school buildings for an Indian industrial school at or near Eapid City, 
in the State of Swuth Dakota, which buildings are to be constructed 
under the direction of the Secretary of the Interior, upon plans and 
specifications to be approved by him, twenty- five thousand dollars; 
out of which sum the Secretary of the Interior is hereby authorized to 
purchase not exceeding one hundred and sixty acres of land near Rapid 
City, at a cost of not' exceeding three thousand dollars, to be immedi- 
ately available, upon which said buildings shall be built. 

For the erection and completion of siii table buildings, including the 
necessary furniture of all kinds for the same, for an industrial boarding 
school at or near the reservation of the Sac and Fox Indians in Tama 
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County, Iowa, .arid for tlie purchase of a suitable site for the same, 
thirty-five thousand dollars. 

For support and education of three hundred Indian pupils at Albu- 
querque, New Mexico, at one hundred and sixty-seven dollars per 
annum for each pupil, fifty thousand one hundred dollars; for pay of 
superintendent of said school, one thousand seven hundred dollars ; for 
general repairs and improvements, one thousand five hundred dollars, 
and for water supply, two thousand dollars; in all, fifty-five thousand 
three hundred dollars. 

For support of one hundred and fifty pupils at the training school at 
Cherokee, North Carolina, at one hundred and sixty-seven dollars per 
annum each, twenty-five thousand and fifty dollars; for pay of super-

For payment to Joseph Schwarz, of Sioux Falls, South Dakota, in 
full of all demands and claims upon the Government for mating plans 
and estimates for an Indian school building at Flandreau, Sonth Dakota, 
three hundred and fifty dollars. 

For payment to E. H. Dow and Company in full of all demands and 
claims upon the Government for plumbing and completing water system 
for said school, one thousand two hundred dollars. 

For support and education of one hundred and fifty Indian pupils at 
the Indian school, Fort Mojave, Arizona, at one hundred and sixty- 
seven dollars per annum each, twenty-five thousand and fifty dollars;

For support and education of one hundred Indian pupils at the In- 
dian school, Tomah, Wisconsin, at one hundred and sixty-seven dollars 
per annum each, sixteen thousand seven hundred dollars; for pay of 
superintendent at said school, one thousand four hundred dollars; for 
general repairs and improvements, one thousand dollars; in all, nine- 
teen thousand one hundred dollars. 

For collecting and transportation of pupils to and from Indian 
schools, and also for the transportation of Indian pupils from all the 
Indian schools and placing of them, with the consent of their parents, 
under the cure and control of such suitable white families as may in 
all respects be qualified to give such pupils moral, industrial, and edu- 
cational training, under arrangements in which their proper care, sup- 
port, and education shall be in exchange for their labor, thirty-five 
thousand dollars. 

That the Commissioner of Indian Affairs shall employ Indian girls as 
assistant matrons and Indian boys as farmers and industrial teachers 
in all Indian schools when it is practicable to do so. 

That the expenditure of the money appropriated for school purposes 
in this Act shall be at all times under the supervision and direction of 
the (Jominissioiier of Indian Affairs, and in ail respects in conformity 
witli such conditions, rules, and regulations as to the conduct and 
methods of instruction and expenditure of money as may from time to 
time be prescribed by him, subject to the approval of the Secretary of 
the Interior. 

Sec. 2, That no purchase of supplies for which appropriations are 
herein made, exceeding in the aggregate five hundred dollars in value, 
at any onetime, shall be made, without first giving at least three weeks' 
public notice by ad^^ertisement, except in case of exigency, when, in 
the discretion of the Secretary of the Interior, who shall make offi- 
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cial record of the facts constituting tiie exigency and shall report the 
same to Congress at its next session, he may direct that purchases may 
be made in open market In amount uot exceeding three thousand dol- 
lars at any one purchase: Frovided^ That funds herein and heretofore ^-rigatTon. 
appropriated for construction of artesian wells, ditches, and other works 
for irrigating may, in the discretion of the Secretary of the Interior, 
be expended in open market: Provided fur titer ^ That purchase in open Purchases from in- 
market shall, as far as practicable, be made from Indians, under the 
direction of the Secretary of the Interior; Provided further^ That the ^^.^^^Diifacturesbyin- 
Secretary of the Interior may, when practicable, arrange for the raanu- * 
facture by Indians upon the reservation of shoes, clotliing, leather, 
harness, and wagons. 

Sec. 3. That the Secretary of the Interior, under the direction of the , Biversi.morsnrpiua 

' lor suDsiBtoncc 

President, may use any surplus that may remain in any of the said 
appropriations herein made for the purchase of subsistence for the sev- 
eral Indian tribes, to an amount not exceeding twenty-five thousand 
dollars in the aggregate, to supply any subsistence deficiency that may 
occur: Provided^ houever, That funds appropriated to fulfill treaty obli- .freaWun-is 
gations shall not be used: And provided further^ That any diversions Report. 
which shall be made under authority of this section shall be reported 
in detail, and the reason therefor, to Congress, at the session of Con- 
gress next succeeding such diversion. 

Sec. 4, That when not required for the purpose.for which appropri- ^^^^^l^^^^^ 
ated, the funds herein provided for the pay of specified employees at 
any agency may be used by the Secretary of the Interior for the pay 
of other employees at such agency, but no deficiency shall be thereby 
created; and, when necessary, specified employees may be detailed for 
other service when not required for the duty for which they were 
engaged; and that the several appropriations herein made for millers, 
blacksmiths, engineers, carpenters, physicians, and other persons, and 
for various articles provided for by treaty stipulation for the several 
Indian tribes, may be diverted to other uses for the benefit of said 
tribes, respectively, within the discretion of the President, and with the 
consent of said tribes, expressed in the usual manner; and that he cause 
report to be made to Congress, at its next session thereafter, of his 
action under this provision: Provided^ That so much of the appropria- ;£^ou„jfoi.su Uea 
tions herein made as may be required to pay for goods and supplies, iram™dra°eiy^^avain 
for expenses incident to their purchase, and for transportation of the 
same, for the year ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
seven, shall be immediately available; but no such goods or supplies 
shall be distributed or delivered to any of said Indians prior to July 
first, eighteen hundred and ninety-six. 

Sec. 5. That whenever, after advertising for bids for supplies in liejection of bids, 
accordance with sections two and three of this Act, those received for 
any article contain conditions detrimental to the interest of the Grov- 
ernment, they may be rejected, and the articles specified in such bids 
purchased in open market, at prices not to exceed those of the lowest j^frke?^'^^^^ ^"^^^ 
bidder, and not to exceed the market price of the same until such time 
as satisfactory bids can be obtained, for which immediate advertisement 
shall be made. 

Sec. 6. That when in the judgment of the Secretary of the Interior ti^^Jis"^'""^^*^"" 
any Indian tribe, or part thereof, who are receiving rations and clothing ^ 
and other supplies under this Act, are sufQciently advanced in civili- 
zation to purchase such rations and clothing and other supplies judi- 
ciously, they may commute the same and pay the value thereof in money 
per capita to such tribe or part thereof, the manner of such payment to 
be prescribed by the Secretary of the Interior. 

Sec. 7. That the Commissioner of Indian Affairs shall report annu- to be^m^ckfTn^^ff^^ 
ally to Congress, specifically showing the number of employees at each y- 
agency, industrial, and boarding school, which are supported in whole 
or in part out of the appropriations in this Act, giving name, when 
employed, in what capacity employed, male or female, whether white 
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or Indian, amonnt of compensation paid, and out of what item or fund 
of the appropriation paid. Also the number of employees in the Indian 
Bureau in Washington, when employed, iu what capacity employed, 
male or female, full name, amount of compensation paid and out of what 
fund paid, and under what law employed. 



AGEEEMENT WITH THE INDIANS OP THE FOET BELKISTAP 
INDIAN EESEEVATION IN MONTANA. 

B^ilna"^SdiI^^^*'^* ^' William C. Pollock, George Bird Grinnell? and 

e nap n mns. Walter M. Olemeuts, commissioners on the part of the United States, 

did on the ninth day of October, anno Domini eighteen hundred and 
ninety-five, conclude an agreement with the Indians of the Fort Belknap 
Eeservation in the State of Montana, which said agreement is in words 
and figures as follows (Senate Document Numbered One hundred and 
seventeen, Fifty-fourth Congress, first session), to wit; 

Agreement concluded October ninth, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
five, with the Indians of the Fort Belknap Eeservation in Montana, 
by William C. Pollock, George Bird Grinnell, and Walter M. Clements, 
commissioners. 

Commisaioners. This agreement, made and entered into this ninth day of October , 

anno Domini eighteen hundred ai^d ninety-five, by and between William 
O. Pollock, George Bird Grinnell, and Walter M. Clements, commis- 
sioners on the part of the United States, and the undersigned Indians, 
residing upon and attached to the Fort Belknap Indian Eeservation in 
the State of Montana, the same constituting a majority of the male 
adult Indians belonging upon said reservation, witnesseth that, 

Article I. 

Lands relinquished. Yov and in Consideration of the sum to be paid and the obligations 

assumed on the part of the United States, as hereinafter set forth, said 
Indians of the Fort Belknap Keservation hereby convey, relinquish, 
and release to the United States all their right, title, and interest in 
and to that portioi! of their present resei^vation, in the State of Montana, 
lying and being within the following-described lines, to wit: Beginning 
at the 54- mile boundary monument, at a point about the middle of the 
crest of Mission Butte, and follovring a straight line, bearing (mag- 
netic) north 17 degrees 30 minutes west, to the highest point on a lime- 
stone ridge on the south side of the north fork of People's Creek, arid 
running at right angles to the course of said creek at this point; thence 
in a straight line, bearing (magnetic) north 2 degrees 45 minutes west, 
to a rounded, timbered knob on the crest of the limestone reef on the 
north side of the north fork of People's Creek, and parallel with its 
general course; thence easterly, following the crest of the last-men- 
tioned limestone reef north of the north fork of People's Creek, to a 
low rounded hill on said limestone reef, where it dips down to the valley 
of Lodge Pole, or Ked Mountain Creek; thence in a straight line, north 
74 degrees east (magnetic) to the wooded limestone ridge known as 
Travois Butte, where a line drawn from the summit of Granite Butte 
(the peak south of the fil J mile boundary monument) north 15 degrees 
east (magnetic) would intersect it; thence along said straight line to 
the southern boundary line of the present reservation; thence along 
said southern boundary line of the present reservation to the point of 
beginning. 

Article II. 

Consideration. For and in Consideration of the conveyance, cession, and relinquish- 
ment hereinbefore made, the United States hereby covenants and 
agrees to advance and expend during the period of four years, begin- 
ning from and after the expiration of the payments provided for in the

agreement made between the parties hereto on the eleventh day of 
February, A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, and ratified by ^oi. 25, p. 133. 
Congresis on the first day of May, A, D. eighteen hundred and eighty- 
eight, under the direction of the Secretary of the Interior for the 
Indians, the sum of three hundred and sixty thousand dollars. It is 
agreed that the said money shall be deposited in the Treasury of the 
United States immediately upon the expiration of the payments under 
the said agreement of 1887, to bear interest at the rate of four per 
centum per annum, aud there shall be expended the sutq of ninety 
thousand dollars yearly, or so much thereof as may be necessary, as 
hereinafter provided. It is provided that any surplus accumulated 
under and remaining at the expiration of payments under the agree- 
ment of 1887 shall also bear interest at the rate of four per centum per 
annum. 

Such sums, or so much thereof as may be necessary in any one year, 
shall be expended in the purchase of cows, bulls, and other live stock, 
goods,* clothing, subsistence, agricultural implements; in providing 
employees, in the education of Indian children, in procuring medicine 
and medical attendance, in the care and support of the aged, sick, and 
intirui, and helpless orphans; in the erection and keeping in repair of 
such new agency and school buildings, mills, blacksmith, carpenter 
and Avagon shops, as may be necessary; in assisting the Indians to 
build and keep in repair their houses, enclose and irrigate their farms, 
and in such other ways as may best promote their civilization and 
improvement. 

Article III. 

It is agreed that in the employment of all agency and school employ- ^.E^pi^ment of in. 
ees preference in all cases be given to Indians residing on the reserva- ^ ^' 
tion, who are well qualified for guch positions, and that all cattle issued 
to said Indians for stock-raising purposes, and their progeny, shall 
bear the brand of the Indian Department, and shall not be sold, 
exchanged, or slaughtered except by the consent of the agent in charge, 
until such time as this restriction shall be removed by the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs. 

Article IY. 

In order to encourage habits of industry and to reward labor, it is nistriijutiou of cat- 
further understood and agreed that in the giving out or distribution of Preferences, 
cattle or other stock, goods, clothing, subsistence, and agricultural 
implements, as provided in Article 11, preference shall be given to 
Indians who endeavor by honest labor to support themselves, and espe- 
cially to those who in good faith undertake the cultivation of the soil 
and engage in pastoral pursuits as a means of obtaining a livelihood, 
and the distribution of these benefits shall be made from time to time 
in such manner as shall best promote the objects specified. 

Article Y. 

As the scarcity of water on this reservation renders the pursuit of stock raiaing, etc. 
agriculture difficult and uncertain, and since the reservation is well 
adapted to stock raising, and it seems proba.ble that the main reliance 
of these Indians for self-support is to be found in cattle raising, it is 
agreed that during the existence of this agreement no allotments of 
land in severalty shall be made to them, but that this whole reservation 
shall continue to be held by these Indians as a communal grazing tract, 
upon which their herds may feed undisturbed; and that after the expira- 
tion of this agreement the land shall continue to be so held until such, 
time as a majority of the adult males of the tribes shall request in 
writing that allotment in severalty shall be made of their lands: Pro- 
vided^ That any member of the tribes may, with the approval of the 
agent in charge, fence in such area of land as he and the members of 
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his fiamily would be entitled to under the allotment act, and may file 
with the agent a description of such laud and of the improvements that 
he has made on the same, and the flliug of such description shall give 
the said member of the tribes the right to take such land when allot- 
ments of the lands in severalty shall be made. 



Surveys, etc. 



Article YL 

So soon as this agreement shall have received the approval of Gon- 
gresSj the boundary lines described in Article I shall be surveyed, des- 
ignated, and marked by monuments not more than one-half mile apart. 
The expense of such survey shall be borne by the United States, but 
the unskilled laborers employed in the work shall be hired from among 
the Indians residing on this reservation. 

Such survey and the markings of the above described boundary lines 
shall be done immediately — not later than ninety days after the approval 
of this agreement by Congress— and completed as speedily as possible, 
and the ceded portion of the reservation shall not be thrown open to 
occupancy by the whites until after the new boundaries of the reserva- 
tion shall have been established and marked. 



AUTICLE YII. 

Prior claims. It is further agreed and provided that none of the money realized 

from the sale of this land shall be applied to the payment of any judg- 
ment which has been or may hereafter be rendered upon any claim for 
damages because of depredations committed by said Indians prior to 
the date of this agreement. 

Article YIII. 

ForiBer agreement All of the provisious of the agreement between the parties hereto, 
continued. ^^^^ February 11, 1887, not in conflict with the provisions of this 

agreement, are hereby continued in full force and effect. 

Article IX. 



Meaning of "In- It is understood and declared that whenever the word Indian is used 

in this agreement it includes mixed bloods as well as full bloods.

This agreement shall not be binding upon either party until ratified 
by Congress.

AGEEEMENT WITH THE mDIANS OF THE BLAOKFEET 
IKDIAI^T RESERVATIOIT IIST MONTAI^A. 

Sec. 9. Whereas William C. Pollock, George Bird Grinnell, and EitclfeetResei^^ra 
Walter M. Clements, commissioners on the part of the United States, Indians. ^ ^ 
did on the twenty-sixth day of September, anno Domini eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety- five, conclude an agreement with the Indians of the 
Blackfeet Reservation, in the State of Montana, which said agreement 
is in words and figures as follows (Senate Document iTSTumbered One 
hundred and eighteen, Fifty -fourth Congress, first session), to wit: 

Agreement concluded September twenty-sixth, eighteen hundred 
and ninety-five, with the Indians of the Blackfeet Reservation, in Mon- 
tana, by William O. Pollock, George Bird Grinnell, and Walter M. 
Clements, commissioners. 

This agreement, made and entered into the twenty-sixth day of Sep- commissioners, 
tember, anno Domini eighteen hundred and ninety- five, by and between 
William C. Pollock, George Bird Grinnell, and Walter M, Clements, 
commissioners on the part of the United States, and the undersigned 
Indians, both full bloods and mixed bloods, residing upon and attached 
to the Blackfeet Indian Reservation, in the State of Montana, the same 
constituting a majority of the male adult Indians belonging upon said 
reservation, both full bloods and mixed bloods, the latter s rights to 
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participate in all business proceedings of said tribe and to share in all 
the benefits accruing to said tribes trora a sale of land or otherwise 
being hereby recognized as equal to the full bloods, witnesseth that : 

Aeticle I. 

Landa relinquished, ^qj* in Consideration of the sums to be paid and the obligations 

assumed upon the part of the United States, as hereinafter set forth, 
said Indians of the Blackfeet Eeservation hereby convey, relinquish, 
and release to the United States all their right, title, and interest in 
and to that portion of their present reservation in the State of Mon- 
tana lying and being west of the following-described line, to wit: 

Beginning at a point on the northern boundary of the reservation 
due north from the summit of Chief Mountain, and running thence 
south to said summit; thence in a straight line to the most northeast- 
erly point of Flat Top Crag; thence to the most westerly of the mouths 
of Divide Creek; thence up said creek to a point where a line drawn 
from the said northeasterly point of Flat Top Crag to the summit of 
Divide Mountain intersects Divide Creek; thence to the summit of 
Divide Mountain; thence in a straight line to the western extremity 
of the lower Two Medicine Lake; thence in a straight line to a point 
on the southern line of the right of way of the Great ^Northern Bail way 
Company four miles west of the western end of the railway bridge 
across the north fork of the Two Medicine River; thence in a straight 
line to the summit of Heart Butte, and thence due south to the southern 
line of the present reservation : Provided, That said Indians shall have, 

Eeservations. and do hereby reserve to themselves, the right to go upon any portion 

of the lands hereby conveyed so long as the same shall remain public 
lands of the United States, and to cut and remove therefrom wood and 
timber for agency and school purposes, and for their personal uses for 
houses, fences, and all other domestic purposes: And provided /mother, 

Htmtingandflshiug. That the Said Indians hereby reserve and retain the right to hunt upon 

said lands and to fish in the streams thereof so long as the same shall 
remain public lands of the United States under and in accordance with 
the provisions of the game and fish laws of the State of Montana. 

Article II. 

Consideration. For and in consideration of the conveyance; cession, and relinquish- 

ment hereinbefore made the United States hereby covenants and agrees 
to advance and expend during the period of ten years beginning from 
and after the expiration of the payments provided for in the agreement 
made between the parties hereto on the eleventh day of February,

the first day of May, A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-eight, under 
the direction of the Secretary of the Interior for the Indians, both full 
bloods and mixed, bloods, now attached to and receiving rations and 
annuities at the Blackfeet Agency, and all who shall hereafter be 
declared by the tribes located upon said reservation, with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Interior, entitled to membership in those tribes, 
the sum of one million five hundred thousand (11,500,000.00) dollars. 

Money payments. It is agreed that said money shall be paid as follows : The first year 

after the expiration of payments under the agreement of eighteen hun- 
dred and eighty-seven (1887), three hundred thousand ($300,000.00) 
dollars, one-half of which shall be deposited in the United States 
Treasury and bear interest at four per centum per annum, and one-half, 
or so much thereof a& shall be necessary, shall be expended as herein- 
after provided ; and annually thereafter for eight years the sum of one 
hundred and fifty thousand ($150,000.00) dollars: Provided^ That any 
surplus accumulated under and remaining at the expiration of the 
agreement of 1887, and any surplus that may remain from any annual 
payment provided for herein, shall also be placed in the United States 
Treasury to the credit of said Indians, and shall bear interest 'at the 
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rate of four per centum per annum. Such sums^ or so much thereof as 
may be necessary in any one year, shall be expended in the purchase of 
cows, bulls, and other live stock, goods, clothing, subsistence, agricul- 
tural implements, in providing employees, in the education of Indian 
children, in procuring medicine and medical attendance, in the care and 
support of the aged, sick, and infirm, and of helpless orphan in the 
erection and keeping in repair of such new agency and school buildings, 
mills, blacksmith, car|>enter, and wagon shops as may be necessary, in 
assisting the Indians to build and keep in repair their houses, inclose 
and irrigate their farms, aud in such other ways as may best promote 
their civilization and improvement. 

Article III. 

It is agreed that in the employment of all agency and school employees 
preference in all cases be given to Indians residing on the reservation, 
who are well qualified for such positions; and that all cattle issued to 
said Indians for stock-raising purposes, and their progeny, shall bear 
the brand of the Indian Department, and shall not be sold, exchanged, 
or slaughtered, except by the consent of the agent in charge, until such 
time as this restriction shall be removed by the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs. 

Abticle IV. 

In order to encourage habits of industry and to reward labor, it is tIe?et^^prefOTence3^ 
farther understood and agreed that, in the giving out or distribution 
of cattle or other stock, goods, clothing, subsistence, and agricultural 
implements, as provided in Article. II, preference shall be given to 
Indians who endeavor by honest labor to support themselves, and 
especially to those who in good faith undertake the cultivation of the 
soil aud engage in pastoral pursuits as a means of obtaining a liveli- 
hood, and the distribution of these benefits shall be made from time to 
time, in such manner as shall best promote the objects specified. 

Article Y. 

Since the situation of the Blackfeet Eeservation renders it wholly stock raiamg, etc. 
unfit for agriculture, and since these Indians have shown within the 
past four years that they can successfully raise horned cattle, and there 
is every probability that they will become self supporting by attention 
to this industry, it is agreed that during the existence Of this agree- 
ment no allotments of land in severalty shall be made to them, but 
that this whole reservation shall continue to be held by these Indians 
as a communal grazing tract upon which their herds may feed undis- 
turbed; and that after the expiration of this agreement the lands shall 
continue to be held until such tinae as a majority of the adult males of 
the tribe shall request in writing that allotment in severalty shall be 
made of their lands : Promdedj That any member of the tribe may, with 
the approval of the agent in charge, fence in such area of land as he 
and the members of his family would be entitled to under the allotment 
act, and may file with the agent a description of such land and of the 
improvements that he has made on the same, and the filing of such 
description shall give the said members of the tribe the right to take 
such land when allotments of the land in severalty shall be made. 

Article VI, 

So soon as this agreement shall have received the approval of Con- snrTOys. etc. 
gress the boundary lines described in Article I shall be surveyed and 
designated by two engineers, one of whom shall be selected by the 
Indians and one by the Secretary of the Interior; the said boundaries 
shall at once be marked by monuments, not more than one-half mile 
apart; the points at the mouth of Divide Creek and the westernmost 
extremity of the lower Two Medicine Lake, after they have been 
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marked, shall be fixed and remain unchanged, no matter what altera- 
tions may hereafter take place in the course of said creek, or in the level 
of said lake. The expense of such survey shall be shared equally 
between the United States and the tribes occupying this reservation, 
but the unskilled laborers employed in the work shall be hired from 
among the Indians residing on this reservation. 

Such survey and the marking of the above.described boundary lines 
shall be begun immediately — not later than ninety days after the 
approval of this agreement by Congress — and completed as speedily as 
possible, and the ceded portion of the reservation shall not be thrown 
open to occupancy by the whites until after the new boundaries of the 
reservation shall have been established and marked.

States of America in Congress assembled^ That the following smris be, jravaa service appro- 
aud they are hereby, appropriated, to be paid out of any money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the naval service of the Gov- 
ernment for the year ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
seven, and for other purposes: 

Pay of the ^STAVT, pay of the Navy. 

For the pay of officers on sea duty; ofBeers on shore and other duty; 
officers on waiting orders ; officers on the retired list; clerks t^o com- 
mandants of yards and stations j clerks to paymasters at yards and 
stations ; general storekeepers; receiving ships and other vessels ; esrta'a 
pay to men reenlisting under honorable discharge; interest on deposits 
by men; pay of petty officers, seamen, landsmen, and boys, including 
men in the engineers' force and for the Coast Survey Service and Fish 
Commission, nine thousand two hundred and fifty men and seven hun- 
dred and fifty boys, at the pay prescribed by law ; and the Secretary of 
the Navy is hereby authorized to enlist at any time after the passage of 
this Act as many additional men as in his discretion he may deem nec- 
essary, not to exceed one thousand, eight-million one hundred thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-three dollars: Provided^ That the Secretary Provisos.

River by the Mobile and Ohio Railroad Company. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the Mobile and Ohio 
Rjiilroad Company, a corporation created and existing under the laws 
of Alabama, its successors and assigns, be, and is hereby, authorized 
to construct and maintain a bridge across the Warrior River at a place 
suitable to commerce aud not interfering with navigation, at a point in 
Tuscaloosa County, in the State of Alabama, and to lay on or over said 
bridge a track or tracks for the more perfeetconuectioa of any railroad 
or railroads that are or shall' be constructed to said river, on either or 
both sides thereof at or opposite said point, under the limitations and 
conditions hereinafter provided. That said bridge shall not interfere 
with the free navigation of said river, and in case of any litigation 
arising from any obstruction or alleged obstruction to the free naviga- 
tion of said river, by reason of the construction of said bridge, the 
cause maybe tried before the circuit court of the United States in and 
for any district in whose jurisdiction any portion of said obstruction or 
bri(ige may be. Said bridge shall be constructed to provide for the 
passage of railroad trains. 

Sec. 2. That said bridge shall be provided with one or more draw 
openings, each having not less than one hundred feet clear channel way 
at low water, and in addition to said draw openings one or more fixed 
channel spans, each having not less than one hundred feet clear chan- 
nel way; and every part of the superstructure of said bridge shall give 
a clear headroom of not less than ten feet above extreme known high- 
water mark : Provided, That all spans shall be so located as to aiford the 
greatest possible accommodation to the river traffic and a draw opening 
shall, if practicable, be located next or near shore : Provided also. That 
if the physical characteristics of the locality so require, and the interest 
of navigation be not injured thereby, the lengths of the fixed spans or 
the number of draw openings may be reduced: Provided also, That 
for any two adjacent draw openings of one hundred feet eachonedraw 
opening of two hundred feet or more may be substituted if, in the 
opinion of the Secretary of War, the interest of navigation be not 
injured theieby. 

Sec. 3. That all draw spans authorized by this Act shall be operated 
by steam or other reliable power and shall be opened ])roniptly upon 
reasonable signal for the passage of boats, except when trains are pass- 
ing over said span or spans; but in no case shall unnecessary delay 
occur in opening said draw after the passage of trains; and also that 
in case the opening of a draw is delayed by reason of the passing of a 
train after the signal has been given from a boat ready to pass through 
the draw shall be opened for the passage of such boat before another 
train is allowed to pass over the said span or spans; nor shall there be 
any unnecessary delay in the passage of trains over the bridge. 

Sec. 4. That all piers shall be bailt as near as may be parallel with 
the current of the river at that stage of water which is most important 
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for navigation, and the bridge itself shall be built as nearly as may be 
at right angles thereto; and that riprapping or other protection for 
imperfect foundations which will lessen the required waterway shall 
not be permitted ; and also that piers which will produce cross currents 
or bara dangerous to navigation shall not be constructed; and if after 
construction any piers or accessory works are found to produce the 
above-mentioned eli'ects, or if any riprapping or other protection pro- 
hibited by this section is found to exist, the nuisance shall be abated 
or corrected under the direction of the Secretary of War, at the expense 
of the company or persons owning, controlling, or operating said bridge. 

8ec. 5. That the approaches to said bridge shall be so designed and ^pp^'aches. 
constructed as not to interfere with the free discharge of said river in 
seasons of flood; and any encroachment on the high -water cross sec- 
tion by piers, solid embankments, or otherwise which will result in 
unduly accelerating the high-water current at the site of the bridge 
will not be allowed. 

Sec. 6. That any corporation, company, or persons owning, control- Aide to navigation, 
ling, or operating the bridge built under the authority of this Act shall 
build and maintain at all times, as accessory works to such bridge, such 
booms, piers, dikes, guard fences, and similar devices as may be neces- 
sary to insure at all times a permanent channel for a sufficient distance 
above and below the bridge site, and for the guiding of rafts, steam- 
boats, and other water craft safely under or through said bridge; and 
if at any time after the construction of the bridge and its accessory 
works the approaches to draw openings, channel spans, or raft pas- 
sages in said bridge are found to be dangerous or difficult of access by 
river traffic the Secretary of War may, upon the recommendation of 
the Chief of Engineers, United States Army, order the corporation, 
company, or persons owning, controlling, or operating said bridge to con- 
struct, under his directions, and to maintain such additional sheer 
booms, dikeSj and other devices as will obviate the difficulty mentioned, 
which additional sheer booms, dikes, and other devices shall be built and 
maintained at their own expense by said company or persons^ and that Lights, etc. 
said company or persons shall maintain, at their own expense, from 
sunset to sunrise throughout the season of navigation, such lights and 
othep signals on said bridge as may be required by the Light-House 
Board for the security of navigation. 

Sec. 7. That the bridge authorized to be constructed by Act 
sh^ll be located and built under and subject to such regulations for the ^^^^"^^ ^ ® 
security of navigation oti said river as the Secretary of War shall pre- 
scribe; and to secure that object said corporation shall submit for his 
examination a design and drawings of the bridge, piers, approaches, 
and accessory works, and a map of the location giving, for a space of 
at least three miles above and one mile below the proposed location, the 
topography of the banks of said river and the shore lines at high and 
low water. This map shall be accompanied by others drawn on the 
scale of one inch to two hundred feet, giving, for a space of one-half 
of a mile above the line of the proposed bridge and one-quarter of a 
mile below, an accurate representation of the bottom of the river, by 
contour lines five feet apart, determined by accurate soundings, and 
also showing over the whole width of this part of the river the force 
and direction of the currents at low water, at high water, and at least 
one intermediate stage by triangulated observations on suitable floats. 
The maps shall also show the location of other bridges in the vicinity 
and shall give such information as the Secretary of War may require 
for a full and satisfactory understanding of the subject; and the con- 
struction of the proposed bridge shall not be commenced until the 
location and plans thereof are approved by the Secretary of War, 

Sec. 8. That any bridge constructed under the authority of this Act Supervision, 
shall be built under the general supervision of the Secretary of War, 
and no changes or alterations in plans shall be made during the con- 
struction of said bridge or after its completion unless said changes or changes, 
alterations conform to . the provisions of this Act and are authorized by 
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the Secretary of War; that such alterations and changes as may be 
required by the Secretary of War in said bridge so as to preserve free 
and convenient navigation shall be made under the direction of the 
Secretary of War at the expense of the company or persons owning, 
controlling, or operating said bridge. That during original construction 
or in carrying out any authorized change or repairs of said bridge a 
navigable channel shall be preserved at the site of the bridge at all 
times, and the waterway of the river shall not be obstructed to a greater 
extent than is absolutely necessary, and such lights and buoys shall be 
kept on all cofferdams, piles, and so forth, as may be necessary for the 
security of navigation.

maintain a bridge across the Cahaba River, at a place suitable to com- 
merce and not interfering with navigation, at a point in Bibb County, 
in the State of Alabama, and to lay on or over said bridge a track or 
tracks for the more perfect connection of any railroad or railroads that 
are or shall be constructed to said river, on either or both sides thereof, 
at or opposite said point, under the limitations and conditions herein- 
after provided. That said bridge shall not interfere with the free 
navigation of said river, and in case of any litigation arising from any 
obstruction or alleged obstruction to the free navigation of said river 
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by reason of the construction of the said bridge the cause may be tried 
before the circuit court of the United States in and for any district in 
whose jurisdiction any portion of said obstruction or bridge may be. 
Said bridge shall be constructed to provide for the passage of railroad 
trains. 

Sec. 2. That said bridge shall be provided with one or more openings, 
each having not less than one hundred feet clear channel way at low 
water, and in addition to said openings one or more fixed channel 
spans, if required by the Secretary of War, each having not less than 
Mty feet clear channel way; and every part of the superstructure of 
said bridge shall give a clear headroom of not less than six feet above 
extreme known high-water mark: Provided^ That all spans shall be so 
located as to afford the greatest possible accommodation to the river 
trafflc : Provided also^ That if the physical characteristics of the locality 
so require, and the interest of navigation be not injured thereby, the 
lengths of the fixed spans or the number of openings may be reduced: 
Provided alsoj That for any two adjacent openings of one hundred feet 
each one opening of two hundred feet or more may be substituted if, in 
the opinion of the Secretary of War, the interests of navigation be not 
injured thereby. 

Sec. 3. That all draw spans, if any are found necessary and are 
required by the Secretary of War, by this Act shall be operated by 
steam or other reliable power, and shall be opened promptly upon 
reasonable signal for the passage of boats, except when trains are 
passing over said span or spans; but in no case shall tmnecessary 
delay occur in opening said draw after the passage of trains, and also 
that in case the opening of at draw is delayed by reason of the passing 
of a train after the signal has been given from a boat ready to pass 
thrtmgh the draw shall be opened for the passage of such boat before 
another train is allowed to pass over the said span or spans; nor shall 
there be any unnecessary delay in the passage of trains over the bridge. 

Sec. 4, That all piers shall be buOt as nearly as may be parallel with 
the current of the river at that stage of water which is most important 
for navigation, and the bridge itself shall be built as nearly as may be

ate a railroad bridge, with single or double track, for railroad traffic 
across the Allegheny Eiver within the limits of Allegheny County, State 
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of Pennsylvauia, at some poiniruortlieast of tbe eastern boundary line 
of the city of Pittsburg.

Be it enacted by the Senate and Some of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled^ That the county of Saint Louis, ^^,^^^'''1^^^'^^^^ ^sa?Bt 
in the State of Minnesota, is hereby authorized and empowered to erect, Louis River, Fond du 
establish, and maintaiii, or authorize the erection, establishment, and Lac, Minn, 
maintenance of a foot and wagon bridge across the Saint Louis Eiver, 
in section numbered seven, in township numbered forty-eight north of 
range numbered fifteen west, said section being partly in the county of 
Saint Louis and partly in the county of Douglas and State of Wiscon- 
sin, at a point described as follows: Commencing at or near the inter- 
section of Cherokee street and One hundred and thirty-fifth avenue 
west, in the city of Duluth, Minnesota, at the suburban village known 
as Fond du Lac, thence crossing the Saint Louis Eiver in a line at right 
angles to the channel of said river to a point on the Wisconsin shore 
about one hundred feet westerly from the mouth of Dabray Creek. 
That said bridge shall not interfere with the free navigation of said Free navigation, 
river beyond what is necessary in order to carry into effect the rights 
and privileges hereby granted.

Whereas the legal owners of said brig, cargo, freight, and personal q^^^^ evidence on 
effects, or some of them, did, on the twenty-ninth day of July, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-four, file in said Court of Claims, In the case referred 
to said court by the Secretary of the Navy, and then numbered on the 
docket of said court departmental case numbered sixteen, their jjetition 
setting forth their losses by said collision ; and whereas evidence has 
been taken upon said petition, both by said petitioners and by the 
United States, and said evidence has been filed in said court, the claim 
above referred to said court may be heard and determined by said court

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CHAP. 11. — An Act Providing for the location and. purchase of public lands for 
reservoir sites. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled^ That any person, live-stock 
company, or transportation corporation engaged in breeding, grazing, 
driving, or transporting live stock may construct reservoirs upon unoc- 
cupied public lands of the United States, not mineral or otherwise 
reserved, for the purpose of furnishing water to such live stock, and 
shall have control of such reservoir, under regulatiotis prescribed by 
the Secretary of the Intorior, and the lands upon which the same is con- 
structed, not exceeding one hundred and sixty acres, so long as such 
reservoir is maintained and water kept therein for such purposes; Fro- 
vided^ That such reservoir shall not be fenced and shall be open to the 
free use of any person desiring to water animals of any kind. 

Sec. 2. That any person, live-stock company^ or corporation desiring 
to avail themselves of the provisions of this Act shall file a declaratory 
statement in the United States land office in the district where the laud 
is situated, which statement shall describe the land where such reser- 
voir is to be or has been constructed: shall state what business such 
corporation is engaged inj specify the capacity of the reservoir in gal- 
lons, and whether such company, person, or corporation has filed upon 
other reservoir sites within the same county; and if so, how many. 

Sec. 3. That at any time after the completion of such reservoir or 
reservoirs which, if not completed at the date of the passage of this 
Act, shall be constructed and completed within two years after filing 
such declaratory statement, such person, company, or corporation shall 
have the same accurately surveyed, as hereinafter provided, and shall 
file in the United States land office in the district in which such reser- 
voir is located^a map or plat showing the location of such reservoir, 
which map or plat shall be transmitted by the register and receiver of 
said United States land ofiGlce to the Secretary of the Interior and 
approved by him, and thereafter such land shall be reserved from sale 
by the Secretary of the Interior so long as such reservoir is kept in 
repair and water kept therein.

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war of the United States than the rate per mile paid for the transpor- 
tation over the railroad or public highways leading to the said bridge, 
and shall enjoy the rights and privileges of other post roads in tlie 
United States; and equal privileges in the use of said bridge shall be 
granted to all telegraph and telephone companies^ and the United 
States shall have the right of way across said bridge and its approaches 
for postal-telegraph purposes : Frovided^ That the bridge herein author- 
ized to be constructed shall be so kept and managed by the company 
owning or operating it as to afford proper ways and means for the 
passage through or under it of vessels, barges, or rafts at all times, 
both by day and by night; and there shall be displayed on said bridge, 
from sunset to sunrise, such, lights and signals as the Light-House

Sec. 3. That if said bridge, erected and maintained under the 
authority of this Act, shall at any time substantially or materially 
obstruct the free navigation of said river or shall, in the opinion of the 
Secretary of War, obstruct such navigation, he is hereby authorized to 
cause such change or alteration of said bridge to be made as will effec- 
tually obviate such obstruction, and such alteration shall be made and 
all such obstructions be removed at the expense of the owner or owners 
of said bridge J and in case of any litigation arising from any obstruc- 
tion or alleged obstruction to the free navigation of said river, the case 
may be brought in the district court of the United States in the State 
of Louisiana in w hich any portion of said obstruction or bridge may be 
located: Provided, That nothing in this Act shall be so construed as to 
repeal or modify any of the provisions of law now existing in reference 
to the protection of the navigation of rivers or to exempt said bridge 
from the operation of the same. 

Sec. 4. That all railroad companies desiring the use of said bridge 
shall have and be entitled to equal rights and privileges relative to the 
passage of railway trains over the same, and over the approaches 
thereto, upon payment of a reasonable compensation for such use; or, 
in case of disagreement, upon such terms and conditions as may be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of War upon hearing the allegations and 
proofs of the parties in interest. 

Sec. 5. That the bridge authorized to be constructed under this Act 
shall be built and located under and subject to such regulations for the 
security of navigation of said river as the Secretary of War shall pre- 
scribe, and to secure that object the said company or corporation shall 
submit to the Secretary of War, for his examination and approval, a 
design and drawings of said bridge and a map of the location, prepared 
with reference to a known datum plane, upon prescribed scale, furnished 
by the Engineer officer having supervision of said river, and giving for 
the space of two miles above and two miles below the proposed location 
of the bridge the topography of the banks of the river, with shore lines 
at high and low water, the direction and strength of the currents at all 
stages,, and the soundings, accurately showing the bed of the stream, 
the location of any other bridge or bridges, and shall furnish such other 
information as may be required for a full and satisfactory understa<nd- 
ing of the subject; and until the said plans and location of the bridge 
are approved by the Secretary of War the bridge shall not be built, and 
should any change be made in the plan of the said bridge during the 
process of construction, such change shall be subject to the approval of 
the Secretary of War, and said structure shall be changed at the cost 
and expense of the owners thereof from time to time as the Secretary 
of War may direct, so as to preserve the free and convenient navigation 
of said river.

and shall enjoy the rights and privileges of other ])ost roads in the 
United States; and equal privileges in the use of said bridge shall be 
granted to all telegrapb and telephone companies, and the United States 
shall have tlie riglit of way across said bridge and its approac^bes for 
postal telegraph ]>urp()ses: Proridcd^ That tbe bridge lierein authorized 
tt) be constructed sliall be so kept and managed by tbe company own- 
ing or operating it as to attbrd proper ways and means for the ])assage 
tlirougii or under it of vessels, barges, or rafts at all times, both by day 
and by night; and there shall be displayed on said bridge, from sun- 
set to sunrise, such lights and signals as tbe Light House Board shall 
l>rescribe. 

Sec. 3. That if said bridge, erected and maintained under tbe author- 
ity of this Act, shall at any time, substahtially or raateriallyj obstruct 
the free navigation of said riv^ei', or sliall, in tbe opinion of tbe Secretary 
of War, obstruct such navigation, be is hereby authorized to cause such 
change or alteration of said bridge to be ntade as will eilectually obvi- 
ate such obstruction; and such alteration shall be made and all such 
obstructions be removed at the expense of tbe owner or owners of said 
bridge. And in case of any litigation arising from any obstruction or 
alleged obstruction to the free navigation of said river the case may 
be brought in the district court of tbe United States for the westeru 
district of Louisiana: Frovided^ That nothing in this Act shall be so 
construed as to repeal or modify any of the provisions of lawnow exist- 
ing in reference to the protection of the navigation of rivers or to exempt 
said bridge from the operation of the sanie. 

Sec. 4. Tiiat all railroad companies desiring tbe use of said bridge 
shall have and be entitled to equal rights and privileges relative to the 
passage of railway trains over tbe same and the a])proaches thereto 
upon payment of a reasonable compensation for such use; or, in case 
of disagTeement, upon such terms and conditions as shall be prescribed 
by the Secretary of War upon hearing the allegations and proofs of the 
parties in interest. 

Sec. 5. That tbe bridge authorized to be constructed under this Act 
shall be built and located under and subject to such regulations for the 
security of navigation of said river as the Secretary of War shall ]u*e- 
scribe, and to secure that object tbe said company or corporation shall 
submit to the Secretary of War, for his examination and approval, a 
design and drawings of said bridge and a snap of the location, prepared 
with reference to a known datum plane, upon prescribed scale, furnished 
by tbe Engineer officer having supervision of said river, and giving for 
the space of two miles above and two miles below tbe proposed location 
of tbe bridge tbe topography of tbe banks of tbe river, \vitb shore lines 
at high and low water, the direction and strength of the currents at all 
stages, and the soundings, accurately showing tbe bed of the stream, 
the location of any other bridge or bridges, and shall turnish such other 
information as may be required for a full and satisfactory understand- 
ing of the subject; and until the said plans and location of tbe bridge 
are approved by tbe Secretary of War the bridge shall not be built; 
and should any change be made in the plan of the said bridge during 
the process of construction such change shall be subject to tbe approval 
of the Secretary of War, and said structure shall be changed at tbe 
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cost and expense of the owners thereof from time to time, as the Sec- 
retary of War may directj so as to preserve the free and conveuieut 
navigation ot said river. 

Sec. 6. That this Act shall be null and void if actiinl construction of ^(j^^^Skiu^^"^"** 
the bridge herein authorized be not commenced within one year and ^ 
completed within three years from the date hereof. 

Sec, 7. That the right to alter, amend, or repeal this Act is hereby Amemiment.etc. 
expressly reserved.

States of America in Congress assembled^ That Edward M. (laliaudet, of Con ven t ion of 
Washington, in the District of Columbia; l^^rancis I). Clarke, of Flint, oi"l™^^^^^^ 
iu the State of Michigan; S. Tei^t Walker, of Jacksonville, in the State 
of Illinois; James L. Smith, of Faribault, iu the State of ilinnesota; 
Sarah Fuller, of Boston, in the State of Massaclju setts; David C. Dud- 
ley, of Colorado Springs, in the State of Colorado, and John K. Dobyns, 
of Jackson, in the State of Mississippi, officers and members of the 
Convention of American Instructors of tlie Deaf, and tlieir associates 
and successors be, and they are hereby, incorporated and made a body 
politic and corporate in the District of Columbia by the name of the 

Convention of American Instructors of the Deaf," for tlie promotion 
of the education of the deaf on the broadest, most advanced, and practi- 
cal lines; and by that name it may sue and be sued, plead and be 
impleaded in any court of law or equity, and may have and use a com- 
mon seal and change the same at pleasure.

of the objects aforesaid. 

Sec. 3. That said corporation shall have a constitution and regula- 
tions or by-laws, and shall have power to amend the same at pleasure: 
F7'ovided^ That such constitution and regulations or by-laws do not 
conflict with the laws of the United States or of any State, 

Sec. 4. That said association may hold its meetings in such places 
as said incorporators shall determine, and shall report to Congress, 
through the president of the Columbia Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb at Washington, District of Columbia, such jiortions of its pro- 
ceedings and transactions as its ofiBcers shnll deem to be of general 
public interest and value concerning the education of the deaf.

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CHAP. 95.— An Act To enable the town of Flaj^staff, in the Territory of Arizona, . January 26, 1897. 
to issue bonds to construct a water system. " 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the town of Flagstaff, in Flagstaff, Ariz, 
the Territory of Arizona, by its mayor ajid comnjon council, is hereby thorizedfir^atersyS 
enabled to issue bonds of the said town, not to exceed sixty-five thou- 
sand dollars iu amount, payable within thirty years from the date 
thereof, in lawful money of the United States of America, and to bear 
interest at not to exceed six per centum per annum, interest payable 
semiannually, the proceeds of the sale of said bonds, which shall not 
be sold at less than par, to be used exclusively iu the construction of a 
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water system for the said town of Flagstaff; that before said bonds are 
sold at least thirty days' notice shtiU be given by publication in one or 
more newspapers of general circulation, asking forbids for the piircliase 
of said bonds at not Jess than par. 

Sec. 2. That at the time said bonds are ready to -be issued by the 
mayor and common council of the said town of Flagstaff the city treas- 
urer of said town of Flagstaff, in whose custody the said bonds, or the 
proceeds of the sale thereof, shall be kept, shall be required to give an 
additional bond, to be approved by the mayor and comtnon council of 
said town, to the said town, in not less than the value of said bonds, or 
the proceeds of the sale thereof, in his hands, for tbe safe keeping of 
said bonds, or the proceeds of the sale thereof, and to account for the 
same. 

Sec. 3. That before said bonds are issued the mayor and common 
council of the town of Flagstaff shall cause an election to be held, in 
all respects as elections are now held in said town for the election of 
town ofticers, at which election the qualified electors of said town may 
vote for or against the issuance of said bonds, and should one-third of 
the votes cast at said election be against the issuance of said bonds, then 
said town of Flagstaff, by its mayor and common council, shall not 
issue said bonds.

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CHAF. 96. — An Act To provide for the payment of certain claims against the 
District of Columbia by drawback certiticates. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled^ That tbe auditor of the 
supreme court of tiie District of Gohinibia is hereby empowered and 
directed to examine and audit for settlement all claims for property 
taken, injured, or destroyed by reason of tbe destruction or removal 
of the Northern Liberty Market, in the city of Washington, District 
of Columbia, in September, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, as also 
all claims for payments made for the purchase, rent, or use of any stall 
or privilege in said market house and for license for conducting any 
business therein, to the extent of the unexpired term of said purchase, 
rent, use, or license. 

Sec. 2. That when the auditor has ascertained the amount of the 
loss as above described, in any case growing out of the removal or 
destruction of the market as aforesaid, he shall issue a drawback cer- 
tificate, signed by him as auditor, to the party or parties who suffered 
such loss or damage, or to their legal representatives, stating the 
amount found to be due and on what account issued, and shall keep a 
registry thereof; and said drawback certificates with interest thereon 
at three and sixty-five one hundredths per centum per annum from Sep- 
tember fourth, eighteen hundred and seventy two, shall be received for 
arrears of taxes due the District of Columbia and unpaid on June 
thirtieth, eighteen hundred and ninety-five. 

Sec. 3, That said auditor shall make a tabular statement of all claims 
presented, the persons owning the same, and the amount found to be 
due on account of each; and for the purposes hereinbefore specified 
said auditor shall have the power to subpcena witnesses, administer 
oaths, and examine witnesses under oath, and shall have full acces^i to 
all of the records, books, papers, and voucheis of every kind whatso- 
ever of the late board of public works atid the District of Columbia, 
and shall provide, by fair and equitable rules, for the examination of 
the same by claimants or their attorneys. Said auditor shall give 
notice for the presentation of the claims hereinbefore specified in such 
manner as he may deem necessary, and lio claim shall be audited or 
allowed unless presented within ninety days after the first publication 
of such notice; and said auditor shall make full report of all his acts 
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, and proceedings to the Commissioners of the District of Coluii.bia. 
Said auditor shall complete his work under this Act within two jears 
from its passage, and be paid the necessary costs, expenses fa- clerical Expenses, 
and other services, stationery, books, advertising, and other incidentals 
under this Act, on the order of the Commissioners of the District of 
Columbia on the request, in writing, of the said auditor, out of the 
surplus revenues of said District: Provided,, That no claim shall be Proviso. 
allowed, and no drawback certificate shall issue, upon such claim, until ^pp'^**'' ■ 
the Commissioners of the District of Columbia shall have first approved 
the same.

Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of JRepresentatires of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled^ That the assent of Congress is 
hereby given to the Columbia and lied ^Mountain Railway Company, a 
coi poi ation existing- under the laws of the State of Washinjrton, to con- 
struct, maintain, ami operate a railway within tluit State, and to its suc- 
cessors and assigns, to construct and maintain a bridge and approaches 
thereto across the Columbia liiver, in tlie State of Washington, at such 
point on said river in the county of Stevens as may accotiimodate the line 
of railway which said corporation may build to said point. Said bridge 
shall be constructed to ])rovide for tbe passage of railway trains, and 
at the option of the said corporation may be used for the passage of 
wagons and vehicles of ail kinds, and for the transit of animals and for 
foot ]>assengers, for such reasonable rates of toll as may be fixed by the 
Secretaiy of War; and the Secretary of War shall have the right from 
time to time to revise such rates. 

Sec. 2. That the said bridge shall be so constructed that a free and 
unobstructed i>assage may be secured to all water era It, rafts, or logs 
navigating said riv^er at the i^oint aforesaid. The said bridge shall be 
located, built, and operated under and snbject to snch regulations for 
the securing of the navigation of said river, aiul such requirements as 
to location and direction of piers and spans, clear lieading in high water, 
and clear spans at low water, as the Secretary shall prescribe; and to 
secure that object the said company sliall submit to the Secretary of 
War, for his examination and a})i)roval, drawings of said bridge and 
piers, and a map of the location, giving, for the space of one mile below 
and one mile above the proposed location, the topogra]>hy of the banks 
of the river, the shore lines at high and low water, the direction and 
strength of the current at ordinary high and low stages, and the sound- 
ings, accurately showing the bed and channel of the stream, and shall 
furnish such information as shall be required for a full and satisfactory 
understanding of the subject; and, until the said location and plan of 
the bridge hereby authorized to be constructed are approved by tbe 
Secretary of War, the said bridge shall not be commenced or built; and 
should any change be made in the plan of such bridge during the prog- 
ress of construction or after completion thereof, such change shall be 
subject to the approval of the Secretary of War: iVorirfef?, That the 
persons or corporation owning said bridge shall maintain, at their own 
expense, from sunset to sunrise, such lights or other signals on said 
bridge as the Light-House Board shall prescribe. 

Sec. 3. That the bridge authorized to be constructed under this Act 
shall be a lawlul structure and shall be recognized and known as a post 
route, upon which, also, no higher charge shall be made for the trans- 
mission over the same of the mails, troops, and munitions of war of the 
United States, or for through railway passengers or freight passing 
over said bridge, than the rate per mile paid for their transmission over 
the railroads leading to said bridge; and the United States shall have 
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the right of way across said bridge and its approaches for postal- tele- 
graph purposes, md all telegraph or telephone companies shall have 
equal rights. 

Sec. 4, That all railroad companies desiring tlie use of said bridge 
shall have and be entitled to equal rights and privileges relative to the 
passage of railway trains over the same, and over the approaches 
thereto, upon payment of a reasonable compensation to the owners of 
said bridge, and should the several railroad companies, or any one of 
them, desiring sucli use, fail to agi ee upon the sum or sums to be paid, 
and upon rules and conditions to which each shnll conform in using said 
bridge, all matters at issue between them shall be decided by the Sec- 
retary ot War upon a hearing of the allegations and proofs of the i)ar- 
ties; and all telephoiie and telegraph companies shall have equal rights 
and privileges in constructing and ojjC rating their lines across said 
bridge. 

Sec. 5. That this Act shall be null and void if actual construction of 
the bridge herein authorized be not commenced within one year and 
completed within three years from the date hereof. 

Sec. (). That such alterations or changes as may be required by the 
Secretary of War or Congress in the bridge constructed under the pro- 
visions of this A<^t shall be made by the said railroad comi^any at its 
own expense, and at any time after the completion of the bridge; and 
the right to alter, amend, or repeal this Act is hereby expressly reserved ; 
and the right to require the entire removal of the bridge constructed 
under the provisions of this Act, at the expense of the owners thereof, 
whenever Congress shall decide that the public interests require it, is 
also expressly reserved.

Be it e'naeted by the tSenate and House of Representatives of the United 
mfa"nd^fStemi?iu- ^^^^^^ of America in Congress assembled. That the Muskogee, Oklahoma 
road Company granted and Westcpu Railroad Gompauy, a corpoi^ation created and existing 
homaand ISan^Si uudcr the laws of the Territory of Oklahoma, be, and the same is hereby, 
ritoi;es. iuvcstcd and empowered with therightof locating, coMstructing,owning, 

equipping, operatiTig, using, and maintaining a raihvny, telegraph, and 
telephone line througli the Indian allotments in severalty in the Territory 
of Oklahoma along such line or route as may be granted it by the laws 
Location. thereof, and through the Indian Territory, beginning at a point on the 

northern line of the Creek Nation, Indian Territory, at or near the mouth 
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of the Cimarron Eiver, ruuning tbeuce by tbe most feasible and ]>racti- 
cable route to the town of Muwkog'ee, Creek Nation ; tbeuee in a north- 
easterly direction by the way of Fort Gibson and Tahlequah to snch a 
point on the western boundary line of the State of Arkansas betweeu 
the Arkansas River and the northern line of the State of Arkansas as 
said corporation may elect, with the right to construct, v^se, and maintain 
such tracks, bridges, and sidings as sai<l compauy may deem it to their 
interests to construct along and upon the right of way and depot grounds 
herein provided for, with the right to construct two branch lines of roail, 
one commencing at the town of Muskogee, in the Creek Nation, and 
running thence in a southeasterly direction on the south side of the 
Arkansas Elver to the west boundary line of the State of Arkansas, 
the other commencing at or near said town of Muskogee and running 
thence in a southwesterly direction by the most feasible and practicable 
route to such a point on the eastern boundary of Oklalioma Territory, 
south of the Canadian Kiver, as said company may select; and the com- 
pany shall have the same rights and privileges for its branch railway, 
tele^iraph, and telephone lines as for its main line. 

Sec. U. That said corporation is authorized to take and use for all 
purposes of a railway, telegraph, and telephone line, and for no other 
pur])ose, a right of way one hundred feet in width through said allotted 
lands and through said Indian Territory, both for its main line and 
branches thereof, and to take and use a strip of land one hundred feet 
in width, with a length of two thousand feet in addition to the right of 
way, for stations for every ten miles of said railroad, with the right to 
use such additional ground whei^e there are heavy cuts or fills as may 
be necessary for the construction and maintenance of the roadbed, not 
exceeding fifty feet in width, along said right oi way, or as much thereof 
as may be included in said cuts or tills : Provided , That no more than said 
addition of laud shall be taken for any one station : And provided further, 
That no part of the lands herein authorized to be taken shall be used 
except in such manner and for such purposes only as shall be necessary 
for the construction and convenient operation of said railroad, telegraph, 
and telephone linesj and when any portion thereof shall cease to be so 
used, such portion sliall revert to the individual Indian or to the nation 
or tribe of Indians from which the same shall have been taken. 

Sec. 3. That before said railroad, telegraph, and telephone line shall 
be constructed through any land in the Territory of Oklahoma allotted 
to an Indian in severalty, by authority of the United States, full com- 
pensation shall be paid such allottee for all property taken and damage 
done by reason of the <>'onstruetioii of said railway, tcjegraph, and tele- 
phone line. And it shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Interior 
to tlx, in such manner as he shall designate, the amount of couipensa- 
tion to be paid such allottees. And before said railway shall be con- 
structed through any lands held by individual occupants, according to 
the laws, customs, and usages of any Indian nation or tribe, full com- 
])ensation shall be paid to such occupants for all property to be taken 
or damage done by reason of the constjuctiou of the railway, telegraph, 
and telephone line. And in case of failure to make amicable settlement 
with any occupant, such compensation shall be determined by the 
appraisement of tllree disinterested referees, to be appointed, or.e (who 
shall act as chairman) by the President of the United States, one by 
the principal chief of the nation to which said occQ[)ant belongs, and 
one by said railroad company, who, before entering ui)on the duties of 
their appointment, shall take and subscribe before a judge, clerk, or com- 
missioner of the United States court for the Indian Territory an oath 
that they will faithfully and impartially discharge the duties of their 
appointment, which oath, duly certified, shall be returned with their 
award to and be filed with the Secretary of the Interior within sixty 
days from the completion thereof; and a majority of said referees shall 
be competent to act in case of the absence of a member, after due notice. 
And upon the failure of either ])arty to make such appointment within 
thirty days after the appointment made by the President of the United 
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States, the vacancy shall be filled by the Secretary of the Interior. 
The chairman, of said board shall appoint the time and place for all 
hearings within the nation to which said occupant belongs. Each of 
said referees shall receive for his servi<jes tbe sum of fonr dollars per 
day for each day they are engaged in the trial of any case submitted to 
them under this Act, witli mileage at the rate of five cents per mile. 
Witnesses shall receive the nsnal fees allowed by the United States 
courts for the Indian Territory. Costs, including compensation of 
referees, shall be made a part of the award, and shall be paid by said 
railroad company. In ease tlie referees can not agree, then any two of 
them are authorized to make the award. Either party being dissatis- 
fied with the findings of the referees, shall have the right, within ninety 
days after tbe making of the award, and notice of the same to the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, to appeal by original petition to the United 
States district court for the Indian Territory having jurisditjtion. 

Sec, 4. That the said railroad company shall not charge the inhab- 
itants of said Territory a greater rate for freight than is authorized by 
the laws of the State of Arkansas for services or transportation of the 
same kinds: Proinded^ That passenger rates on said railroad shall not 
esceed three cents per mile. Congress hereby reserves the right to 
regulate the charges for freight and passengers on said railway, and 
messages on said telegraph and telephone lines, nntil a State govern- 
ment or governments shall exist in said Territories, and then such State 
government or governments shall be authorized to fix and regulate the 
cost of transportation of persons and freight within their respective 
limits; but Congress expressly reser-ves tbe right to fix and regulate at 
all times the cost of such transportation by said railway company when- 
ever such transportation shall extend from one State into another or 
shall extend into more than one State: Provided^ hoivever^ That the 
rate of such transportation of passengers, local or interstate, shall not 
exceed the rate above expressed : And provided further^ That said rail- 
road company shall carry the mall at such prices as Congress may by 
law provide, and until such rate is fixed by law the Postmaster-General 
may fix the rate of compensation. 

Sec, 5, That said railroad company shall pay to the Secretary of the 
Interior, for the benefit of the particular nations or tribes through 
whose lands said railway may be located, the sum of seventy -five dol- 
lars, in addition to compensation i)rovided in this Act, for property 
taken and damages done to individual occupants by reason of the con- 
struction of the railway, for each mile of railway that it may construct 
in the Indian Territory, said payments to be made in installments of 
seven hundred and fifty dollars as each ten miles of road is graded: 
Provided^ That if the general council of either of the nations or tribes 
through whose lands the railway may be located, within four months 
after the filing of maps of definite location as set forth in section six 
of this Act, dissent from the allowance hereinbefore ])rovided for, and 
shall certify the same to the Secretary of the Interior, then the com- 
pensation to be paid to such dissenting nation or tribe under the pro- 
visions of this Act for right of way sliall be determined as provided in 
section three for the determination of the compensation to be paid to 
individual occupants of lands under tribal custom: Provided further ^ 
That tbe amount awarded or adjudged to be paid by said railroad com- 
pany to said dissenting nation or tribe shall be in lieu of the compensa- 
tion that said nation or tribe would be entitled to receive under the 
foregoing provision, except as to annual tax. Said company shall also 
pay, so long as said Indian Territory is owned and occupied by the 
Indians, to the Secretary of the Interior the sum of twenty dollars per 
annum for each mile of railway it shall construct in the said Territory, 
Tbe money paid to tbe Secretary of the Interior under the provisions 
of this Act shall be apportioned by him in accordance with the laws 
and treaties now in force among the different nations and tribes, accord- 
ing to the T»umber of miles of railway that may be constructed by said 
railroad company through their lands respectively: Provided^ That

Congress shall have the right, so long as said lands are occupied and 
possessed by said nations and tribes, to impose such additional taxes 
u])ou said railroad as it may deem just and pr.oper for their benefit. 
And any Territory or State liereafter formed through which said rail- 
way shall have been established may exercise the like power as to such 
part of said railway as may lie within its limits. Said railroad com- Survey, etc. 
pany shall nlso have the right to survey and locate its railway imme- 
diately after the passage of this Act. 

Sec, C. That said oonipany shall cause a map, upon a scale of not Mapt^befiied. 
less than one inch to the mile, showing the entire route of its located 
line through said allotted lands and through the Indian Territory, both 
for its main line and branches, to be filed with and approved by the 
Secretary of the Interior, to be filed in the ofiice of the principal chief 
of each of the nations or tribes through whose lands said railway, 
telegraph, and telephone line may be located, and also in the office of 
the United States Indian agent for the respective agencies, before any 
part of tbe line of road herein provided for shall be constructed; and 
after the filing aud approval of said map by the Secretary of the 
Interior, no claim for a subsequent settlement and improvement upon 
tbe right of way as shown by said map sball be valid as against the 
company : Provided^ That said railway, telegraph, and telephone line is ^[^^''of construe 
located and constructed within the time herein limited: And provided tiou.

That the bridges authorized by and constructed under this 
Act shall be pivotdrawbridges, aud the bridges shall have a draw over 
the main channel of the rivers at accessible a ltd navigable points, with 
spans ofeuot less than one hundred and seventy -five feet iu length on 
each sid of the center of the pivot piers of the draws, and the remain-

the munitions of war of the United States than the rate per mile paid 
for their transportation over the railroads leading to said bridge; and 
the United States shall have the right of way for a postal telegraph 
across said bridge. 

Sec. 4, That all railroad companies desiring the use of said bridges 
shall have and be entitled to equal rights and privileges relative to the 
passage of railroad trains over the same and the approaches thereto, and 
in the use of the machinery and fixtures thereof, upon payment of a rea- 
sonable compensatiou for such use, and in case the owner or owners of 
said bridges and the railroad companies, or any of them, desiring such 
use shall fail to agree upon the sum or sums to be paid as such compensa- 
tion, and upon rules and conditions to which each shall conform in using 
said bridges, or either of said matters, then all matters in dispute or at 
issue between them, or any of them, shall be decided by the Secretary 
of War upon a hearing of the allegations and ])roofs of the parties. 

Sec, 5. That the structures herein authorized shall be built and located 
under and subject to such regulations for the security of navigation of 
said rivers as the Secretary of War shall prescribe; and to secure that 
object the said company or corporation shall submit to the Secretary of 
War, for his examiuation and approval, designs aud drawings of said 
bridges and maps of the locations, giving, for the space of one mile 
above and one mile below the proposed locations, the topography of the 
banks of the rivers, the shore lines at high and low water, the direction 
and strength of the currents at all stages, and the soundings, accu- 
rately showing the bed of the streams, the location of any other bridge 
or bridges, and shall furnish such other information as maybe required 
for a full and satisfactory understanding of the subject; and until the 
said plans and locations of the bridges are approved by the Secretary 
of War the bridges shall not be commenced or built, and should any 
change be made in the plan of said bridges during the process of con- 
struction or after completion, such change shall be subject to the 
approval of the Secretary of War; and the said constructions shall be 
at all times so managed and kept as to offer reasonable and proper 
means for the passage of vessels through or under said structures; and 
to secure the safe passage of vessels at night there shall be displayed on 
said bridges, from the hour of sunset to that of sunrise, sut-h lights as

CHAP. 216. — An Act To authorize the entry and patenting of lands containing 
petroleum and other mineral oila under the placer-mining laws of the United Statea. 

Be it enacted hy the Senate and Souse of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That any person authorized to 
etiter lands under the mining laws of the United States may enter and 
obtain patent to lands containing petroleum oi* other mineral oils, and 
chiefly valuable therefor, under the provisions of the laws relating to 
placer mineral claims: Provided, That lands containing such petroleum 
or other mineral oils which have heretofore been filed njion, claimed, 
or imj^roved avS mineral, but not yet patented, may be lield and patented 
under the ])ro visions of this Act the same as if such filing, claim, or 
improvement were subsequent to the date of the passage hereof.

CHAP. 221.^ — An Act To commission passed assistant surgeons in the United States 
Navy, and to provide for their examination x>reliminary to their promotion to the 
grade of siirgeon.

item, exceed the costs and fees now charged in the Supreme Court." 
Each circuit court of appeals shall, within three months after the fixing 
and establishing of costs and fees as aforesaid, transmit said table to 
the Chief Justice of the United States, and within one year thereof the 
Supreme Court of the United States shall revise said table, making 
the sanae, so far as may seem just and reasonable, uniform throughout 
the United States. The table of fees, when so revised, shall thereupon 
be in force for each circuit.

saloon, room, or place of business within the District of Columbia for 
public use or for profit or gala, without a license therefor first had and 
obtained from the assessor of the District of Columbia. 

Sec. 2. That every person taking out such license shall pay to the col- 
lector of taxes of said District a license fee of twelve dollars per annum 
to grant each table. Said license may be granted or refused in the discretion 
of the assessor of said District, and all licenses so granted shall date

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States ofAmeriea in Congress assembled^ That section three of an Act 
entitled "An Act authorizing the appointment of receivers of national 
banks, and for other purposes," approved June thirtieth, eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-six, as amended by an Act approved August third, 
eighteen hundred and ninety -two, be, and hereby is, amended so as to 
read as follows: 

"Seo. 3. That whenever any association shall have beeii or shall be 
placed iu the hands of a receiver, as provided in section fifty -two hun- 
dred and thirty-four and other sections of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States, and when, as provided in section fifty- two hundred and 
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thirty-six thereof, the Comptroller of the Currency shall have paid 
to each and every creditor of such association, not including share- 
holders who are creditors of such association, whose claim or claims as 
such creditor shall have been proved or allowed as therein prescribed, 
the fnll amount of sucli claims, and all expenses of the receivership and 
the redemption of the circulating notes of such association shall have 
been provided for by depositing lawful money of the United States with 
the Treasurer of the United States, the Comptroller of the Currency 
shall call a meeting of the shareholders of such association by giving 
notice thereof for thirty days in a newspaper published in the towUj 
city, or county where the business of such association was carried on, 
or if no newspaper is there published, in the newspaper published 
nearest thereto.

That the Northern ^ew York R^nr^a^f'^^c^o^iupa^Jy 
Kailroad Company, a corporation organized and created under and by luay bridge saiutLaw- 
virtne of the laws of the State of New York, or such, railway or bridge bu"g! k.v^^' 
company now or hereafter incorporated under the laws of said State or 
of the Dominion of Canada as the said Northern New Y^'ork Kailroad 
Company or its assigns may unite with, be, and it hereby is, authorized 
and empowered to construct, own, maintaiii^ and operate a bridge and

CHAP. 358. — An Act To prevent the importation of impure and nnwliolesome tea. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. That from and after May first, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, it shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons or corporation to import or bring into the United States any 
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inercbiURlise as tea which is inferior in purity, qualityj-and fitness for 
consumptiou to the standards provided in section three of this Act, 
and the importation of all such merchandise is hereby prohibited. 

Sko. 2. That immediately after the passage of this Act, and on or Board of experts, 
before February tifteenth of each year thereafter, tlie Secretary of the 
Treasury shall appoint a board, to consist of seven members, each of 
whom shall be an expert in teas, and wlio shall prepare and submit to 
bim standard samples of tea; that the j>ersons so appointed shall be at 
all times subject to removal by the said Secretary, and sliall serve for 
the term of one yearj that vacancies in tlie said board occurring- by Fiiung vacancies, 
removal, death, resipiation, or any other cause shall be forthwith tilled 
by the Secretary of the Treasury by appointment, such appointee to 
hold for the unexpired term; that said board shall appoint a presiding 
officer, who shall be the medium of all communications to or from such 
board; that each member of said board shall receive as compensation compensation, 
the sum of fifty dollars i)er annum, which, togetlier with all necessary 
expenses while engaged upon the duty herein provided, shall be ])aid 
out of the appropiuation for "expenses of collecting the revenue from 
customs." 

S^c. 3. That the Secretary of the Treasury, upon the recommenda- tol*^ bS*^ 
tion of the said board, shall fix and establish uniform standards of 
purity, quality, and fitness for consumption of all kinds of teas imported 
into the United States, and shall procure and deposit in the custom- eu?tom-hmL^eT^^^^^^ 
houses of the ports of New York, Chicago, San Francisco, and such 
other ports as he may determine, duplicate samples of such standards; 
that said Secretary shall procure a sufBcient number of other duplicate 
samjdes of such standards to supply the importers and dealers in tea 
at all ports desiring the same at cost. All teas, or merchandise 
described as tea, of inferior purity, quality, and fitness for consump- 
tion to such standards shall be deemed within the prohibition of the 
first section hereof. 

Sec. 4. That on making entry at the custom-house of all teas, or ^'^Bon.i of importer of 
merchandise described as tea, imported into the United States, the 
importer or consignee shall give a bond to the collector of the port that 
such merchandise shall not be removed from the warehouse until 
released by the collector, after it shall have been duly examined with 
reference to its purity, quality, and fitness for consumption ; that for Examination, 
the purpose of such examination samples of each line in every invoice 
of tea shall be submitted by the importer or consignee to the examiner, 
together with the sworn statement of such importer or consignee that 
such samples represent the true quality of each and every part of the 
invoice and accord with the specifications therein contained; or in 
the discretion of the Secretary of the Treasury, such samples shall be 
obtained by the examiner and compared by him with the standards 
established by this Act; and in cases where said tea, or merchandise porS^ha'^g'**no%x* 
described as tea, is entered at ports where there is no qualified exam- ^iminer.

and State of Kansas, is hereby authorized to change its location to the 
city of Kansas City, county of Jackson and State of Missouri, by com- 
plying Tvith the following provisions: Whenever the stockholders rep- 
resenting three-fourths of the capital stock of said bank, at a meeting 
called for that purpose, determine to make such change, the president 
and cashier shall execute a certificate under the corporate seal of the 
bank expressing such determination, and shall cause the same to be 
recorded in the Office of the Comptroller of the Currency, and there- 
upon such change of location shall be effected, and the operations of 
discount and deposit and other business of said bank shall be carried 
on in the city of Kansas City, county of Jackson and State of Missouri.

time to time designate, shall, within the first four hours of daylight 
after every fall of snow, cause the same to be removed entirely from off 
the paved sidewalks opposite ea^ house, building, lot, or laud under 
Penalty. the i)enalty of one dollar for each lot for every such neglect, to be paid 

iiemovaiofdirt.etc. by thc Said owuer, agent or tenant; and such owner, agent or tenant 

shall, under a like penalty, within five days after a notice to do so by the 
Commissioners, clean off and remove, or cause to be cleaned off and 
removed, all dirt, sand, gravel, or other refuse matter that may fall or 
be washed upon any paved sidewalk, roadway, or alley inside the cities 
of Washington and Georgetown and in such other part or parts of the 
District of Columbia as the Commissioners of said District shall from 
time to time designate.

Sec. 3, That in case the owner, agent or tenant of any house, lot, misaionlra o/fauSe 
building, or land shall neglect to comply with any of the provisions of tfn^°^^' 
the preceding sections of this Act it shall be the duty of the Commis- 
sioners of the District of Columbia to cause the removal of snow and 
ice, or any dirt, sand, or gravel from all paved sidewalks and alleys in 
the cities of Washington and Georgetown, and in such other part or 
parts of the District of Columbia as the Commissioners of said District 
shall from time to time designate, wherever there has been a failure on 
the part of the owner, agent or tenant as aforesaid to remove the same; 
and the cost of such removal, by order and under the direction of the ag2nst prope??^!'^^^ 
said Commissioners, shall be assessed as a tax against the property to 
which the sidewalks in question belong, for the purposes of this Act, 
and the said tax so assessed shall be carried to the regular tax roll of 
the District aforesaid, and shall be collected in the manner provided 
for the collection of other taxes. 

Sec. 4. That it shall be the duty of the Commissioners of the District ct^^Troml^roL wS 
of Columbia, immediately after every fall of snow on the cross walks or andgutters. 
in the gutters, forthwith to cause the same to be removed from the said 
cross walks to a width of ten feet and from out of the said gutters to a 
breadth of one foot, in the said cities, respectively^ and in such other 
part or parts of the District of Columbia as the Commissioners of said 
District shall from time to time designate ; and the said cross walks and ^ce-covered waita. 
gutters shall be kept clean and free from obstructions, and in case the 
cross walks are covered with ice it shall be their duty to cause such cross 
walks to be liberally sprinkled with sand or sawdust, or such other mate- 
rial as will insure safety to pedestrians.

incidental expenses of recruiting; for the apprebenslon, securing, 
and delivering of deserters, and the expenses iucideut to their pursuit, 
and no greater sum than ten dollars for each deserter shall be paid to 
any officer or citizen for such services and expenses; for a donation of 
five dollars to each dishonorably discharged prisoner upon his release 
from confinement, under court-martial sentence involving dishonorable 
discharge; and for the following expenditures required for the several 
regiments of cavalry, the batteries of light artillery, and such compa 
nies of infantry and scouts as may be mounted, the authorized number 
of officers' horses, and for the trains, to wit: Hire of veterinary sur- 
geons, purchase of medicines tor horses and mules, picket ropes, black- 
smiths' tools and materials, horseshoes and blacksmiths' tools for the 
cavalry service, and for the shoeing of horses and mules, and suoh

contract after competition duly invited by the Quartermaster's Depart- 
ment and an inspection by such Department, all under the direction 
and authority of the Secretary of War. 

Barracks and quabtibrs: For barracks and quarters for troops, 
storehouses for the safe-keeping of military stores, for offices, recruiting 
stations, and for the hire of buildings and grounds for summer canton- 
ments, and for temporary buildings at frontier stations, for the con 
struction of temporary buildings and stables, and for repairing public 
buildings at established posts, seven hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars; Provided^ That no more than one million dollars of the sums 
appropriated by this Act shall be paid out for the services of civilian 
employees in the Quartermaster's Department, including those hereto- 
fore paid out of the funds appropriated for regular supplies, incidental 
expenses, barracks and quarters, army transportation, clothing, camp 
and garrison equipage; that no employee paid therefrom shall receive 
as salary more than oue hundred and fifty dollars per month, unless the 
same shall be specially fixed by law, and no part of the moneys so 
appropriated shall be paid for commutation of fuel, and for quarters to 
officers or enlisted men. 

Trawspoexation of the Army aot its supplies : Transportation 
of the Army, including officers traveling on public duty without troops 
and baggage of the troops when moving either by land or water, and 
including also the transportation of recruits and recruiting parties 
heretofore paid from the appropriation for '^Expenses of recruiting;" 
of supplies to the militia furnished by the War Department; of the

River at or near the city of Greenwood, in Leflore County, in the State of Mississippi. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
\n\^.t^'^xazS^%\vS, States of America in Congress assembled. That the board of supervisors 
GiHtTnwotJd.Miss. ' of Lefiore County, in the State of Mississippi^ be, and is hereby, author- 
ized to construct and maintain a bridge and approaches thereto across 
the Yazoo River at or within live miles above or below Greenwood, in 
wlSr'' ^^^^ Btate of Mississippi. Said bridge shall be constructed to provide 

' for the passage of wagons and vehicles of all kinds, animals, foot pas- 

sengers, and for all road travel, for such reasonable rates of toll and 
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under such reasonable rules and regulations as may be prescribed by- 
said board of supervisors and approved by the Secretary of War, 

Sec. 2. That any bridge built under this Act and subject to its limi- andJoS rout?''*'*'^^ 
tatious shall be a lawful structure, and shall be reco^^nized and knowii 
as a post route, upon which no charge shall be made for the transmis- 
sion over the same of the mails, the troops, and the munitions of war of 
the United States, and it shall enjoy the rights and privilege of other 
post roads in the United States; and an equal privilege in the use of 
said bridge shall be granted to all telegraph and telephone companies; pog^ait 
and the United States shall have the riglit of way across said bridge ^'^ ee^rap . 
and its approaches for postal telegraph purposes.

Ko bridge gaYi^n^^*"^"*^*^ 
shall be erected or maintained under the authority of this Act which

Sec. 4. That any bridge authorized to be constructed under this Act approve plans, etc. 
sliall be built and located under and subject to such regulations for the 
security of navigation of said river as the Secretary of War shall pre- 
scribe; and to secure that object the said board of supervisors shall 
submit to the Secretary of War, for his examination and appr;^val, a 
design and drawing of the bridge and a map of the location, giving for 
the space of one-half mile above and one-half mile below the proposed 
location the high and low water lines upon the banks of the river, the 
direction and strength of the currents at low and at high water, Avith 
the soundings acpurately showing the bed of the stream^ and the loca- 
tion of any other bridge or bridges, such map to be sufficiently in detail 
to enable the Secretary of War to judge of the proper location of said 
bridge, and shall furnish su<ih other information as may be required for 
a full and satisfactory understanding of the subject; and until the said 
plan and location of the bridge are approved by the Secretary of War 
the bridge shall not be commenced or built, and should any change be

Sec. 5, That this Act shall be null and void if actual construction of completiun, 
the bridge herein authorized be not commenced within one year and 
completed within three years from the date hereof: Provided, That Ameudmeiit,etc, 
Congress reserves the right to alter, amend, or repeal this Act when- 
ever the public interests so require.

Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assemhled^ That a fraternal beueflcial 
association is hereby declared to be a corporation, society, order, or 
voluntary association, formed or organized and. carried on for the sole 
benefit of its members and their beneficiaries, and not for proiit, having 
a lodge system, •with ritualistic form of work and rein^esentative ibnn 
of government, making provision for the payment of benefits in case of 
death. Each such association may make provision for the ])aynicnt of 
beuetits in case of sickness, temporary or permanent physical disability, 
either as the result of disease, accident, or old age: Provided j That the 
peinod in life at\sidch i)ayment of physical disability benefits on account 
of old age commences shall not be under se\-enty years, or the age of 
expectancy from the time of entering, subject to their compliance with 
its laws. Any such association may create and maintain a reserve, 
emergency, or benetit fund in accordance with its laws. Any such 
association having a reserve, emergency, or benefit fund, may, in addi- 
tion to the benefits hereinbefore named, pay withdrawal benefits, not 
exceeding the contributions of such member, to a member unable or 
unwilling to continue membership, provided such membership shall 
continue not less than three successive years. Such association may 
also, after teu years of membership, apply its funds and accumulations 
as its laws provide, or the association and members agree. The fund 
from which the payment of such benefits shall be made, and the fund 
from which the expenses of such association shall be defrayed, shall be 
derived from assessments, dues, and other payments collected from its 
members or otherwise. Payment of deatli benefits shall be to the 
families, heirs, blood relatives, afiianced husband, or affianced wife of, 
or to persons dependent upon the member. Such associations shall be 
governed by this Act, and shall be exempt from the* provisions of 
insurance laws of the IJnited States relating to the District of Colum- 
bia, and no law hereafter passed shall apply to them unless they be 
expressly designated therein: Provided^ however^ That the fact that 
any such association lias outstanding agreements with its members for 
the payment of benefits other than those hereinbefore specified, if it is 
making no new contracts of that character and is retiring those already 
existing, shall not exclude such association from the operation of this 
Act. 

Seo. 2. That all such associations coming within the description as 
set forth in section one of this Act, organized under the laws of the 
United States relating to said District, or any State, country, province, 
or Territory, and now doing business in said District, may continue 
such business: Provided^ That they hereafter comi)ly with the provi- 
sions of this Act, regulating annual reports and the designation of the 
assessor of said District as the person upon whom process may be 
served as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 3. That any such association coming within the description as 
set forth in section one of this Act, organized under the law of any 
State, country, province, or Territory, and not now doing business in 
said District, shall be admitted to do business within said District when 
it shall have filed with the assessor a duly certified copy of its charter 
and arti(^les of association, and a copy of its laws, certified to by its 
secretary or corresponding officer, together with an appointment <»f the 
assessor of said District as the person upon whom process may be 
served as hereinafter provided: Provided^ That such association shall 
be shown to be authorized to do business in the State, country, prov- 
ince, or Territory in which it is incorporated or organized, in case the 
laws of such State, country, province, or Territory shall provide for 
such authorization; and in case the'laws of sucli State, country, prov- 
ince, or Territory do not provide for any formal authorization to do 
business oti the part of any such association, then such association 
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shall be shown to be conducting its business in accordance with the 
provisions of this Act; for -which purpose the assessor may personally, ^^^^0?"^^*'°^ 
or by some person to be designated by him, examine into the conditiouj ^^^""^ 
affaii^s, character, and business methods, accounts, books, and invest- 
ments of such association at its home office; wliich examination shall 
be at the ex])ense of such association, and shall be made within thirty 
days after demand therefor ; and the expense of such exami]iation shall 
be limited to lifty dollars. 

Sec. 4. That eVery such association doing business in said District .e^,"? "f uXkl" 
shall, on or before the first day of March of each year, make and tile 
with the assessor of said District a report of its affairs and opei'ations 
during' the year euding on the thirty-tirst day of December immediately 
preceding, which annual report shall be in lieu of all other reports 
required by any other law. 8uch report shall be upon blank forms to 
be provided by the assessor, or may be printed in pamphlet form, and 
shall be verified under oath by the duly authorized otticers of such asso- 
ciation, and shall be published, or the substance thereof, in the annual 
report of the assessor, under a separate part entitled Fraternal liene- 
ficial Associations,"' and shall contain answers to thefollowing<iuestions : 

First. Number of certificates issued during the year or members contents, 
admitted? 

Second. Amount of indemnity effected thereby? 
Third. Number of losses or benefit liabilities incurred? 
Fourth. Number of losses or benefit liabilities paid? 
Fifth. The amount received from each assessment for the year? 
Sixth. Total amount paid members, beneficiaries, legal representa- 
tives or heirs ? 

Seventh. Number and kind of claims for which assessments have 
been made? 

Eighth. Number and kind of claims compromised or resisted, and 
brief statement of reasons? 

Ninth. Does association charge annual or other periodical dues or 
admission fees? 

Tenth. If so, how much on each one thousand dollars, annually or 
per cai)ita, as the case may be ? 

Eleventh. Total amount received, from what source, and the disposi- 
tion thereof? 

Twelfth. Total amount of salaries paid to officers? 

Thirteenth. Does association guarantee in its certificates fixed 
amounts to be paid regardless of amount realized from assessments, 
dues, admission fees, and donations? 

Fourteenth. If so, state amount guaranteed and the security of such 
guaranty. 

Fifteenth, Has the association a reserve or emergency fund? 

Sixteenth. If so, how is it created, and for what purpose, the amount 
thereof, and how invested ? 

Seventeenth. Has the association more than one class? 

Eighteenth. If so, how many, and the amount of indemnity in each 
case ? 

Nineteenth. Number of members in each class? 

Twentieth. If voluntary so state, and give date of organization. 

Twenty-first, If organized under the laws of said District, under 
what law and at what time, giving chapter and year, and date of 
passage of the Act? 

Twenty-second, If organized under the laws of any State, country, 
province, or Territory, state such fact and the date of organization, 
giving c hapter and year, and date of passage of the Act. 

Twenty -third. Number of certificates of beneficial membership lapsed 
during the year? 

Twenty-fourth. Number in force at beginning and end of year; if more 
than one class, number in each class? 

Twenty-fifth. Names and addresses of its president, secretary, and 
treasurer, or corresponding officers? 
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Sec. 5. That each such association now doing or hereafter admitted 
to do business within said District, and not having its principal office 
within said District and not being organized under the laws of the 
United States relating to said District, shall appoint, in writing, the 
assessor and his successors in office to be its true and lawful attorney, 
upon whom all lawful process in any action or proceeding against it 
may be served, and in such writing sliall agree that any lawful process 
against it which is served on said attorney shall be of the same legal 
force and validity as if served upon, the association, and that the 
authority shall continue in force so long as any liability remains out- 
standing in said District. Copies of such certificate certified by said 
assessor shall be deemed sufficient evidence thereof, and shall be 
admitted in evidence with the same force and effect as the original 
thereof might be admitted. Service upon such attorney shall be 
deemed sufficient service upon such association. When legal process 
against such association is served upon said assessor he shall imme- 
diately notify the association of such service by letter, prepaid and 
directed to its secretary or corresponding officer, and shall, within two 
days after such service, forward in the same manner a copy of. the 
process served on him to such officer. Tiie plaintiff' in such process 
so served shall pay to the assessor at the time of such service a fee of 
three dollars, which shall be recovered by him as a part of the taxable 
costs, if he prevails in his suit. The assessor shall keep a record of all 
processes served upon him, which record shall show the day and hour 
when such service was made. 

Sec. 6, That the assessor of said District shall, upon the application 
of any association having the right to do business within said District, 
as provided by this Act, issue to such association a permit in writing 
authorizing such association to do business within said District, for 
which certificate and all proceedings in connection therewith such 
association shall pay the said assessor the fee of five dollars. 

Sec. 7. That any nine or more persons, at least one-third of whom 
shall be residents of the District of Columbia, being desirous of form- 
ing a fraternal beneficial association for the purpose set forth in section 
one of this Act, may associate themselves together and effect such 
organization as hereinafter prescribed, and not otherwise. Such per- 
sons shall make, sign, and acknowledge before any officer authorized to 
take the acknowledgment of deeds in this District and file in the office 
of recorder of deeds of said District a certificate or declaration in 
writing to be recorded in a book kept for that purpose and open to 
pubhc inspection in which shall be stated the name or title by which 
said association shall be known to law, the mode and manner in which 
the corporate powers granted by this Act are to be exercised; the 
name or official title of the officers, trustees, representatives, or other 
2)ersous by whatever name or title designated who are to have and 
exercise the general control and management of its affairs; the place 
of doing business defined, the limit as to age of applicants for ben- 
eficial membership, which shall not exceed fifty-five years, and that 
medical examinations are required of applicants for life benefits, 
together with the sworn statement by three of said corporators that at 
least one hundred persons eligible under the proposed laws of such 
association to membership therein have in good faith made application 
in writing for membership. The recorder of deeds, upon the filing of 
said declaration, shall deliver to such association a certified copy of the 
papers so filed and recorded in his office, together with a certificate 
to such association, stating that the provisions of this Act relative to 
incorporation have been complied with and that said association becomes 
thereby authorized to carry on the work of a fraternal beneficial asso- 
ciation. Upon filing the certificate or declaration as aforesaid the 
persons who shall have signed and acknowledged the same, and their 
successors and associates, shall, by the provisions of this Act, be a body 
politic and corporate by the jiame and style stated in the certificate, 
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and by tliat name and style shall have perpetual succession, and may 
have and use a coinmoJi seal, and the same may alter and change at 
pleasure, and may make, and alter at times or from to time tiuie such 
laws, not inconsistent with the Constitution of the United States or the 
laws in force in said District^ as they may deem necessary for the gov- 
ernment of said association. And they and their successors by their Powers, 
corporate name shall in law be capable of creating, maintaining, and 
disbursing a reserve or emergency fund in accord ance with its laws 
and the provisions of this Act, and of taking, receiving, purchasing, 
and holding real and personal estate necessary for the purpose of said 
association, and may let, place out at interest, or sell and convey the 
same as may seem most beneficial for said association. The association oncers, 
shall elect from -its members trustees, directors, or managers, by what- 
ever title known in its laws, at such time and place, and in such man- 
ner as may be specified in its laws, who shall have the control and 
management of the ati'airs and funds of said association, a majoiity of 
whom shall be a quorum for the transaction of business; and whenever 
any vacancy shall happen among such trustees, directors, or managers 
by death, resignation, or otherwise such vacancy shall be filled in such 
manner as shall be i)rovided by the laws of said association. 

Skc. 8. That the officers, trustees, directors, or governing body of any ij^^^^^^^"^' 
existing iraternal beneficial association may, by conforming to the 
requirements of the several provisions of this Act, reincorporate them- 
selves or continue their esisting corporate powers under this Act or 
change their name, stating in their certificate the original name of such 
corporation as well as their new name assumed, and all the property 
and effects of such existing corporation shall vest in and belong to the 
corporation so reincorporated or continued. 

Sec. 9. That any subordinate body of any fraternal beneficial associa- snboSa'irbodies of 
tion iticorporated under the provisions of this Act, or of such association associations, 
now doing business or which may hereafter be admitted to do business 
in this District under this Act, where the laws of the governing body 
of said association do not prohibit the incorporation of their subordi 
nate bodies, may become a body corporate in the manner following: 
At some regular meeting of such subordinate body a resolution, express- 
ing the desire of such subordinate body to be incorporated and directing 
its officers to perfect such incorporation, shall be submitted to a vote of 
the members present, and if two-thirds of the members present vote 
therefor, the president and secretary of such subordinate body, or the 
officers holding relative ofiices therein, shall prepare articles of associa- tiot^*^^*'^^^ associa- 
tion under their hands and the seal of such subordinate body, setting 
forth, first, the number of members of such subordinate, body then in 
good standings second, the name by which said subordinate body is 
known; third, the date of its organization and the period. for which it 
is to be incorporated, not exceeding thirty years. A copy of such ^i^^- 
articles of association shall be filed with the recorder of deeds, and shall 
by him be recorded, together with the affidavit hereafter named, in a 
book to be kept for that purpose. On the execution of said articles of Afadavit of secre- 
association, and before the filing thereof with the recorder, the secretary 
of such subordinate body shall annex thereto his affidavit, stating that 
he is a member in good standing in such subordinate body and occupies 
the position of secretary, or the office corresponding therewith, and that 
the resolution, a copy of which shall be set forth at length, was regularly 
passed at a regular meeting of said sul^ordinate body and received the 
vote of two thirds of tliB members present and voting, and that, to the 
best of his knowledgls and belief, the statements made in the articles of 
association are true, and that such subordinate body is organized and 
acting under the laws of its respective association, giving the name by 
which such association is known. When the foregoing requirements incorporation, 
are complied with, such subordinate body shall be a body corporate by 
the name expressed in such articles, and by that name shall be a person 
in law capable of suing and being sued in the courts, and taking and 
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holding property of every kind, the same as natural persons, and a copy 
of said articles of association duly certified to by the recorder of deeds, 
in whose possession they are, shall be prima facie evidence in all courts 
and places of the existence and the due incorporation of such subordi- 
nate body. 

Seo. 10. That no contract with any such association shall be valid 
when there is a contract, agreement, or understanding between the 
member and the beneficiary prior to or at the time of becoming a mem- 
ber of the association that the beneficiary, or any person for him, sjiall 
pay such member's assessments and dues, or either of them. 

Sec. 11. That the money or other benefit, charity, relief, or aid to be 
paid, provided, or rendered by any association authorized to do busi- 
ness under this Act, shall not be liable to attachment, garnishment, or 
other process, and shall not be seized, taken, appropriated, or applied 
by any legal or equitable process, or by operation of law, to pay any 
debt or liability of a certificate holder or of any beneficiary named^n 
a certificate, or any person who may have any right thereunder, 

Seo. 13. That any such association organized under the laws of said 
District may provide for the meetings of its legislative or governing 
*body in any State, country, Province, or Territory wherein such associa- 
tion shall have subordinate bodies, and all business transacted at such 
meetings shall be valid in all respects, as if such meetings were held 
within said District; and where the laws of any such association pro- 
vide for the election of its offlcers by votes to be cast in its subordinate 
bodies, the votes so cast in its subordinate bodies in any State, country, 
Province, or Territory shall be valid, as if cast within said District. 

Sec. 13, That any person, oflicer, member, or examining physician 
who shall knowingly or willfully make any false or fraudulent statement 
or representation in or with reference to any application for member- 
ship or for the purpose of obtaining any money or benefit in jiny 
association transacting business under this Act shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than one hundred dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, or 
imprisonment in the United States jail in said District for not less than 
thirty days or more than one year, or both, in the dit'crefcion of the 
court; and any person who shall willfully make a false statement of any 
material factor thing in a sworn statement as to the death or disability 
of a certificate holder in any such association for the purpose of pro- 
curing payment of a benefit named in the certificate of such holder, 
and any person who shall willfully make any false statement in any 
verified report or declaration under oath required or authorized by 
this Act, shall be guilty of perjury, and shall be proceeded against and 
punished as provided by the statutes of the United States in relation 
to the crime of perjury. 

Sec. 14, That any such association refusing or neglecting to make the 
report as provided in this Act shall be excluded from doing business 
within said District. Said assessor must, within sixty days after fail- 
ure to jnake such report, or in case any such association shall exceed 
its powers, or shall conduct its business fraudulently, or shall fail to 
comply with any of the provisions of this Act, give notice in writing to 
the attorney for said District, who shall immediately commence an 
action against such association to enjoin the same from carrying on any 
business. An injunction against any such association may be granted 
by any court on application by the attorney for said District at. the 
request of the assessor. Ko association so enjoined shall have author- 
ity to continue business until such report shall be made, or overt act 
or violations complained of shall have been corrected, nor until the 
costs of such action be paid by it: Promded^ That the court shall 
find that such association was in default, as charged, whereupon the 
assessor shall reinstate such association, and not until then shall such 
association be allowed to again do business in said District.

only apply to fraternal beneficial associations as defined by section one, 
and nothing in this Act contained shall be construed to affect any Societiesaotaflfected. 
grand or subordinate lodge or branch of any such fraternal beneficial 
societies, orders, or associations which limits its certificate holders to 
a particular religious denomination or to the employees of a particular 
town or city, designated firm, business house, or corporation, or Depart-

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CHAP. 383. — An Act To prevent the spread of contagions diseases in the Diatrict March 3, 1897. 
of Columbia. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United

acid, two parts; water, one thousand parts), or other germicidal agent 
which has been approved by said health officer. 

(B) All articles which have been exposed to infection but not included 
among those enumerated in the preceding paragraph, shall be(a)exposed 
for not less than thirty minutes to steam at a temperature of not less 
than one hundred and five degrees centigrade, or (b) boiled for not 
less than thirty minutes, articles to be disinfected to be completely sub- 
merged, or (c) soaked in the acid solution of bichloride of mercury 
aforesaid for not less than one-half hour, or in a two per centum aqueous 
solution of carbolic acid for not less than four hours, or in other gei . i- 
cidiil solution approved by said health officer, or thoroughly washed 
with such solution, or (d) exposed to the vapor of formaldehyde or other 
germicidal agent for such time and in such strength as may be specified 
by said health officer. 

(G) Persons who have convalesced from any contagious disease or who 
have been exposed to such disease shall be thoroughly washed with 
soap arid hot water and sponged with an acid solution of bichloride of 
mercury, as follows: Bichloride of mercury, one part; hydrochloric

dispensary or hospital, to see that a report is immediately made to said 
health officer of every person so applying, infected with any contagious 
disease mentioned in section one of this Act, who comes to their knowl- 
edge, and that such person or persons infected with any contagious 
disease aforesaid, or any other disease ordinarily recognized as conta- 
gious, are properly isolated and kept separated from other persons and 
other patients.

CHAP. 384. — An Act Making appropriations for fortifications and other TrorlvS of 
defense, for the armament thereof, for the procurement of heavy ordnance for trial 
and service, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Re])resentativ€H of the Vniied 
States of America in Compress assemhled^ Th^t the sums of money herein 
provided for be, and the same are hereby, appropriated, out of any 
moneys in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to be available 
until cspeuded, namely : 

Grw AND :noRTAR BATTERIES: For construction of gun and mortar 
batteries, one million three liundred and forty-one thousand three hun- 
dred and thirty-three dollars. 

For materials and work for construction of fortifications, to meet con- 
tracts authorized by the fortification appropriation Act approved June 
sixth, eigliteen hundred and ninety- six, two million five hundred thou- 
sand dollars. 

That prior to any expenditure of money for the construction of neces- 
sary buildings connected with the new fortifications, except that already 
authorized, the Secretary of War shall report to Congress on or before 
December sixth, eighteen liundred and ninety-seven, the most practi- 
cable and economical plan for the care and preservation of the fortifica- 
tions and their armament, said plans to be based upon the authorized 
strength of the artillery force of the Army. 

Sites foe fortifications a^sb skacoap?t pefensesi: For tiie pro- 
curement of land, or right pertaining thereto, needed for the site, loca- 
tion, construction, or prosecution of works for fortifications and coast 
defenses, thre.e hundred thousand dollars. 
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Pbeservatiojt ANr> REPAIR OP FOETmcATioNS : For tlie protec- 
tion, iDreservation, and repair of fortificatioDS for which there may be 
no special appropriation available^ one hundred thousand dollars. 

Tor preparation of plans for fortifications, five thousand dollars. 

Sea walls and EMiiANiciMENTS : For construction of sea walls and 
embankments J thirty- three thousand dollars. 

For construction of a riprap wall for protection of the eastern beach 
of tJnited States lands at Sandy Hook, ]Srew Jerseyj seventy- five thou- 
sand dollars. 

Torpedoes for harbok defei^jse: For the purchase of submarine 
mines and necessary appliances to operate them for closing the chan- 
nels leading to our principal seaports, needful casemates, cable gal- 
leries, and so, forth, to render it possible to operate submarine mines, 
one hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 

Armament of fortifications: For oil-tempered and annealed 
steel for high-power coast-defense guns of eight-iuch, ten-inch, and 
twelve-inch caliber, five hundred and fifty-eight thousand si!i hundred 
and sixty-three dollars. 

For purchase or manufacture of carriages, for coast-defense guus of 
eight, ten, and twelve inch calibers, four hundred and forty-six thou- 
sand dollars. 

For purchase or manufacture of steel breech- loading mortars of 
twelve-inch caliber, seven hundred and sixty-eight thousand dollars. 

For purchase or manufacture of carriages for steel breech-loading 
coast-defense mortars of twelve-inch caliber, three hundred and forty- 
three thousand four hundred ^,nd sixty -four dollars. 

To i^rovide for payments that may become due in the purchase or 
manufacture of oil tempered and annealed steel, for high-power coast- 
defense guns of eight, ten, and twelve inch caliber, and forgings for one 
type sixteen-inch gun 5 carriages for mounting seacoast guns of eight, 
ten, and twelve inch caliber; steel breech-loading mortars of twelve-inch 
caliber; carriages for mounting steel mortars of twelve inch caliber; 
steel deck-piercing shell for twelve-inch breech- loading mortars; and 
steel armor-piercing shot for seacoast breech-loading guns, contracted 
for under the provisions of the fortifications Act approved June sixth, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-six, said payments being in excess of the 
money therein appropriated for these objects, as follows: 

Oil-tempered and annealed steel for high-power coast-defense gTins of 
eight, ten, and twelve inch caliber, and forgings tor one type sixteen- 
inch gun, five hundred and fifty- five thousand and thirty-eight dollars: 
Frovided^ That no contract for oil-tempered and annealed steel for 
high-power coast-defense guns and mortars shall be made at a price 
exceeding twenty- three cents per pound; 

Carriages for mounting seacoast guns of eight, ten, and twelve inch 
caliber, three hundred and sixty-four thousand five hundred dollars; 

Steel breech-loading mortars of twelve-inch caliber, five hundred and 
ten thousand dollars;

of Eepresentatives of the Fifty-fifth Congress; and any vacancies which 
may occur by reason of death or resignation of any House member 
shall be filled by appointment to be made by the Speaker of the House 
of -Representatives for the time being; and said committee shall have 
authority to sit during the recess, and shall make report as soon as 
practicable after the beginning of the first session of the Fifty-fifth 
Congress: Provided^ That the clerk designated by the committee may 
be paid for clerical services such compensation as may be fixed by the 
committee in addition to any salary he may be receiving.

CHAP. 388. — An Act Authorizing the construction of a hridge over the Miesissippi M arch 3, 1897. 

River to the city of Saint Louia, in the"' State of Missouri, from some suitable point 
between the north line of Saint Clair County, Illinois; and the southwest line of 
said county. 

Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the consent of Congress st^Loufa*Brfdge Sad 
is hereby given to the East Saint Louis and Saint Louis Bridge and Cfmstruction Compa- 
Construction Company, of the city of East Saint Louis, of the county of L\vpi^Lve?,fi l^^^^ 
Saint Clair and State of Illinois, a corporation organized under the laws ^o- 
of the State of Illinois, its assigns, successors, grantees, mortgagees, 
representatives, and successors in interest, to build, own, operate, and 
maintain a bridge and approaches thereto, as hereinafter described, 
across the Mississippi River, from some point suitable to the interests 
of navigation between the north line of Saint Clair County, Illinois, and 
the southwest line of said county, to the city of Saint Louis, State of 
Missouri: Provided, That the plan and location of the said bridge, so ^^'^1^;!^^^^. 
far as the interests of navigation are concerned, shall be recommended to report on plans, etc. 
by a board of three United States engineers appointed by the Secretary j^^,^^,.^^^^ 
of War and shall be approved by the Secretary of War. And it shall 
be the duty of the said board to give a public hearing in the city of 
Saint Louis to all parties interested in the construction of said bridge 
or in the navigation of the river whenever the design and drawings of 
said bridge and maps of location shall have been submitted to the 
Secretary of War as herein provided. Said board to give reasonable 
notice of time and place of such hearing and report its recommenda- 
tions to the Secretary of War as soon thereafter as may be expe- 
dient: Provided also. That said proposed bridge shall not be located ^.^^^stnction on w 
within three-fourths of one mile of any bridge already constructed 
across said river. Said bridge shall be constructed for the purpose of i^i-^agj.^'^^^ ' ^^""'^ 
providing for the passage of wagons, vehicles, street ears, animals, and 
foot passengers, and shall be constructed oif sufficient strength and 
dimensions to provide for the passage over it of railway passenger 
and freight trains and the accommodation of double tracks therefor, 
and shall be deemed and taken as a public highway for the purposes , 
named only, subject to the i>rovisions hereinafter set forth: Provided, ^^.^/^^ ^^^^ 
That street-railway companies desiring the use of said bridge shall 
have and be entitled to equal rights and privileges relative to the 
passage of cars over the same and over the approaches thereto, and in 
case the owner or owners of said bridge and the street-railway com- 
panies, or any one of them, desiring such use shall fail to agree upon the 
rules and conditions to which each shall conform in using said bridge, 
all inatters at issue between them shall be decided by the Secretary of 
War, upon hearing the allegations and j>roofs of the parties in question. 

Skc. 2, That any bridge built under this Act and subject to its lim- ^mi poltVonte''"''*'"^® 
itutious rihall be a lawful structure and shall be recognized and known 
as a post route, upon which also no charge shall be made for the trans- 
niihsion (/ver the same of the mails, tlie troops, and the munitions of 
war of the. United States, and it shall enjoy the rights and privileges 
of other post roads in the United States; and equal privileges in the 
use of said bridge shall be granted to all telegraph and telephone com- 
panies, and the United States shall have the right of way across said rostai teie.u^r..ph. 
bridge and its approaches for postal telegraphic purposes. 

Sec. 3. That in ca.se the said bridge shall be built below the bridge construction, 
heretofore constructed and known as the Eads P>ridge, it shall be built ^^^^'^^ ^^^^ ^^"'i^"^- 
with an unbroken and continuous single span, and the lowest part of 
said span shall not be of less elevation in any case than seventy-live feet 
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above the Saint Louis City directrix j and. in case the said bridge shall 
be built above the said Eads Bridge there shall be at least three chan- 
uel spans of not less than five hundred feet clear width, each measured 
at right angles to the current at any and all stages of water; and the 
lowest part of said span shall not be of less elevation in any case than 
fifty feet above the Saint Louis City directrix plus the slope of the 
river from the foot of Walnut street, in the city of Saint Louis, to the 
point where the bridge shall be built; and the piers of said bridge 
shall be parallel with the current of the river. 

Sec. 4. That the piers of all high-channel spans shall be built par- 
allel with the current of the river at the stage of water which is 
most important for navigation ; and riprapping or other i>rotection for 
imperfect foundations which will materially lessen the waterway or 
which may injure navigation shall not be employed in the channel ways 
of the high spans, and piers which will produce cross currents or bars 
dangerous to navigation shall not be constructed; and if, after con- 
struction, any piers or protection walls are found to produce the above- 
mentioned effects the nuisance shall be abated or corrected by or at 
the expense of tbe persons owning said bridge; and the approaches 
to the channel spans mentioned in this Act shall provide sufficient 
waterway for the passage of floods. 

Sec. 5. That the persons owning, controlling, or operating the bridge 
authorized by this Act shall maintain, at their own expense, from sun- 
set to sunrise, throughout the year, and during heavy fogs, such lights 
or other signals as the Light-House Board shall prescribe, and shall also 
each day during the season of navigation have posted in a conspicuous 
place the clear headroom under the channel span on that day, the figures 
expressing this height to be readily visible to the naked eye from any 
point in the channel of the river for a stretch of four thousand feet, of 
which three thousand feet shall be above and one thousand feet shall be 
below the channel span of the bridge. 

Sec. 6, That no bridge shall be erected or maintained under the 
authority of this Act which shall at any time substantially or materially 
obstruct the free navigation of said river; and if any bridge erected 
under such authority shall, in the opinion of the Secretary of War, 
obstruct such navigation, he is hereby authorized to cause such change 
Or alteration of said bridge to be made as will effectually obviate such 
obstruction; and all such alterations shall be made and all such obstruc- 
tions removed at the expense of the persons owning or controlling such 
bridge; and in case of any litigation arising from any obsti^uction or 
alleged obstruction to the. free navigation of said river, caused or alleged 
to be caused by said bridge, the case shall be brought and tried in the 
circuit court of the United States for the southern- district of Illinois. 

Sec. 7. That any bridge authorized to be constructed under this Act 
shall be built and located under and subject to such regulations for the 
security of navigation of said river as the Secretary of War shall pre- 
scribe; and the said company or corporation shall submit to the Secretary 
of War, for his examination and approval, a design and drawings of the 
bridge and a map of the location, giving, for a sufficient distance above 
and below the bridge, the topogxaphy of the banks of the river, the 
shore lines at high and low water, tbe direction and strength of the 
current at low, medium, and high water stages, and the soundings, 
accurately showing the bed of the stream, the location of any other 
bridge or bridges, and shall furnish such other information as may be

importation of neat cattle and liides in the manner provided by hxw, 

And Whereas the Secretary of Agriculture lias now certified to me 
that the countries of ^N'orway, Sweden, Holland, Great Britain, Ireland, 
the Channel Islands, aud the countries of Xorth, Central and South 
America, including Mexico, are so far free from contagious or infectious 
diseases of domestic animal^ that neat cattle maybe imported from 
those countries into the United States, under the sanitary regulations 
prescribed by the Secretary of Agriculture, without danger io the 
domestic animals of the Cnited States; aud that so far as the countries 
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above named, as well as all other countries from which hides are im- 
ported into the United States, are concerned, they are so far free from 
contagious or infectious diseases of domestic animals that hides of neat 
cattle can be imported from all parts of the world, under proper regu- 
lations prescribed by the Secretary of th^ Treasury, without danger to 
the domestic animals of the United States.

Whereas, pursuant to section five, of the act of Congress approved Preamble.

of cession and agreement were made and concluded at the Nez Perce 
Agency, Idaho, on the first day of Maj^ eighteen liundred and ninety- 
three, by and between the United States of America and the Nez Perce 
Indians, whereby said Indians, for the consideration therein mei»tioned, 
ceded and conveyed to the United States ail their claiu), ri^lit, title and Yoi.u,*^p.^647l 
interest to all the unallotted lands set apart as a home for their use and 
occupation by the second article of tlie treaty between said Indians 
and the United States, eonchuled June ninth, ei<rhteen liuitdred and 
sixty-three (14 Stats., 647), and included i:^ the foliowiuf^ boundaries, 
to wit: Commencing at the N. E. comer of laixC Wa ha, and running 
thence, northerly, to a point on the north bank of the ( learwater river, 
three miles below the mouth of the Lapwai, theiu-e down the Jiorth bank 
of the Clearwater to the montli of the Hatwai creek; tlience due north 
to a point seven miles distant; thence castwardly. to a point on tlie 
north fork of the Clearwater, seven miles distant from its mouth;

Whereas it is further stipulated and agreed by article six of the Mgioua, etc., or- 
that any religious society or other organization now occupy- 
ing under proper authority, for religious or educational work amoiig 
the Indians, any of the lands ceded, shall have the right for two years 
from the date of the ratification of this agreement, within which to pur- 
chase the land so occupied, at the rate of three dollars per acre, the 
same to be conveyed to such society or organization by patent, in the 
usual form; and 

Whereas, it is further agreed by article nine of the agTeement that y^V* 28^^*^- 
the lands by this agreement ceded, those retained, and those allotted ' 
to the said Nez Perce Indians shall be subject, for a period of twenty- 
five years, to all the laws of the United States prohibiting the intro- 
duction of intoxicants into the Indian country, and that the ~^ez Perce 
Indian allottees, whether under the care of an Indinn agent or not, 
shall, for a like i)eriod, be subject to all the laws of the United States 
prohibiting the sale or other disposition of intoxicants to Indians; and 

Whereas, it is provided in the act of Congress, accepting, ratifying, opming lands to 
and conlinniug said agreement, approved August fifteenth, eighteen 
hundred and ninety-four (28 Stats., pp. liSO to 338), section 16: 

That immediately after the issuance nnd receipt by tbe Indians of trust patents Vol. 28, p. 332. 
for the allotted lands, as providt'd tor in said agreement, the hmds eo ceded, sold, 
relinquished, and conveyed to the T'nited States shnll he opened to settienient by 
proclamation of the President, and shall l>e subject to disposal only under tbe liome- 
stead, town-site, stone and timber, and ininiu<^ laws of the I'nited States, excepting 
the sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections in each congressional township, whieb shall 
be reserved for common-school purposes and be subject to the laws of Idaho: Pi'o- 
ruled, That eacb settler on said lauds shall, before makin;^ final proof and receivinj^

Whereas: The Congress of the United States passed an Act which 
wa^^ approved on the sixteenth day of July, eighteen hundred and ninety 
four, entitled An Act to enable the people of Utah to form a Consti- 
tution and State Government and to be admitted into the Union on an 
equal footing with the original States, which Act provided for the 
election of delegates to a Constitutional Convention to meet, at the 
sent of government of the Territory of Utah, on the first Monday in 
March eighteen hundred and ninety- five, for the purpose of declaring 
the adoption of the Constitution of the United States by the people of 
the proposed State and forming a Constitution and State Government 
for such State; 

And whereas, delegates were accordingly elected who met, organized 
and declared on behalf of the people of said proposed State their 
a <1 option of the Constitution of the United States, all as provided in 
said Act; 

And whereas, said Convention, so organized, did, by ordinance irre- 
vot able without the consent of the United States and the people of said 
State, as required by said Act, provide that perfect toleration of reli- 
gious i\entiment shall be secured and that no inhabitant of said State 
shall ever be molested in person or property on account of his or her 
mode of religious worship, but that polygamous or plural marriages 
aie forever prohibited; and did also by said ordinance make the other 
various stipulations recited in Section Three of said Act; 

And whereas, said Convention thereupon formed a Constitution and 
State government for said proposed State, wliich Constitution, includ- 
ing said Ordinance, was duly submitted to the peojde thereof at an 
election held on the Tuesday next after the first Monday of November, 
eighteen hundred and ninety five, as directed by said Act; 

And whereas, the return of said election has been made and canvassed 
and the result thereof certified to me, together with a statement of the 
votes cast and a copy of said Constitution and Ordinance, all as pro- 
vided in said Act, showing that a majority of the votes lawfully cast at 
such election was for the ratification and adoption of said Constitution 
and Orditjance; 

And whereas the Constitution and Government of said proi>osed State 
are republican in form, said Constitution is not repugnant to the Con- 
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stitution of the United States and the Declaration of Independence; 
and all the provisions of said Act have been complied with iu the forma- 
tion of said Constitution and government; 

Now, therefore, T, Grover Cleveland, President of the United States ast'sti^*°^ 
of America, in accordance with the Act of Congress aforesaid and by

A PKOCLAMATION. 

The following provisions of the Jaws of the United States are pub- 
lished hereby for the information of all concerned: 
li. s., sec. 1956, p. Section 1956, Eevised Statutes, Chapter 3, Title XXIII, enacts that 

" No person shall kill any otter, mink, marten, sable, or fur-seal, or other 
uiJirAitakl"^ fur-bearing animal within the limits of Alaska territory, or in the waters 

thereof; and every person guilty thereof shall, for each offense, be fined 
not less than two hundred nor more than one thousand dollars, or imi)ris- 
oned not more than six months or both; and all vessels, their tackle, 
apparel, furniture and cnrgo, found engaged in violation of this section 
shall )»e forfeited; but the Secretary of ihe Treasury shall have power 
to authorize the killing of any such mink, uuirten, sable, or other 
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far-bearing animal, except fur-seals, under such regulations as lie may 
prescribe; and it shall be the duty of the Secretary to prevent the kill- 
ing of any fur seal, and to provide for the execution of the provisions of 
this section until it is otherwise provided by law ; nor shall he grant 
any special privileges under tliis section.'' 

Section 3 of the Act entitled ^'An act to provide for the protection of voL25,p.iod9. 
the salmon fisheries of Alaska;" approved March 2, 1889, provides: 

"Sec. 3. That section nineteen hundred and fifty-six of the Revised Laws prohibiting 
Statutes of tbe United States is hereby declared to include and apply aSm°a1s**hi Aiik^^ 
to all the doQiinion of the United States in the waters of Berine; Sea: dareu to include 
and it shall be the duty of the President, at a timely season in each iu iiominionoftrnited 
year, to issue his proclamation and cause the same to be publislied for states, 
one nnnitli iu at least one newspaper, if any such there be published, 
at each United States port of entry on the Pacific Coast, warning all 
persons against entering said waters for the purpose of violating the 
]provisions of said section; and he shall also cause one or more vessels 
of tbe United States to diligently cruise said waters and arrest all per- 
sons, and seize all vessels found to be, or to have been, engaged in any 
violation of the laws of the United States therein." 

Tbe Act entitled '*An Act to extend to the North Pacific Ocean the voi.27,p.472. 
provisions of the statutes for the protection of the fur-seals and other 
fur-bearing animals" ajiproved February 21, 1893^ provides: 

That whenever the Government of the United States shall conclude to waters 

an eft'ective international arrangement for the protection of fur-seals in oeeii.^^*^ Pacific 
the Xorth Pacific Ocean, by agreement with auy power, or as a result voi. 27, p. 947. 
of the decision of the tribunal of arbitration under the conventiou 
concluded between the United States and Great Britain Februarv 
twenty-ninth, eighteen liundred and ninety-two, and so long as such 
arrangement shall continue, the jn^ovisions of section nineteen hundred 
and fifty-six of the Revised Statutes, and all other provisions of the 
Statutes of the United States, so far as the same may be applicable, 
relative to tbe ])rotection of fur-seals and other fur-bearing animals 
within the limits of Alaska, or in tlie waters thereof, shall be extended 
to and over all that portion of the Pacific Ocean included in such inter- 
national arrangement. Whenever an effective international arrange- 
ment is concluded as aforesaid, it shall be the duty of the President to 
declare that fact by proclamation, and to designate the portion of the 
Pacific Ocean to which it is applicable, and that this Act has become 
operative; and likewise, when such arrangement ceases, to declare that 
fact and that this Act has become inoperative, and his i>roclamation in 
respect thereto shall be conclusive. During the extension as aforesaid 
of said laws for the protection of fur-seals or other fur-bearing animals, 
all violations thereof in said designated portion of the Pacific Ocean 
shall be held to be the same as if committed within the limits of Alaska 
or in the waters thereof, but they may be prosecuted either iu tlie Dis- 
trict Court of Alaska, or in any District Court of the United States in 
California, Oregon or Washington." 

An arrangement having been made for the protection of fur-seals, as interuationaiar- 
a result of the decision of the tribunal of arbitration under the conven- ^^^sement. 
tion concluded as aforesaid, February 29, 1892, which prohibits the killing 
of seals at any time within a radius of sixty miles around the Pribilof 
Islands, or during May, June and July of each year, in that ijortion of 
the Pacific Ocean, inclusive of Bering Sea, situated to tbe North of 
the 35th. degree of North Latitude, and Eastward of the 18Uth. degree 
of longitude from Greenwich until it strikes the water boundary 
described in Article One of the Treaty of 1867 between the United 
States and Kussia, and following that line up to Bering Straits, 

Now, therefore, be it known that I, Grover Cleveland, President of ^^^^^ declared in 
the United States of America, hereby declare that the said Act of ^ 
Congress of February 21, 1893, has become operative; that, iu accord- 
niico therewith. Section 1950 of the Revised Statutes is applicable to 
the waters above mentioned, included in the Award of the Tribunal at 
Paris given under tho said couvention of February 29, 1892, and that 
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I have caused the foregoing laws specially to be proclaimed to the end 
that tbeir provisioDS may be known and observed,

United States so far as the same may be appllf*able relative to the pro- 
tection of far-bearing animals within the limits of Alaska or in the 
waters thereof, will be arrested and punished as therein provided, and 
all vessels so engaged, their tackle, apparel, furniture and cargo, will 
be seized and forfeited.

Whereas by a proclamation dated the t\\ elftli day of J uue, A. D. 1395, Preamble 
attention was called to the serious civil disturbauces accompanied by mCuL/'^ '''' ^''"'^

A PEOCLAMATION, 

Whereas an act of Congress entitled "An Act To adopt regulations Preamble, 
for preventing collisions at sea," was approved August 19,1890, the "^oi- 26, p. 320. 
said Act being in the following words: 

Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Representatives of the Vniied States of America OoUisions at sea. 
iu Congress asseinhled, That tbe followiu^ regulations for preveuting collisioDS at sea prescribing reg- 
sliall be followed by all public and private vesaels of the United States upon the ^If^^^^ prevent- 
high seas and in all waters connected therewith, navigable by sea-going vessels. 

PRELIMINARY. 

In the following rules every steam-vessel which is under sail and not under steam 
is to be considered a sailing-vessel, and every vessel under ateani; whether under sail 
or not, is to be considered a steam- vessel. 

The word steam- vessel'' shall include any vessel propelled by machinery. 

A vessel is ^Mitider way" within tbe meaning of these rules when she is not at 
annhor, m* made fast to the shore, or aground. 

RULKS CONXERXING L[GHTS, AND SO FORTH. Ligkt-S. 

The word "visible" in these rules when applied to lights shall mean visible on a 
dark night with a clear atmosphere. 

Article 1. The rules concerning lights shall be complied with in all weathers from 
sunset to sunrise, and during such time no other lights which may be mistaken for 
tbe jireseribed lights shall be exhibited. 

Art. 2. A ateam-ve-sel when under way shall carry — (a) On or in front of the fore- 
mast, or if a vessel without a foremast, then in tbe fore part of tbe vessel, at a height 
above the hull of not less than twenty feet, and if tbe breadth of the vessel exceeds 
twenty feet, then at a height above the hull not less than sucli breadth, so, however, 
that tbe light need not be carried at a greater height above tbe bull than forty feet, 
a bright white light, so constructed as to show an unbroken ligbt over an arc of the 
liorizon of twenty points of tbe compass, so fixed as to throw the ligbt ten points 
<tii each side of the vessel, namely, from right ahead to two points abaft the beam on 
either side, and of such a character as to be visible at a distance of at least iive milea. 

(b) On the starboard side a green light so constructed as to show an unbroken 
light over an arc of tbe hori:ion of ten points of the compass, so tixed as to throw the 
ligbt from right ahead to two points abaft the beam on the starboard side, and of 
such a character as to be visible at a distance of at least two miles. 

(c) On the port side a red light so constructed as to show an unbroken light over 
an arc of the horizon often points of the compass, so fixed as to throw the light from 
right ahead to two points abaft the beam on the port side, and of such a character as 
to be visible at a distance of at least two jnilea. 

(d) The said green and red side-lights shall be fitted withinboard screens project- 
ing at least three feet i'orward from the light, so as to prevent these lights from being 
seen across the bow. 

(e) A steam-vessel when under w^ay may carry an additional white light similar 
in construction to the light mentioued in subdivision (a). These two lights shall be 
so planed in line with thn keel that one shall be at least fifteen feet higher thau the 
other, and in such a position with reference to each other that the lower light shall be 
forward of the upper one. The vertical distance between these lights shall be less 
than the horizontal distance. 

AjtT. 3. A steam- vessel when lowing another vessel shall, in addition to her side- 
lights, carry two bright white lights in a vertical line one over the other, not less 
than six feet apart, and when towing more than one vessel shall carry an additional 
bright white light six feet above or below such light, if the length of the tow 
measnring from the stern of tbe towing vessel to the stern of the last vessel towed 
exceeds six hundred feet. Each of these lights shall be of tbe same construction 
and character, and shall be carried in tbe same position as the white light men- 
tirmed in article two (a), excepting th" additional light, which may be carried at a 
height of not less than fourteen feet above the hull. 

Such steam-vessel may carry a small white light abaft tbe funnel or aftermast for 
the vessel towed to steer by, but such light shall not be visible forward of the beam. 

Art. 4. (a) A vessel Avhich from any accident is not under command shall carry at 
tbe same height as a white li«i;ht mentioned in article two (a), where they can i>est 
b*' seen, and if a steam vessel in lieu of t)iat lii^bt, two red lights, in a vertical line 
one, over the other, not less than six feet apart, and of such' a character as to be 
visible all around the horizon at a ditjtaiice of at least two miles; and bhall by day 
can y in a vertical line one over the other, not less thau six feet apart, where" they 
can best bo seen, two black balls <»r shapes, each two' feet in diameter. 

tb) A vessel employed in laying or in ]>ickintj;- u]) a telegraph cable shall carry 
in tbe same position as the white light mentioned in article two (a), and if a 
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ventfolUsion^ ^Uea^ steam-vessel in lieu of that light, three lights in a vertical line one over the other not 
CoutiDuert!*'"*^ than six feet apart. The highest and lowest of these lijuhts shall be red, and the 

middle light shall be white, and they shall be of such a. character as to be visible 
all aronnd the horizon, at a distance of :)t least two miles. By day she shall carry 
in a vertical line, oue over the other, not less than six feet apart; where they can 
best be seen, three shnpes not less than two feet in diameter, of which the highest 
and lowest shall be globular in shape and red in color, and the middle <;ne diamond 
in shape and white. 

(c> The vessels referred to in this article, Tvhen not making way through the water, 
shall not carry the side-lights, but when making way shall carry them. 

(d) Tlie lights and shapes required to be shown by this article are to be taken by 
other vessels as signals that the vessel showing them is not under com ru and and can 
not therefore get out of the way. 

These signals are not signals of vessels in distress and requiring assistance. Such 
signals are contained in article thirty -one. 

Art. 5. A sailing vessel under way and any vessel being towed shall carry the same 
lights as are prescribed by article two for a steam-vessel under w^ay, TS-ith the 
exception of the white lights mentioned therein, which they shall never carry. 

Art. 6. Whenever, as in the case of small vessels under way during bad weather, 
the green and red side-lights can not be fixed, these lights shall be kept at hand, 
lighted and ready for use ; and shall, on the approach of or to other vessels, be exhib- 
ited on their respective sides in sutticient time to prevent collision, in such manner 
as to make them most visible, and so that the green light shall not bo seen on the 
port side nor the ted light on tho starboard side, nor, »f practicable, more than two 
points abaft the beam on their respective sides. 

To make the use of these portable lights more certain and easy the lanterns con- 
taining them shall each be painted outside with tlic color of the light they respectively 
contain, and shall be provided with proper screens. 

Art. 7. Steam- vessels of less than forty, and vessels under oars or sails of less than 
twenty tons, gross tonnage, respectively, when under ^vay, shall not be obliged to 
carry the lights mentioned in article two (a) (b^ and (c), but if they do not carry 
them they shall be provided with the following lights: 

First. Steam- vessels of less than forty tons shall carry— 
Post, p. 890. (a) In the fore part of the vessel, or on or in front of the funnel, where it can best 

beseen, and at a height above the gunwale of not less thannine feet, a bright white 
light constructed and tixed as prescribed in article two (a), and of such a character 
as to be visible at a distance of at least two miles. 

(b) Green and red side-lights constructed and fixed as prescribed in article two 
(b> and (c), and of such a character as to be visible at a distance of at least one 
mile, or a combined lantern showing a green light and a rod light from right ahead 
to two points abaft the beam on their respective sides. Such lanterns shall be 
carried not less than three feet below the white light. 

Second. Small steam-boats, such as are carrie^l by sea-going vessels, may carry the 
white light at a less height than nine feet above the the gunwale, but it shall be 
carried above the combined lantern mentioned in subdivision one (b). 

Third. Vessels under oars or sails, of less than twenty tons, shall have ready at 
band a lantern with a green glass on one side and a red ^lass oii the other, which, on 
the approach of or. to other vessels, shal! be exhibited in sufficient time to prevent 
collision, so that the green light shall not be seen on the port side nor the red light 
on the starboard side. 

The vessels referred to in this article shall not be obliged to carry the lights pre- 
scribed by article four (a) and article elo\'en, last paragraph. 

Art. 8. Pilot vessels when engaged on their station on pilotage duty shall not 
show the lights reiijuired for other vessels, but shall carry a white litrht at the mast- 
head, visibleall around the horizon, and shall also exhibit a flave*«p light orflare-np 
lights at short intervals, which shall never exceed fifteen minutes. 

Onthenear approach of or toother vessels they shall have theirside-lights lighted, 
ready for use, and shall flash or show them at short intervals, to indicate the direc- 
tLoD. in which they are heading, but the green light shall not be shown on the port 
side, nor the red light on the starboard side. 

A pilot- vessel of such a class as to be obliged to go alongside of a vessel to put a 
pilot on board may show the white light instead of carrying it at the nuisthead^ and 
may, instead of the colored lights above mentioned, have at hand, ready for use, a 
lantern with a green gloss on the one side and a red glass on the other^ to be used as 
prescribed above. 

Pilot-vessels when not engaged on their station on pilotage duty shall carry lights 
similar to those of other vessels of their tonnage. 
FotL pp. 890,801. Art. J). Fishing vessels and lishing boats when under way and when not required 

by this article to carry or show the lights therein named shall carry or show the 
lights prescribeil for vessels of their tonnage under way. 

, (a) Vessels and boats, when fishing with drift nets, shall exhibit two white lights 
from any part of the vessel where they can best be seen. Such lights shall be pi a ceil 
so that* the vertical distance between them shall be not less than six feet and not 
more than ten feet, and so that the horizontal distance between theni, measured in 
aline with the keel, shall be not less than five feet and not more than ten feet. The 
lower of these two lights ^hall be the more forward, and both of them shall be nf 
such a character as to show all aronnd the horizon, and to be visible at a distance of 
not less than three miles. 
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(h) Vessels, when engaged in trawling^ by which is iDCant the dr*aggiDg of an Eegulations to pre- 
apparatns along the bottom of the sea— " vent coUisionsat sea— 

First. If steam-vessels, shall carry in the same position as the white light men- i^^iea- 
tioned in article two (a) a tricolored lantern so constructed aud fixed rs to show a 
white light from right ahead to two points on each how, and a green light aud a 
red light over an arc of the horizon from two points on either bow to two points 
abaft tlie beam on the starboard and port sides, respectively ; and, not lews than six 
nor more than twelve feet below the tricolored lantern, a white light in a lantern, so 
constructed as to show a clear; uniform, and unbroken light all around the horizon 

Second. If sailing vessels, of seven tons gross tonnage and upwards, shall carry a 
white light in a lantern, so constructed as to show a clear, uniform, and xnibroken 
light all around the horizon, and shall also be provided with a sufficient supply of 
red pyrotechnic lights, which shall each l)urn for at least thirty seconds, and shall 
be shown on the approach of or to other vessels in sutheient time to prevent 
collision. 

In the Mediterranean Sea the vessels referred to in subdivision (b) two may nse a 
flare-up light in lieu of a pyrotechnic light. 

All lights mentioned in subdivision (b) one and two shall be visible at a distance 
of at least two miles. 

Third. If sailing vessels of less than seven tons gross tonnage, shall not be obliged 
to carry the white light mcntioued iu subdivision (b) two of this article, but if they 
do not carry such light they shall have at hand, ready for use, a lantern showing a 
bright white light, which shall, on the approach of or to other vessels, be exhibited 
where it cnn best be seen, in snflScient time to prevent collision ; and they shall also 
show a red pyrotechnic light, as prescribed in subdivision (b) two, or in lieu thereof 
a tiare-np light. 

(e) Vessels and boats when lino-fiehing with their lines ont and attached to their 
lines, and when not at anchor or stationary, shall carry the same lights as vessels 
fishing with drift-nets. 

(d) Fishing vessels and fishing boats may at any time use a flare-up light in addi- 
tion to the lights which they are by this article required to carry and show. All 
flare-up lights exhibited by a vessel when trawling or fishing with any kind of drag- 
net shall be shown at the after ]iart -of the vessel, excepting that if the vessel is 
hangin<; by the stern to her fishing gear, they shall be exhibited from the bow. 

fe) Every fishing vessel and every boat when at anchor shall exhibit a white light 
visible all around the horizon at a distance of at least one mile. 

(f) If .1 vessel or boat w^hen fishing becomes stationary in consequence of her gear 
getting fast to a rock or other obstruction she shall show the light and make the'fog- 
signal prescribed for a vessel at anchor, respectively. (See article fifteen (d) (e) and 
last paragraph.) 

(g) In fog, mist, falling snow, or heavy rain-storms drift-net vessels attached to 
tlieir nets, and vessels when trawling, dredging, or fishing with any kind of drag- 
net, and vesi^els line-fishing with their lines out shall, if of twenty tons gross tonnage 
or upwards, respectively, at intervals of not more than one minute make a.b]ast;lf 
steam- vessels with the whistle" or siren, aud if sailing-vessels with the fog-horn, each 
blast to be followed by ringing the bell. 

(h) Sailing vessels or boats fishing with nets or lines or trawls, when uD<l6r way, 
shall in day-time in<licate their occupation to an approaching vessel by displaying'a 
basket or other efficient signal, where it can best be seen. 

The vessels referred to in this article shall not be obliged to carry the light pre- 
scribed by article four (a) and article eleven, last paragraph. 

Art. 10. A vessel which is being overtaken by another shall show from her stern 
to such last-mentioned vessel a white lighter a llare-up light. 

The white light required to be shown by this article may be fixed and carried in a 
lantern, but in such case the lantern shall be so constructed, fitted, and screened that 
it shall throw an unbroken light over an arc of the horizon of twelve points of the 
compass, namely, for six points from right aft on each side of the vessel, so as to be 
visible at a distance of at least one mile. Such light shall be carried as nearly as 
practicable on the same level as the side-lights. 

Art. 11. A vessel under one hundred and fifty feet in length, when at anchor, shall 
carry forward, where it can best be seen, but at a height not exceedin<? twenty feet 
above the hull, a white light in a lantern so constructed as to show a clear, uniform, 
and unbroken light visible all around the horizon at a distance of at least one mile. 

A vessel of one hundred and fifty feet or uj)wards in length, when at anchor, shall 
carry in the forward part of the vessel, at a height of not less than twenty and not 
exceeding forty feet above the hull, one such light, and at or near the stern of the 
vessel, and at such a height that it shall be not less than fifteen feet lower than the 
forward light, another such light. 

The length of a vessel shall be tleemed to be the length appearing in her certificate 
of registry. 

A vessel aground in or near a fair- way shall carry the above light or lights, and 
the two red lights prescribed by article four (a). 

Akt. 12. Every vessel may, if necessary in ortler to attract attention, in addition 
to the lights which she is by these rules required to carry, show a flare-up light or use 
any detonating signal that can not be mistaken for a distress signal. 

Art. 13. Nothing in these rules shall interfere with the operation of any special 
rules made by the Government of any nation with respect to additional station and 
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RegttUtioBs to pre- signal-lights for two or more ships ot war or for vessels saiJiog under convoy, or 
ventcoUiaionsatflea— ^^^^th the exhibition of recognitiou tiigaals adopted by ship-owners, which have been 
"lue . authorized by their respective Governments and duly registered and published. 

Art. 14. A steam -vessel proceeding under sail only but havings:, her funnel up, shall 
carr^jr in day-time^ forward, where it can best be seen, one black ball or shape two feet 
iu diameter. 

SOUND SIGNALS FOB FOG, AND SO FORTH. 



Fog, etc., signals. ART. 15. All signals prescribed by this article for vessels under way shall be given : 
J'ost, p. 892. steam- vessels'^ on the whistle or siren. 

2. By "sailing vessels and vessels towed" on the fog-horn. 

The words "prolonged blast" used iu tbis article shall mean a blast of from four 
to six seconds' duration. 

A steam-vessel shall be provided with au efficient whistle or siren, sounded by steam 
or by some substitute for steam, so 2>laced that the sound may not be intercepted by 
any obstruction, and with an efficient fog-horn, to be sounded by mechanical means, 
and also with an efficient bell, [In all cases where the rules require a bell to bo used 
a drum may be substituted on board Turkish vessels, or a gong where such articles 
are used ou board small sea-going vessels.] A sailing A^essel of twenty tons gross 
tonnage or upward shall be provided with a similar fog-horn and bell. 

In fog, mist, fallin<T; snow, or heavy rain storms, whether by day or night, the 
signals described in this article shall be used as follows, viz: 

(a) A steam- vessel having way upon her shall sound, at intervals of not more .than 
two minutes, a prolonged blast. 

(b) A steam-vessel under way, but stopped, and having no way upon her, shall 
souud, at intervals of not more than two minutes, two prolonged blasts, with an 
interval of about one second between theni. 

(c) A sailing vessel under way shall sound, at intervals of not more than one 
minute, when on the starboard tack one bla&J, when on the port tack two blasts in 
.succession, and when with the wiud abaft the beam three blasts in succession 

(d) A vessel when at anchor shall, at intervals of not moro than one minute, ring 
the bell rapidly for about five seconds. 

(e) A vessel at anchor at sea, when Pot in ordinary anchorage ground, and when 
iu such a position as to be an obstruction to vessels under Avay, shall sound, if a 
steam-vessel, at intervals of not more than two minutes, two prolonged blasts with 
her whistle or siren, followed by ringing her bell ; or, if a sailing-vessel, at intervals 
of not more than one minute, two blasts with her fog-horu, followed bv ringing her 
bell. 

(f ) A vessel when towing shall, instead of the signals prescribed in subdivisions (a) 
and (c) of this article at intervals of not more than two minutes, sound three blasts in 
succession, namely, one prolonged blast followed by two short blasts. A vessel 
towed may give this signal and she shall not give any other. 

(g) A steam-vessel wishing to indicate to another " The way is off my vessel, you 
may feel your way past me," may sound three blasts in succession, namely, short, 
long, short, with intervals of about one second between them. 

(h) A vessel employed iu layiug or picking up a telegraph cable shall, on hearing 
the fog-signal of an approaching vessel, sound jn answer three prolonged blasts in 
succession. 

(i) A vessel under way, which is unable to get out of the way of an approaching 
vessel through being not under command, or unable to maneuver as required by these 
rules, shall, on hearing the fog-signal of an approaching vessel, sound iu answer four 
short blasts iu succession. 

Sailing vessels and boats of less than twenty tons gross tonnage shall not be obliged 
to give the above-mentioned signals, but, if they do not, they shall make some other 
efficient sound-signal at intervals of not more that one minute. 

SPEED OF SHIPS TO BK MODERATE IN FOG, AND SO FORTH. 

Speed. Art. 16. Every vessel shall, in a fog, mist, falling snow, or heavy rain-storms, ^o at a 

moderate speed, having careful regard to the existing circumstauces and conditions. 

A steam vessel hearing, apparently forward of her beam, the fog- signal of a vessel 
the position of which is not ascertained shall, so far as the circumstances of the case 
admitj stop her engines, and then narigato with caution until danger of collision is 
over. 

Steering and eailiiig STEERING AND SAILING RuLES. 

Tttles. 

PRELIMINARY — RISK OF COLLISION. 

Risk of collision can, when circumstances permit, be ascertained by carefully 
watching the compass bearing of an approaching vessel. If the bearing does not 
appreciably change, such risk should be deemed to exist. 

Art, 17. When two sailing vessels are approaching one another, so as to involve 
risk of collision, one of them shall keep out of the way of the other, as follows, 
namely: . 

(a) A vessel which is running free shall keep put of the way of a vessel which is 
close-hauled. 

(b) A vessel which is close-hauled on the port tack shall keep out of the way of a 
vessel which is close-hauled ou the starboard tack.

(c) When both .ire running free, with the wind on ditferent sides, the vessel which 
has the wiud ou the port (sido shall keep out of the ^vay of the other. 

(d) When both are runuing free, with the wind ou the sjinie side, the vessel Avhich 
is to the wiudward shall keep out of tht way of the vessel which in to K'ewani. 

(e) A vessel which has the wind aft fshall keep out of the way of the other vessel. 
Art. 18. When two steam-vesaelM are mectin<; end on, or nearly end on, so as to 

involve risk of collision, each shall txltci her course to starboard, >>o that each iuay 
pasd on the port bide of the other. 

This article only applies to cases where vessels are meeting end on, or nearly end 
on, in such a manner as to involve risk of collision, and does not apply to two ves- 
sels which must, if both keep on their respective courses, pass clear of each other. 

The only cases to which it does apply are when each of the two vessels is end on, 
or nearJy end on, to the other; in other words, to cases in which, by day, each vessel 
8. es the masts of the other in a line, or nearly in a line, with her own; and by iii^ht, 
to cases in which each vessel is in such a position as to see both the side-lights ot the 
other. 

It does not apply by day to cases in which a vessel sees another ahead crossing her 
own course ; or by night, to cases where the red light of one vessel is opposed to the 
red light of the other, or where the green light of one vessel is opposed to the green 
light of the other, or where a red light without a green light, or a green light v\ ith- 
out a red light, is seen ahead, or where both green and red lights are seen anywhere 
but ahead. 

Aitx, 19. When two steam- vessels are crossing, so as to involve risk of collision, the 
vessel which has the other ou her own starboard side shall keep out of the wjiy of the 
other. 

Art. 20. W^hen a steam-vessel and a sailing vessel are proceeding in such dirfjctions 
as to involve risk of collision, the steam-vessel sh;dl keep out of the way of the 
Bailiiig-vesseK 

Aut. 21. Where hy any of these rulen one of two vessels is to keep out of the way, 
the other shall keep her course and vspeed. 

Art, 22. Every vesfiel which is directed by these rules to kee)) out of the way of 
another vessel shall, if the circumstances of the case admit, avoid crossing ahead 
of the other. 

Art. 23. Every steaui-vesael which is directed by these rules to keep out of the way 
of another vessel shall, ou approaching her, if necessary, slacken her speed or stop 
or reverse. 

Art. 24. Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules every vessel, over- 
taking any other, shall keep out of the way of the overtaken vessel. 

Every vessel coming up with another vessel from any direction more than two 
points abaft her beam, that is, in such a position, with reference to the vessel which 
she IS overtaking that at night she would be unable to see either of that vessel's 
s de-lights, shall be deemed to be an overtaking vessel ; and no subsequent alteration 
of the bearing between the two vessels shall make the overtaking vessel a crossing 
vessel within the meaning of these rules, or relieve her of the duty of keuping clear 
of the overtaken vessel nulil she is linally past and clear. 

As by day the overtaking vessel can not always know with certainty whether she 
is forward of or abaft this direction from the other vessel she should, if in doubt, 
assume that she is an overtaking vessel and keep out <d' the way. 

Art. 25. In narrow channels every steam-vessel shall, when it is safe and practi- 
cable, keep to that side of the fair- way or mid-channel which lies on the starboard 
side of such vessel. 

Art, 26. Sailing vessels under way shall keej) out of the waj^ of sailing vessels or 
boats tishing with nets, or lines, or trawls. This rule shall not give to any vessel or 
boat engaged lu fishing the right of obstructing a fair-way used by vessels other 
than fishing vessels or boats. 

Art. 27. In obeying and construing these rules due regard shall be had to all 
dangers of navigation and collision, and to any special circumstances which iiiay 
rentier a departure from the above rules necessary in order to a\'oid immediate 
danger.

Art. 28 The words short blast'' used in this article shall mean a blast of about 
one second's duration. 

When vessels are in sight of one another, a steam-vessel under way, in taking any 
course authorized or required by these rules, shall indicate that course by the fol- 
lowing signals on her whistle or siren, namely : 

One short blast to mean, "I am directing my course to starboard." 

Two short blasts to mean, api directing my course to port." 

Three short blasts to mean, "My engines are going at full speed astern." 

NO V ESSEL, UNDER ANY CIRCUMSTANCES, TO NEGLECT PROPER PRECAUTIONS. 

Art. 29. Nothing in these rules shall exonerate any vessel or the owner or master or 
crew thereof, from the consequences of any neglect to carry lights or signals, or of 
any neglect to keep a proper look-out, or of the neglect of any precaution which 
may be required hy the ordinary practice of seamen, or hy the special circum- 
stances of the case.

Distress signals. DISTRESS SIGXALS. 

Post, p. 891. Art. 31. When a vessel is in distress and requires assistance from other vessels or 

from the shore, the following shall be the signals to be used or displayed by her, 
either together or separately, namely: 
In the day time — 

First* A gun fired at intervals of about a minute ; 
Second. The International Code signal of distress indicated by N C ; 
Third. The distuuce signal, consistiug of a square flag, having either above or 
below it a ball or anything resembling a ball; 

Fourth. Rockets or shells as prescribed below for use at night j 
Fifth. A continuous sounding with any fog-signal apparatus. 
At night — 

One, A gun tired at intervals of about a minute; 

Two. Flames on the vessel (as from a burning tar-barrel, oil-barrel, and so forth) ; 
Three. Kockets or shells, bui^ting in the air with a lond report and throwing stars 
of any color or description, fired oiie at a time at short intervals ; 
Four. A continuous sounding with any fog- signal apparatus. 

Sec. 2. That all laws or parts of laws incousistent with the foregoing regulations 
for preventing collisions at sea for the navigation of all public and private vessels of 
the United States upon the high seas, and in all waters connected therewith navi- 
gable by sea-going vessels, are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. That this act shall take effect at a time to be fixed by the Fresideiit by 
proclamation isssued for that purpose. ^

(e) If a vessel, when fishing with a trawl, dredge, oc any kind of drag-net, heoomes 
stationary in cotisequouce of her gear getting fast to a rock t>r other obstruction, she 
shall show the light and make the fog-sigual for a vessel at audi or. 

(f ) Fishing-vesseia and open boats may at any time use a liare-np in addition to 
the ligiits which they are by this article required to carry and show. All Hare-up 
lights exhibited by a vessel when trawling, dredging, or fishing with any kind of 
drag-net shall be shown at the after-part of the vessel, excepting that if the vessel 

is hanging by tlie stem to iier trawi, dredge, or drag-net they shall b© exhibited 
from the how. 

(g) Every hshing-vessel and every open boat when at anchor between sunset and 
sunrise shall exhibit a white light, visible all rouud the horizon at a distance of at 
least one mile. 

(h) In a fog a drift-net vessel attached to her nets, and a vessel when trawling, 
dredging, or fishing with any kind of drag-net, aod a vessel employed in line-fishing 
with her lines out, shall, at intervals of not more than two minutes, make a blast 
with her fog-horn and ring her hell alternately.

act as members of that body are hereby required to take notice. 
Given under my hand and the Seal of the United States, at Wash- 
ington the twenty-fourth day of February, in the year of 
[seal.] our Lord one thousand eight hundred and ninety-seven and 
of the Independence of the United States, the one Jiuudred 
and twenty-first.
